bullion is uſually worth two-pence or three- 
peace an ounce more than in coin. A gui- 
nea is worth ſo much filver as will make 
twenty ſhillings and eight-pence. When 
ſhips are lading for the Eaſt Indies, the de- 
mand of filver for exportation raiſes the 
price to five ſhillings and ſix-pence and five 


ſhillings and eight-pence per ounce, or above. 


Gold in Spain and Portugal is of ſixteen 
times more value than Ser! ſo that a 
guinea there is worth two and twenty ſhil- 
lings and one penny. 

In France, a pound weight of fine gold 
is worth fifteen pounds weight of fine fil ver, 
In Holland and Hungary, a guinea is worth 
twenty ſhillings and ſeven-pence halfpenny. 
In Italy, Germany, Poland, Denmark, and 
Sweden, a guinea is worth twenty ſhillings 
and ſeven-pence, fix- pence, five-pence, and 
four-pence. 

In Sweden, gold is loweſt in proportion 
to filver ; which made Sir Iſaac Newton 
ſaſpe&, that crown-pieces, and other coin- 
ed ſilver, were ſent thither for iron, copper, 
and naval ſtores, DE. 

In China and Japan, one pound weight 
of fine gold is worth but nine or ten pounds 


weight of fine filver; and in Eaft India 


twelve pounds weight; which carried all 
the ſilver out of Europe to China and India.

The beginning of this month, his Ma- 
jeſty had full information of a conſpiracy 
formed againſt him; the firſt notice of 
which came from the duke of Orleans, re- 
gent of France.

June, 1723, ſhall be deprived of all his of- 
fices, dignities, promotions, and benefices 
eccleſiaſtical, and be for ever rendered in- 
capable of any ſuch ; and ſhall be for ever 
baniſhed this realm, and all other his Ma- 
jeſty's dominions, from the 25th of July, 
1723, and if he return into the ſame, ſhall 
be adjudged guilty of felony without benefit 
of clergy, and be incapable of a pardon 
and all perſons who ſhall aid or aſſiſt in his 
return, or harbour him, ſhall alſo be ad- 
judged guilty of felony without benefit of 
clergy ; and all perſons who ſhall hold any 
correſpondence with him, ſhall in like man- 
ner be adjudged guilty of felony, unleſs li- 
cenſed by the fign manuel.

Then his Majeſty acquainted both 
Houſes, that he had ordered the Lord 
Chancellor to declare to them, in his name 
and words, the reaſon of his coming that 
day to Parliament; whereupon the Lord 
Chancellor read a paper, called The King's 
Speech, wherein he applauded the prudent 
meaſures they had taken for the defence of 
the kingdom ; and aſſured them, the con- 
fidence they had repoſed in him, ſhould ne- 
ver be made uſe of, but for their ſafety and 
defence: that the conſpirators had brought 
their wicked arts to ſuch perfection, that 
they confidently carried on their traiterous 
projects in defjance of law, from an aſſurance 
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of their being able to elude it; which 
made it neceſſary for the legiſlature to exert 
itſelf in puniſhing the offenders; and yet 
the juſtice of Parliament had been ſo tem- 
pered with mercy, that the moſt diſſatisfied 


muſt acknowledge the lenity of their pro- 


ceedings. 

That their firmneſs muſt convince all the 
world, how much they were miſtaken, 
whoſe chief hopes were founded on the diſ- 
affe ction of his people; and their enemies 
would now ceaſe to flatter themſelves with 
the vain imagination of being able to ſub- 
vert the eſtabliſhment. 

He acknowledged their readineſs in raiſ- 
ing the ſupplies, and commended them for 
doing it without laying any new burdens on 
his people; he congratulated them, that, 
notwithſtanding the late alarms and diſtur- 
bances, credit ſhould ſo far revive and flou- 
riſh, that the ſupplies were raiſed at a lower

He acquainted them with his deſign to

gle point, the biſhop of St. Aſaph, in great 
confuſion, was obliged te acknowledge he 
was not certain of the time; and the priſon- 
er's ſervant, who was at the bar, and charged 
with carrying the letter, denying he car- 
ried any ſuch, and the biſhop of St. Aſaph 
not being able to produce the letter, he

maintaining the ſucceſſion in the prote- 
ſtant line; and therefore exhorted them to 
be unanimous in maintaining them, and 
to endeavour to extinguiſh the hopes of 
thoſe who would ſubje& the nation to that 
train of miſerics which were inſeparable 
from Popery and arbitrary power.

The ceremony was concluded by the ho-

Then the proxy of the duke of Rich- 
mond aſcended into the tall of his principal 
in like manner, and ſtood there uncovered, 
holding the mantle upon his right arm. 

Then Bath turned himſelf to the two 
knights in the next ftalls, who, at the 
ſame inſtant, made the like obeiſances be- 
low, and repeated them in their falls, and 
fat down uncovered.

In like manner, all the refidue of the 
companions and proxies, having waited the 
ſeating of thoſe in the upper ſtalls, in their 
courtes, took their reſpective ftalls, by 
pairs, through ſuch paſſages, as the trou- 
bling any knight in an higher fall might 
beſt be avoided. 

Which being done, the eſquires, having 
made their reverences in a body, retired to 
their ſeats, after them the officers of arms, 
and the officers of the order, placed them- 


ſelres on their forms with the like cere- 
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monies. The provincial king of arms, 
and the herald, according to a requeſt 
made to the Great Maſter, were allowed 
to fit on benches in this preſent ceremony, 
placed at the foot of prince William's ſtall, 


the purſuivants ſtanding before them. 


Bath and the gentleman-uſher, forth- 
with aroſe, made their reverences in the 
middle of the choir, and being followed 
by the dean in like manner, proceeded to- 
wards the ftall of the Great Maſter, who, 
making his obeiſances in the middle of the 
choir, proceeded to inſtal the knights in 
the following manner. | 

The Great Maſter entered into the ſtall 
of the knight companion next in height to 
his own, and having there given the proxy 
of the duke of Richmond the tranſcript of 
the ſtatutes atteſted under the ſeal of the 
order, the dean adminiſtered unto him the 
oath in the name of his principal, Bath 
holding the book of the Goſpels, and the 
Great Maſter then ſeated the proxy down in 


the ſtall, who, riſing, made his double re- 


verences, and continued, ſtanding holding 
the mantle. 

The great maſter, with the like atten- 
dance, having made his obeiſance in the 
middle of the choir, then repaired to the 
ſtall of the duke of Mancheſter, delivering 
to him the copy of the ſtatutes; and the 
dean having adminiftered the oath, which 
was of the tenour following.“ You ſhall 
honour God above all things; you ſhall be 
ſtedfaſt in the faith of Chriſt; you ſhall 
love the King, and him and his right 
defend to your power; you ſhall defend 
maidens, widows, and orphans, in their 
rights, and thall ſuffer no extortion as 
far as you may prevent it; and of as great 
honour be this order unto you, as ever if 
was to any of your progenitors or others.” 
— Bath then delivered the collar of the or- 
der to the Great Maſter, who put it about 
the neck of the duke of Mancheſter, and 
placing the white hat on his head, ſeated 
him down in his fall, covered with his 
white hat, adorned with plumes of white 
feathers. 

The Great Mafter thus proceeded through 
out the reſidue of the ſtalls, performing 
the like ceremonies to the knights and 
proxies reſpectively. 

Which being finiſhed, and the Great 
Maſter returned to his own ſtall, the dean 
was conducted to the altar; and Bath and 
the gentleman- uſſier being returned to their 
benches, which ceremonies were perform- 
ed with the due obeiſances, divine ſervice

Bath king of arms then aroſe, and being 
Joined by the eldeſt herald, in like manner 
repaired to the Great Maſter, who carrying 
his white hat in his hand, offered in the 
ſame manner, and returned and ſat down 
in his fall with the ſame ceremonies. 

And then the proxy of the duke of Ricb- 
mond in the ſame method, and ftood in the 
fall holding the mantle. 

And afterwards all the knights and 
proxies in like manner; wherein this rule 
was obſerved, that the knights and proxies 
in the oppoſite ſtalls offered by pairs toge- 
ther; and the heralds, according to their 
ſeniorities, took and repeated their turns 
in going with Bath king of arms, before 
the knights and proxies. 

Divine ſervice being ended, the knights 
companions put on their white hats; and, 
while the muſic was playing, Bath king of 
arms ſummoned all the knights and proxies 


to come down from their ſeyeral falls in 


the former method, who all ſtood under 
their banners. . 

Which being done, prince Villiam wiz 
conducted to the rails of the altar, with the 
like ceremonies as in the former oflering 
where the Prince unſheathed his ſword, 
and offered it himſelf naked to the dean, 
and having redeemed it, the dean return. 
ed it with the following admonition ; 
J exhort you and admoniſh you, to uſe 
your ſword to the glory of God, the defence 
of the Goſpel, the maintenance of your 
Sovereign's right and honour, and of all 
equity and juſtice, to the utmoſt of your 
power.“ And ſoon afterwards the Prince 
retired out of the chapel, leaving Sir An- 
drew Fountaine to be his proxy in the pro. 
ceſſion for the return to the Chapter-houſe, 
Then the Great Maſter covered; after bim 
the proxy of the duke of Richmond unco- 
vered, each fingly, and all the other knights 
covered, and proxies uncovered, by pairs, 
being reſpectively attended as at the firſk 
offering, were conducted to the rails of the 
altar with the uſual obeiſances, where each 
knight and proxy ſtanding, unſheathed his 


' ſword, and offered it naked to the dean, 
ner, made his double obeiſances, and being | 


who, upon the redemption of it, reſtored 


the ſame with the proper admonitions, 


according to the oaths they had taken 


this day: and theſe knights and proxies, 


being all ſeverally reconducted back to the 
places under their reſpective banners, the 
alms-men begun the proceſſion, and were 
followed by all others, having firſt per- 
formed their double obeiſances in the chapel, 
And this proceflion was made in the ſame 
form back to the chapter-room, as in the 
firſt proceſſion to the chapel, except in the 
following particulars : that at the outſide 
of the weſt door of the Abbey, the Sove - 
reign's maſter-cook, having a linen apron, 
and a chopping-knife in his hand, ſeveral- 
ly ſaid to each companion, © Sir, you 
know what great oath you have taken, 
which if you keep, it will be great honour 
to you; but, if you break it, I ſhall be 
compelled, by my cflice, to hack off your 
ſpurs from your heels: —and that the 
prebendaries had leave to retire to the Jeru- 
ſalem-chamber from the weſt end of the 
Abbey church; the eſquires, officers of 
arms, and of the order, after they came 
out of the church, were allowed to be 
covered ; and at the door of the Chapter- 
room, Bath king of arms took the mantles 
from the proxies. | 

Dinner being ready, the Great were: 
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being preceded by the officers of the order, 
and Carter king of arms, came into the 
court of Requeſts, proceeded down to the 
lower end thereof, and entered into the 
way at the farther ſide of the table, and 
came up to the top of it, being followed by 
all the knights in courſe according- to the 
height of their ſtalls 3 and when grace had 
been ſaid, they all ſat down in that order, 
in the ſame row upon one ſide of the table, 
each of them having an eſcutcheon of his 
arms and titles fixed to the wall over the 
ſeat : the dean was placed next to the ju- 
nior knight, and the proxies of the duke 
of Richmond and of the lord Glenorchy, ſat 
uncovered at the bottom of the table. 

The officers of the order, covered with 
their bonnets, ſat at a table placed oppo- 
fite the knights table, towards the lower 


end of the room; the officers of arms dined | 


at a table in the paſſage from the Houſe 
of Lords to the Houſe of Commons, and 
the prebendaries in the Jeruſalem-chamber. 


The eſquires, having for ſome time at- 


tended behind their reſpective knights, had 
leave given them to retire to their dinner 
in the Painted-chamber, who went thither 
in their courſes, where they dined, 

At the ſecond courſe, Bath king of arms 
aroſe, and the mufic ceaſing, made his re- 
verence in the middle of the room, and 
thete, according to the command given 
him, proclaimed the ftile of prince Wil- 
liam, the firſt and principal companion of 
this moſt honourable order, who is always 
to be placed next to the Sovereign ; and 


then coming up near to the Great Maſter, 


who ſtood up uncovered, while Bath pro- 
claimed his tiles; and the Great Maſter 
then ſitting down, the tile of each com- 
panion preſent, in the like manner, was 
reſpectively proclaimed, at which ſome he- 
ralds anc. purfuĩ vants attended. 

The whole ceremony was performed 
with great regularity, magnificence, and 
ſplendor. |

Ai wwe bave given ſo full an account of the 
order of the Bath, wwe preſume it will not be 
improper, as they belong to Great Britain, 
to give ſome alſo, of the Orders of the Gar- 
ter and Thiſtle, as banded down to us 
by authentic teſtimonies. 


The ORDER of the GarnTER. 


This moſt noble and illuſtrious order, if 
ve conſider either its antiquity, or the 
nobleneſs of the perſonages that have been 
enrolled therein, excels and outvies all 


other inſtitutions of honour in the whole 
world, and owes its original to the great 
hero of that age, Edward III. who con- 
quered France and Scotland, and brought 
their kings priſoners to England. 

It began in 1350, the twenty-fourth of 


his reign, viz. one hundred and nineteen. 
years before the foundation of the order of. 


St. Michael, by Lewis IX. king of France, 


anno dom. 1469; eighty years before the in- 


{titution of the order of the Golden Fleece, 
by Philip II. the ſecond duke of Burgundy, 
anno dom. 1430; and one hundred and 
ninety years before king James V. of Sot- 
land, reſtored the order of St. Andrew, or 
the Thiſtle; and two hundred and nine years 


be fore the order of the Elephant was inſti- 


tuted in Denmark. J 

King Edvard upon a view of recovering 
France, which deſcended to him by right 
of his mother, made it his buſineſs to 


draw the beſt ſoldiers in Europe into his. 


intereſt, and thereupon projecting and ſet- 


ting up king* Arthur's round table, he pro- 


claimed a ſolemn tilting, to invite foreign- 
ers of quality and courage to the exerciſe. 
The place for the ſolemnity being fixed 


at Vindſor, he, upon New-Year's day, ian 


1344, publiſhed his royal letters of pro- 
tection for the ſafe coming and return of 
ſuch foreign knights as had a mind to ven- 
ture their reputation at thoſe juſts and 
tournaments, which were to be held the 
igth of June enſuing. 

Moreover, he provided a great ſupper, to 


begin the ſolemnity: and then ordaining | 


this feaſt to be annually kept at Whit- 
ſuntide, he for that purpoſe erected a par- 


ticalar building in the caſtle, wherein he 


placed a round table of two hundred feet 
diameter, in imitation of king Arthur's at 
Wincheſter z and thereat entertained the 
knights, at the expence of 1001. per week. 

This mighty and invincible prince Ed= 


ward, being endowed with great piety, 


commended himſelf ayd his companions 
to the protection of St. George of Capa- 
docia; whoſe parents being Chriſtians, af- 
forded him the advantage of being educated 
in that religion; and he taking upon him 


the profeſſion of a ſoldier, was made + tri- 


bune or colonel (in Paleſtine, his mother's 
country) in which poſt behaving him- 
ſelf with great courage and conduct, he 
was preferred to higher ſtations in the 
army, by the emperor Dioclæſian: but the 
ſaid George afterwards complaining of the 
ſaid Emperor for his ſeverities againſt the 
Chriſtians, and arguing in their * 
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he was thereupon impriſoned and cruelly 
treated; and the Emperor perceiving his 
conſtancy to the Chriſtians was not to 
be ſhaken, he was on the 23d of April, 
anno dom. 290, drawn through the city and 
beheaded ; and thus he received the crown 
of martyrdom. And that his memory 
might ſtill be continued, king Edward 
gave his companions, for part of their 
daily habit, the image of the ſaid Saint, 


fitting on horſeback, encountering a dra- 


gon (with a tilting ſpear) appendant to a 
blue ribbon, continually to be worn about 
their necks. | 

In 1347, the ſaid king iſſuing out his 
garter for the fignal of a battle that was 
crowned with ſucce's, which is ſuppoſed 
to be the battle of Creſy, where he took 

obn the French king priſoner, and brought 

im priſoner to England; at which time 
he had alfo priſoner David, king of Scots, 
as before-mentioned ; and Edvard, his fon, 
the Black Prince, expelling the rebels of 
Caftile, and enthroning Den Pedro, their 
Yawful king, he upon theſe mighty and glo- 
riovs exploits, inftituted this order, giving 
the Garter pre-eminence amongſt its en- 
ſigns, whence the ſele& number, whom 
he incorporated into a fratenity, ware ſti led, 


—_— auree periſcelidis, vix. knights of 


e Golden Garter, and the habit and en- 
figns of the order, together with the form 
of inveſtiture, as follow, viz. as 

Garter, ſurcoat, mantle, hood, George, 
collar, cap, and feather; the four firſt 
whereof were aſſigned by the founder, and 
the reſt by king Henry VIII. And all 
theſe together are called the whole habit 
or enfigns of the order, which we fhall 
treat of ſuccinctly, beginning with the 


- Garter, 


The royal Garter, which, as aforeſaid, 
challengeth the pre-eminence, by reaſon 
the noble order from thence is denominated, 
is the firſt part of the habit preſented to 
foreign princes and abſent knights, who, 


and all other knights ele, are therewith - 


firft adorned; and is of fo great honour and 
grandeur, that, by the bare inveſtiture 
with this noble enſign, the knights are 
eſteemed companions of the greateſt mili- 
tary order in the world. | 

This noble enfign, the Garter, which 
is worn on the left leg, between the knee 
and calf, was ſo inftituted by the founder at 
the erection of the order; and was to put 
the companions in mind, that, as by their 
order they were joined in a firm league of 
amity and concord; fo by their Garter, as 
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by a faſt tie of affection, they were oblige 
to love one another.. 

He al cauſed to be enamelled on jt 
this motto, Honi foit qui mal y penſe, ſigni. 
fying that the magninimity and bravery of 
thoſe Knights, whom he had elected into 
this order, were ſuch as would impower ang 
enable them to maintain the quarrel again 
all who thought ill of it. 

The materials whereof the Garter was 
compoſed for king Charles II. were blue 


velvet, bordered with fine gold wire, the 


letters of the motto, and tops, roſe and 
table diamonds, the whole contained two 
hundred ard fifty, and the hinge of the 
buckle was pure gold, whereon was the 
Sovereign's picture to the breaſt, crowned 
with a laurel, the military garb of the 
firſt Roman emperors, on. the backſide of 
the pendant, which was alſo of gold, was 
engraved St. George on horſeback, encoun- 
tering the dragon. | 
When the Sovereign deſigns to elect 3 
companion into this moſt illuſtrious order, 


the chancellor belonging to the ſaid order 


draws up the letters, which, paſſing both 
under the Sovereign's fign manuel, and 
the ſignet of the order, are ſent to the 
perſon by Garter principal king of arms, 
and are to tlfis effect. 

„ We with the companions of our moſt 
noble order of the Garter, aſſembled in 
chapter holden this preſent day, at our 
caſtle at Windſor, conſidering the virtuous 
fidelity you have ſhewn, and the honourable 
exploits you have done in our ſervice, by 
vindicating and maintaining our juſt right, 
Sc. have elected and choſen you one of 
the companions of our order. Therefore 
we require you to make your ſpeedy repair 
unto us, to receive the enſigns thereof, and 
be ready for your inſtallation upon the. 
day of this preſent month, &c.” 

The Garter which, as aforeſaid, is of 
blue velvet, bordered with fine gold wire, 
having commonly the letters of the motto 
of the ſame, is buckled upon the leg at the 
time of the election, with this ceremony + 


„ To the honour of God omnipotent, 


and in memorial of the bleſſed martyr St. 
George, tie about thy leg, for thy renown, 
this noble Garter; wear it as the ſymbol 
of the moſt illuftrious order, never to be 
forgotten or laid aſide ; that thereby thou 
mayeſt be admoniſhed to be courageous 3 
and having undertaken a juſt war, in 
which thou ſhalt be engaged, thou mayeſt 
ſtand firm, valiantly fight, and ſucceſsfully 


conquer. The 
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The princely Garter being thus buckled | 


on, and the words of its ſignification pro- 


nounced, the eldeſt knight is brought be- 
tore the Sovereign, who puts about his 
neck a ſky- coloured ribbon, whereunto is 
appendant, wrought in gold, within the 
Garter, the image of St. George on horſe- 


back, with his drawn ſword, encountering . 


with the dragon; the admonition being 
hus : | 
; « Wear this ribbon about thy neck, 
adorned with the image of the bleſſed mar- 
tyr and ſoldier of Chrift, St. George, by 
whoſe imitation provoked, thou may eſt ſo 
overpaſs both proſperous and adverſe ad- 
ventures, that having ſtoutly vanquiſhed 
thy enemies, both of body and ſoul, thon 
mayeſt not only receive the praiſe of this 
tranſient combat, but be crowned with the 
palm of eternal victory. | 

Having thus far ſpoken of the Garter 
and George, wherewith a knight compa- 
nion is adorned at the time of his elec- 
tion, we ſhall deſcribe the remains of 
his habit, together with his inſtallation, 
which is always performed at the caſtie of 
Windſor. | 

His ſtockings and breeches, being the 
ſame, are of pearl-coloured filk, and called 
pantaloons, On the outſide of the right 
knee is fixed a knot of open filver lace and 


ribbons intermixed, in form of a large roſe, 


and a little below the knee is placed the 
Garter, His ſhoes, which are of white 
ſhamoy, with red heels, have each a knot, 
as the former, on the exterior fide, His 
doublet is cloth of filver, adorned before 
and behind, and down the fleeves, with 
ſeverel guards, or rows of open filver lace, 
each lace having a row of ſmall buttons 
ſet down the middle. | 

The cuffs are open, and adorned with 
the aforementioned lace and ribbons ſet in 
ſmall loops. At the bottom of the upper 
ſeam of each cuff, is fixed a knot of filver 
ribbons that fall over his gloves, which are 


of kid, laced at the top with ſilver, and 


adorned at the opening with a knot, as 
that on the cuff. Then his trowſers, 


h which are of tiſſue, the ſame of his dou- 


blet, and adorned with two rows, or bars 
of lace and ribbons, as before. mentioned, 
intermixed and ſet at a ſmall diſtance, that 
the ground appears between them, being 
buckled round his waiſt, are in formof a pair 
of paffed breeches, reaching to the middle 
of his thighs. And in this habit, having 
a blue ribbon ſpread oyer the left ſhoul- 


der, and brought under the right arm, with | 
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the George appendent, he proceeds from hi? 
lodgings in the caſtle, to the chapter- 
houſe, where diſrobing himſelf of his up- 
per garment, he is inveſted with a ſurcoat 


of crimſon velvet, lined with white taffata, 


during which time the admonition is given 
him as tollow ; 

& Take this robe of crimſon, to the in- 
creaſe of your honour, and in token or ſign 
of the moſt noble order you have received, 
wherewith you being defended, may be bold, 
not only ſtrong to fight, but alſo offer your- 
felf to ſhed your blood, for Chriſt's faith, 
the liberties of the church, and the juſt 
and neceſſary defence of them that are op- 
preſſed and needy.” 

After this, his ſword is cloſe girt about 
him over his ſurcoat, with a belt the ſame 
as the coat, and then bearing his cap in his 
hand, which is of black velvet, adorned 
with a diamond band, and a plume of white 
feathers, with a heron ſprig in the middle, 
he proceeds to the inſtallation in St. George's 
chapel,being conducted between two knights 
companions of the order, to the ſeat below 
his ſtall, where he, Garter king of arms 
having on a crimſon velvet cuſhion, laced 
and taſſelled with gold, brought the mantle, 
collar, hood, and the book of ſtatutes, laying 
his right hand on the New Teſtament, 
the oath is adminiſtered to him in the fol- 
lowing manner: | 

« You being choſen one of the honoura- 
ble company of this moſt noble order of the 
Garter, ſhall promiſe and ſwear by the 
Holy Evangeliſts, by you here touched, 
that wittingly or willingly you ſhall not 
break any ſtatute of the faid order, or any 
articles in them contained, the ſame being 
agreeable, and not repugnant to the laws of 
Almighty God, and the laws of this realm, 
as far forth as to you belongeth and apper- 
taineth : ſo help you God and his holy word.“ 

As ſoon as the knight ele& hath taken 
the oath, he is conducted to his appointed 
gall, where he is inveſted in manner fol- 
lowing : N | 

The maatle, which is lined as the ſur- 
coat, is of ſky-coloured velvet, adorned on 
the left ſhoulder with St. George's croſs, 
encircled with the Garter wreathed on the 
edges with blue and gold; and the aid 
mantle being put on him by the two knights 
that led him into the choir, is faſtened 
about his neck with a cordon or robe-ftring, 
made of the ſame coloured filk and Yenice 
gold twiſted, the ends whereof are made 
into large knobs or buttons enriched with 
a caul, and ſringed, And whilſt the cere- 
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mony of inveſtiture with the mantle, which 
is tied upon the right ſhoulder, is perform- 
ing, the words of admonition proper there- 
unto are thus pronounce by the regiſter : 

& Receive this robe of heavenly colour, 
the livery of this moſt excellent order, in 
augmentation of thy honour, ennobled with 
the ſhield and red croſs of our Lord, by 
whoſe power thou mayeſt ſafely pierce 
troops of thine enemies, and be over them 
ever victorious ; and being in this temporal 
warfare glorious in egregious and heroic 
actions, thou mayeſt obtain eternal and tri- 
umphant joy.” 

Next, the hood, which is made of crim- 
fon velvet, and lined with white taftata, 


was formerly worn upon the head; but 


now the cap taking place, it is laid upon 
the right ſhoulder over the mantle, and 
faſtened by the tippet, which comes athwart 
his, breaſt, and tucks under his girdle ; but, 
this having no ceremony, we proceed to the 
collar. 

The collar, which weighs thirty ounces 
troy, of pure gold, was brought in by 
Henry VIII. and contains twenty-fix gar- 
ters enamelled, and as many knots, allud- 
ing to the Sovereign of the order, and his 
twenty-five companions, whereunto St, 
George on hyrſeback, in armour, is appen- 
dant, encountering the dragon with a tilting 
ſpear; which medal, being alſo of gold, 
may be enriched with jewels at the plea- 
ſure of the poſſeſſor. And this collar with 
the Geo ge, being part of the habit, is put 
over the mantle and hood, being faſtened 
on each ſhoulder by a filver ribbon, with 
the following ceremony : | 

c Wear this collar about thy neck, 
adorned with the image of the bleſſed 
martyr and ſoldier of Chriſt, St. George, 
by whoſe imitation provoked, thou mayeſt 
ſo oyerpaſs both proſperous and adverſe en- 
coynters, that, having ſtoutly vanquiſhed 
thy enemies both of body and ſoul, thou 
mayeſt not only receive the praiſe of this 
tranſient combat, but alſo, at the laſt, the 
endleſs and everlaſting reward of victory.“ 

Then the cap and feathers being put on 
the head of the elect knight, his inveſti- 
ture is completed; and after divine ſervice, 


and ſeveral religious ceremonies, and offer- 


ings at the high altar, they, with trumpets 
ſounding, march to dinner. | h 
About the latter end of the reign of king 
James I. it was decreed, that the leſſer 
George, which heretofore was daily worn 
before the breaſt, in a gold chain, ſhould, 
for the more conveniency of riding or ac- 
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tion, be worn appendant at a blue ribbon, 
ſpread over the left ſhoulder, and brought 
under the right arm, as before-menzioneg, 
which method has ſo continued to this day, 
and even in the time of mourning. And 
this medal, which repeſents St. George in 
a riding poſture, with his ſword drawn, 
encountering the dragon, is likewiſe of 
pure gold, and may be enriched as the 
former 3 but is always encompaſſed with 
the Garter, which that is not. 

In the reign of king Charles II. it was 
ordained, that the Sovereign and knights 
companions, as alſo the prelate and chan. 
_ cellor, ſhould at all times, and in all places 
and aſſemblies, when they were not adorn. 
ed with their robes, wear upon the left fide 
of their coats, cloaks, or riding caſſocks, 
the croſs of the order, encompaſſed with the 
Garter, as has been obſerved, to ſhew the 
world, what height of honour they are ar. 
rived to, from the ſaid moſt noble order, in- 
ſtituted for perſons of the greateſt merit and 
worth. And to the ſaid croſs and Garter, 
the ſaid king Charles added a filver ſtar of 
eight points; and for the greater conye- 
nience of travelling, the companions of 
the order were permitted to wear the blue 
ribbon under their boot, inſtead of the 
Garter: but without that and the leſſer 
George, and ftar, &c. they, by the ſtatutes 
of the order, are never to appear in public, 
except upon the principal and ſolemn feaſts 
of the year, when. they wear their collars, 
and then the ribbon and George is laid 
aſide. | 

After the great ſolemnity and the inſtal- 
lation of a knight of the Garter, his hel- 
met, creſt, ſword, banner, and plate, are 
to be ſet over his ſtall in the chapel of St. 
George at Windſor, as a mark of honour, 
and are there to remain during his being 
of that order, the plate containing the in- 
ſcription of his name, titles, &c. 

The Ox DER of the TrISTI x. 

This order was founded in 1549, by 
James V. of Scotland, who being honoured 
with the order of the Garter from his un- 
cle, king Henry VIII. of England, with 
the Golden Fleece from the Emperor, and 
the order of St. Michael from the king of 
Frante, reſolved to be in the royal mode, 
and ſo made this order for himſelf and 
twelve knights, in imitation of Chriſt and 
his twelve apoſtles. Then celebrating all 
the feſtivals of theſe orders, he ſet up their 
arms and badges over the gate of his palace 
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and inſtituted about the year 500, on pur- 


knighthood any where left upon record; 
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zame Scotch writers, very fond of anti- 
* ſatisfied with the novelty of this 
inſtitution, affect to call it the moſt antient 
5 to its derivation. But for this they have 
no better warrant. than the dream of king 
Yungus the Pi, to whom St. Andrew 
making a midnight viſit, promiſed him a 
ſure victory over his foes, the Northum- 
brians ; and the next day St. Andrew's croſs 
appearing in the air, he made his words 

„and the Northumbrians were defeated, 
On this ſtory, as they ſay, king Acbaius, 
about the year 800, framed the order of St. 
Andrew,. co years before James V. re- 
yived it; but, after ſo many ages, tis re- 
markable, that no foreign- teſtimonies or 
authors are produced, no cotemporary vouch- 
ers to conrfim, or even mention it. They 
who dreamed one part of the fable forgot 
to dream the other: for we ought to have 
bad a copy of the rules, habits, and cere- 
monies of the order, with a Jong liſt of the 
knights in ſo many hundred years ; but as 
nothing of that is pretended, the whole 
muſt be rejected as a vain empty fiction. 
And if derivation be any plea for antiqui- 
ty, the order of the Garter is an undeniable 
conſequence of king Arthur's round table of 
twenty-four. knights, which was deviſed 


poſe tor martial exerciſe, being 300 years 
before the fabulous account of Hungus and 
Achgius, and is the firſt military order of 


being alſo practiſed long after the Norman 
ſettlement, till near the time of the glo- 
rious king Edward III. who founded the 
moſt noble order of the Garter. WP. 
As for the Thiſtle, which is the priaci- 
pal badge in the order of St. Andrey, it 
was rather tranſplanted from France, than 
any device of king Fames V; for the houſe 
of Bourbon had. formerly ſuch a fraternity, 
called the order of the Thiftle, with the 
very ſame motto. | . 
Immediately after the ſaid King had efta- 
bliſhed this order, he died in 1642, which 
ut an end to the deſign ; for it being in 
the religious times of reformation, it was 
thought impious to male ſo free with 
Cori and his apoſtles; nor was it any more 
heard of till king James II. of England re- 
newed it, by making eight knights on the 
29th of May, anne dome 1687, from which 
time the beginning of this order is more 
truly to be dated: but the revolution inter- 
vening, no more knights were added till 
December 1703, when queen Aue made 


the number twelve according to the firſt 
Vor. II. | DIY * 
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plan, adding alſo ſome new tules to this 
order. g 


In 1714, king George I. was pleaſed to 


confirm the ſtatutes of Anne, with 
the addition of ſeveral more, particularly 
that of making rays of glory to ſurround the

He ſaw with pleaſure the happy effects 
of that vigour and reſolution which was 
exerted in the laſt ſeſſion of Parliament for 
the defence of the nation, and maintaining 
the balance of power: that the ſtrict har- 
mony which had hitherto ſubſiſted among 
the allies of the treaty of Hanover, had 
chiefly contributed to the near proſpect of 

e: he had therefore given his allies 
the ſtrongeſt aſſurances of purſuing the ſame 
meaſures, and making good the engage- 
ments entered into by the crown of Great 
Britain ; that the public expences ſhould 
be leſſened, as ſoon as the circumſtances of 
affairs would permit; and that he would

That his Majeſty having aſſured them, | 
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he would inviolably preſerve the conſtitu- 
tion, and ſecure all his ſubjects in their re- 
ligious and civil rights, they could not 
enough admire his goodneſs; and they 
ſaw with pleaſure the beginning of his 
reign, attended with the happy preſages of 
a general peace. And the aſſurances he had 
given the allies of the treaty of Hanover, 
that he would purſue the meaſures of his 
royal father, confirmed them in the hopes 
of a general tranquility, upon terms that 
were ſafe, honourable, and advantageous, 

_ That the chearfulneſs they had ſhewn in 
granting ſupplies for the defence of the 
kingdom, and his Majeſty's honour, was 
amply rewarded by his Majeſty's beginning 
ſo early to leſſen the public expences, and 
reſolving to reduce his forces. That theſe 
many and great inftances of his Majeſty's 
goodneſs called upon them for the higheſt 
returns of duty, zeal, and affection for his 
perſon and government; and aſſured him, 
they would with their lives and fortunes 
ſupport his Majeſty's undoubted right and 
title to the imperial crown of this realm, 
and all other his Majeſty's dominions. 

That when they reflected on his Ma- 
jeſty's royal virtues, the diſtinguiſhed cha- 
racter of his Queen, their numerous and 
hopeful iſſue, laſting pledges of their ſecu- 
rity and happy eſtabliſhment, they thought 
themſelves indiſpenſably obliged to aſſure 
his Majeſty they would provide ſuch a re- 
medy for his civil government, as ſhould be 
ſufficient to ſupport the honour and dignity 
of the crown in its full luſtre.

us the plain between Able and Limmer, where 
fifty ot the life-guards received it at mid- 
night, and conducted it to Hanover, the ca-

Being arrived in the firſt caſtle- yard, ſixteen 
colonels or lieutenant colonels took the 
coffin, and bore it upon their ſhoulders 
to the vault, which was finely illumi- 
nated ; as were alſo the whole church, 
and the quadrangles of the caſtle. 

Twelve pages, with flambeaux in their 
hands, attended the corpſe bare-headed 
to the place were it was depoſited. 

It being fair-time with them, and conſe- 
auently many ſtrangers in the town, 1000 
men of the garriſon were ordered to be un- 
der arms till two o'clock, to prevent diſ- 
orders, Part of thoſe troops ſtood in lines, 
and preſented their pieces while the body 
coach was paſſing by.

James s, about nine in the morning, being 
attended by a numerous retinue of noblemen, 
and perſons of diſtinction; and among the 
reſt Sir Robert Walpole the prime miniſter;

and having been enabled to anſwer and 
defray the eharges and expences thereof, 
as far as they have hitherto become due 
and payable; and there being ſtill — 
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a ſum not very conſiderable to perfect and 
fulfil theſe engagements; relying upon 
the duty and affections of his Commons 
hopes they will enable him to diſcharge 
ſuch engagements as ſtill remain unſatisfied 
upon this head of ſervice. 

Several of the members appeared ſur- 
priſed at this unexpected meſſage : however, 
taking into cogſideration, the next day, 


after ſome warm ſpeeches by Mr. Pulteney, 


and others; it was reſolved by a great ma- 
Jority, 237 againſt 101, that an addreſs be 
preſented to his Majeſty, to aſſure him they 
Would enable his Majeſty to anſwer and 


defray the charges and expences that ſtill 


remained unſatisfied of the engagements 
entered into, and concerted, for ſecuring 
the trade and navigation of this kingdom, 
and for the reſtoring and preſerving the 
peace of Europe: and the ſaid addreſs was 
preſented to his Majeſty the next day. 

For which his Majeſty thanked the 
Houſe; and aſſured them, that it ſhould be 
employed for the public good, and in ſupport 
of the common cauſe. ; 

A motion was made in the Houſe of 
Commons for an addreſs to his Majefty, 
that the proper officer might lay before the 
Houſe an account of the ſale of woods, and 
grants of falls of woods by his late Majeſty, 
which occaſioned a debate; wherein Mr. 
Pulteney repreſented, that through the con- 
nivance of ſome men in favour, in the late 
reign, his Majeſty's goodneſs had been 


abuſed in ſeveral grants of conſiderable falls 


of woods, to the great detriment and waſte 

of the royal foreſts, at a time when the 

nation ſtood in great need of timber for 

repairing and building ſhips. 

But it was anſwered by Sir Robert Wal- 
le, That ſuch an inquiry might be in- 

zurious to the memory of ſome that were 


dead; and after all, might be unprofitable 
to the living: and the previous queſtion 


being put, it paſſed in the negative.

ful climate, which carried off not only the 
two admirals, but the whole ſhip's crews 
twice over almoſt; and the ſhips were ſo eaten 
wp with the worms, that it was with diffi- 
culty they returned to Europe again, where 
moſt of them were rebuilt, or broken up.

many friends, that a clauſe was ordered to 
be received for the petitioner's relief, in the 
Sourh Sea bill that was depending. 

Upon this ſucceſs, a petition from Mr, 
Robert Surman, late deputy caſhier of the 
South Sea company, was preſented to the 
houſe, praying a further allowance for 
himſelf and family, in regard of the great 
eſtate taken from him by act of Parliament, 
though he was only a clerk to the compa- 
ny, and had not the leaſt concern in the 


direction of their affairs; and had of late 


been of great ſervice to the company by his 
aſſiſtance and informations: but, notwith- 
ſtanding the caſhier ſeemed to have better 
pretenſions to be relieved than Fanſ/en the 
director, he had not ſo many friends, and 
his petition was rejected. 

The Commons having taken into their 
conſideration the ſtate of the colony of Ca- 
rolina, reſolved; that an addreſs be preſent- 
ed to his Majefty, that he would contract 
with the lords proprietors of Carolina for 
the purchaſe and ſurrender of their title and 
intereſt in that province; and aflured his 
Majeity, that they would make good the 
expence of the purchaſe out of the next 
aids.

intereſt of his pe. ople alone, that preyaileg 
on him rather to tuffer ſome temporary in- 
conveniencies than precipitately to kindle 
a war in Europe, and plunge the nation into 
ſtill greater and unknown expences. But 
how dilagreeable ſoever theſe delays might 
be, nothing was more unjuſt than to im, 
pute them to the conduct of him or hit 
allies: no endeavours indeed had been want- 
ing to diſſolve the happy union eſtabliſhed 
between them; but long experience, aud 
repeated proofs of mutual fidelity | between 
Great-Britain, France, &c.] had ſe ſtrength- 
ened and cemented this alliance, founded 
upon, and united by common intereſt, that 


all attempts to weaken it or create jealouſie 


had proved as vain as the inſinuations to 
the contrary were falſe and groundleſs. 
But if at laſt a peace could not be had, he 
depended on the zeal and affection of this 
parliament, to ſupport him in carrying on 
a Juſt and neceſſary war. 

He tells the Commons, __ wiſhed he 


could have ſeen the public expences leſſen- 


ed; but He was obliged to aſk ſuch 
ſupplies: as ſhould be neceſſary to defray the 
charge of the enſuing year, and enable him 
in all events to act with vigour, in concert 
with his allies, who had reſolved to make 
the ſame preparations, and keep on book 
their extraordinary forces. 

He ſuggeſts, that the ens and 
diviſions of his ſubjects, and a proſpect of 
ſeeing difficulties ariſe at home, had great - 
ly encouraged the courts' of Vienna and 
Madrid in their dilatory proceedings: but 
he hoped 2 due regard for the honour and 
intereſt of the nation would determine 
them to diſcourage the unnatural and inju- 
rious practices of ſome few, who ſuggeſted 
the means of diſtreſſing their country, and 
aſterwards clamoured at the inconveniencies 
which they themſelves had occaſioned, But 
he relied on their wiſdom and unanimity, 
to convince the world that ſuch pernicious 
deſigns ſhou!d not alter that affection, and 
good ynderſtanding, which had hitherto 
ſubſiſted, and he hyped would always ſub- 
fiſt, between him and his parliament. 

The prince of Wales was introduced into

A motion being made to continue the 
ſame number of forces as were provided for 
the year before; this met with great oppo- 
fition, wherein the uſual arguments againſt 
ſtanding armies were inſiſted on; to which 
it was added, that a proviſional treaty hav- 
ng been negociated at S9jfſcrs,* and approv- 
ed by his Majeſty and his allles; not with- 
but reaſonable hopes of the concurrence of 
the courts of Vienna and Madrid; this 
ſeemed the moſt proper time to retrench 
bur annual expences, and eaſe the nation of 
their raxes: that, beides the national 
troops, we paid 12,000 Heſſians, and ſub- 
fidies to Sweden, and the duke of Wolfem- 
buitle ; and that we might with ſafety re- 
duce ſome, if not all, the additional forces 
which were raiſed two years ago. But this 
being put to the vote, it was reſolved to 
keep the ſame number of national troops on 
foot this year as was done the laſt, viz, 
224255 effective men Fi

cloſet to his Majeſty, made biſhop of 
Llandaf.. . 

Feb. 5, A motion was made in the 
Houſe of Commons, that an humble ad- 
dreſs be preſented to his Majeſty, that this 
Houſe might be informed, what demands 
had been made ia behalr of Great-Britain 
to his Majeſty's allies, for ſuccours of 
troops, ſhips, or money, which they were 
obliged to furniſh, in purſuance of treaties, 
during the late hoſtilities, and ſiege of Gib- 
raltar ; and in what manner the ſaid de- 
mands were complied with : or whether any 
meaſures were concerted between Great- 
Britain and its allies, in order to carry on a 
general war, in caſe the project of the pre- 
liminary articles under conſideration, dur- 
ing the fiege of Gibraltar, had not been ac- 
cepted. But after the queſtion had been 
debated ſome time, it was carried in the 


negative. 


It was afterwards reſolved, that 241, 2 50“. 
Is. 3d. be granted for defraying the ex- 
pences of 12,000 Heſſians for the year 1729. 
5o, oool. for one year's ſubſidy to the king 
of Sweden, and 25,000/. for one year's ſub- 
£dy to the duke of Wolfembutile. 

But it was reſolved to addreſs his Ma- 
jeſty, that whenever it ſhould be neceſſary 
to take any foreign troops into his ſervice, 
he would uſe his endeavours, they might 
be cloathed with the manufactures of Great- 
Britain. . 


Feb. 18. The act for continuing the 


duties upon malt, mum, cyder, and perry, 
for the year 1729 z and for making good the 


deficiency of a late malt act, received the 


royal aſſent. | 

About this time James Oglethorpe, eſq. 
a member of the Commons, having a friend 
in the Fleet-priſon, named Caſtel, an in- 
genious architect, whom he uſed to viſit 
there; and being informed, that the hard- 
ſhips Caſtel ſuffered in that priſon, had been 
the occaſion of his death, he moved that a 
committee might be appointed to inquire 
into the ſtate of the gavls of this kingdom. 
And a committee being appointed accord- 
ingly, of which Mr. Og/2thorpe was chair- 
man, they viſited the Fleei-priſon on the 


| 27th of February, and examined ſeveral of 


the priſoners; and among the reſt Sir 
William Rich, bart. whom they found load- 
ed with heavy irons by the warden Mr. 
Bambridge; whereupon they ordered his 
irons to be taken off: but the committee 
were no ſooner withdrawn, than Bambridge 
ordered Sir William to be put in irons again, 
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in which condition they found Sir William 
the next day, Whereupon the Houſe re- 
ſolved, that Thomas Bambridge, eſq. warden 
of his Majeſty's. priſon of the Fleet, be 
taken into cuſtody of the ſerjeant at arms.

March 5. A ſalary of 2500. per ann.

"Marth 14. The Commons reſolved, 
that from the peace concluded at Urrechr in 
the year 1713, to this time, the Briti/h 
trade and navigation, to and from the ſe- 
veral Britiſh colonies in America, has been 
greatly interrupted by the continual depre- 
dations of the Spaniards, who have ſeized 
very valuable effects, and have unjuſily 
taken and make prize of great numbers of 
Britiſh ſhips in thuſe parts, tv the great loſs 
and damage of the ſubjects of this king- 
dom, and in manifeſt violation of the trea- 
ties ſubſiſting between the two crowns ; and 
they preſented an addreſs to his Majeſty, 
that he would uſe his utmoſt endeavours to 
prevent ſuch depredations, and procure a 
reaſonable ſatisfaction for the loſſes ſuftain- 
ed; and ſecure his ſubjeRs the ſree exer- 
ciſe of commerce and navigation to and 
from the Briri/þ plantations in America. 
This being preſented by the whole houſe, 
his Majeſty anſwered, he was ſenſibly af- 
feed with the loſſes ſuſtained by his trad- 
ing ſubjects; that he had given the ſtricteſt 
orders for procuring a juſt and reaſonable 
ſatisfaction, and would uſe his beſt endea- 
vours to anſwer the expectations of his peo- 
ple, upon an affair of ſo much importance. 

March 18. In the Houſe of Peers, their 
Lordſhips having conſidered the ſtate of the 
nation, particularly with relation to the de- 
mand made by the court of Spain, for che re- 
ſtitution of Gibraltor ; founded on a letter 
written in the year 1721, by his late Ma- 
jeſtv to the king of Spain: and a copy 
of the ſaid letter having been laid be- 
fore the Houſe, wherein his Majeſty has 
theſe expreſſions : © I do no longer heſitate 
to aſſure your Majeſty of my readineſs to ſa- 
tisfy you with regard to your demand con- 
cerning the reſtitution of Gibraltar, pro- 
miſing you to make uſe of the firſt favoura- 
ble opportunity, to reguiate this article, 
with the conſent of my Parliament.” 


Dated June 1, 1721, and directed to the 
king of Spain. 
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It was moved, after a long debate, to re. 
ſolve, that it was the opinion of that Houſe, 
that for the honour of his Majeſty, and the 
preſervation and ſecurity of the trade and 
commerce of this kingdom, effectual care 
ſhould be taken in the preſent treaty, that 
the king of Spain do renou ce all claim and 
pretention to Gibraltar and the ifland of 
Minorca, in plain and ſtrung terms; but 
after a warm cebate, it was carried in the 
negative ; content thirty-one, nut content 


eighty- four. 


Diſſentient' 3 

1. Becauſe we think our right to a place 
of ſuch importance to our commerce as Gib- 
raltar, ſhould be ſecured by more than ge- 
neral ſtipulations, which may be liable to 
difterent conſtructions. 

2. Becauſe the king of Spain having 
claimed it ſeveral times, not only from the 
late King's poſitive promiſe, as he aſſerts, 
but from our forfeiture of it by infractions 
of thoſe conditions on which he gave it up; 
and having aQually beſieged it, ſince he 
yielded it to us by treaty ; it ſeems rzaſon- 
able we ſhould inſiſt upon his making a re- 
nunciation of it in words as plain and ſtrong 
as he made his claim to it, fince our pleni- 
potentiaries have not been able to prevail on 
him to relinquiſh his pretenſions, during 
the long courſe of theſe perplexed negocia- 
tions, in which we have been unſkilfully, 
as we fear, (and we are ſure we have been 
unfortunately) involved. 

3. We think it incumbent on us to take 
particular care, that our right to it thould 
net in the leaſt be precarious ; becauſe we 
apprehend we have great reaſon to fear, that 
the king of Spain's allies are very deſirous to 
have it again in his hands: and no reaſon 
at all to believe, that our own allies are 
ſolicitous to have it continue in ours. If 
there ſhould be the Jeaft room left upon a 
peace, for the king of Spain's pretenſions to 
it, from any loſe or doubtful expreſſions, 
we are apprehenfive it. may lay a foun- 
dation for uneaſineſs and animoſity, and 
might interrupt a perfect harmony between 
us, and a nation whoſe friendſhip mutt 
always be of the greateſt advantage to 
us. We think our zeal to preſerve our ti- 
tle to it in the manner we propoſed, wouid 
have terrified any wicked miniſters from 
the thoughts of giving it up, if ever we 
ſhould be in ſuch wretched circumſtances 
as to have any who might think a war more 
dangerous to themſelves than the nation, 
and might, for that reaſon, be tempted to 
purchaſe an inglorious peace, at the high

price of ſo valuable a part of the Britiſh do- 
minions. - | 

Mr. Speaker acquainted the Houſe, that 
the high-bailitf of Weſtminſter had informed 
him, that ſeveral footmen in the court of 
Requeſts had inſulted the conſtables in wait- 
ting, for endeavouring io put in execution 
the orders of the Houle, to prevent gaming 
and other diſorders : 'a committee was ap-

March 20. Mr. Oylethorpe, from the 
committee to inquire into the ſtate of the 
gaols of this kingdom, reported the reſolu- 
tions of the committee thereupon ; and the 
ſaid reſolutions were agreed to by the 
Houſe, being of the following tenor : 

Retolved, Nemine contradicente, that Thom. 
Bambridge, the acting warden of the Fleet- 
priſon, hath wilfully permitted ſeveral 
of the debtors to the crown in great ſums 
of money, as well as debtors to divers of 
his Majeſty's ſubjects, to eſcape 3 that he 
hath been guilty of the moſt notorious 
breaches of his truſt, great extortions, and 
the higheſt crimes and miſdemeanours, in 
the execution of his ſaid office; and hath 
arbitrarily and uniawfully loaded with 
irons, put into dungeons, ang deſtroyed, 
priſoners for debt, treating them in the moſt 
barbarous and cruel manner, in high viola- 
tion and contempt of the laws of this 
kingdom, 

Reſclved, that Jobn Huggins, eſq. late 
warden of the Fleet-priſon, did, during 
his wardenſhip, wilfully permit many con- 
fiderable debtors in his cuitody to eſcape ; 
and was notorivuſly guilty of great breaches 
of his truſt, extortions, cruelties, and other 
high crimes and miſdemeanours in the exe- 
cution of his ſaid office, to the great op- 
preſſion and ruin of many of the ſubjects 
of this kingdom. 

Reſolved, that Fames Barnes, William 
Pindar, Fohn Everett, and Thomas Xing, 
were agents of, and accomplices with the 
ſaid Thomas Bambridge, in the commiſſion 
of his ſaid crimes, And it was agreed to 
addreſs his Majeſty, to order the Attorney- 
General to proſecute the ſaid offenders: and 
they were ordered to be committed cloſe 
priſoners to Newgate ; and two bills were 
ordered to be brought in, the one to diſable 
the ſaid Thomas Bambridge to hold the of- 
fice of warden of the Fleer, or exerciſe any 
authority relating thereto z the other for 
the better regulating the Fleet-priſon, and 
more effectually preventing and puniſhing 
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arbitrary and illegal practices of the warden 


of the ſaid priſon.

this Houſe, that the expence of the ſqua- 


dron ſent to the Weſt Indies, under the 
gommand of vice-adniiral Hofier, having 
been borne by this nation alone, though 


deſigned to prevent the Spaniards. from 
ſeizing the effects belonging to his Ma- 
jeſty's allies, as well as his ſubjects, which 


were on board the flota and galleons, and 


from applying the treaſure to diſturb the 
peace, and invade the liberties of Europe, 


has been an unreaſonable burden to this 


kingdom. 
It paſſed in the negative after ſome de- 
bate. 
Diſſentient'; 
1. Becauſe we conceive, that our allies 
were at leaſt as much concerned to prevent 
the Spaniards diſturbing the peace of Eu- 


| rope, if there was at that time ſuch ſufficient 
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foundation to apprehend ſuch attempts on 
the part of Spain; and becauſe our allies, 


the French in particular, had a much great- 


er ſhare in the effects of the galleons than 
this nation, and by conſequence were much 
more concerned in intereſt to prevent the 
king of Spain from ſeizing thoſe effects. 

2. Becauſe we not only took the whole 
charge of this expedition upon ourſelves, 
but have incteaſed our national forces, taken 
great numbers of foreign troops into our 
pay, and contracted to pay divers fubfidies 


to foreign princes, when it has not appear- 


ed to us in any authentic manner, that our 
allies have taken upon themſelves any ex- 
pence proportionable to this, in confequence 
of the Hanover treaty. 

3. Becauſe we are convinced, that the 
national expence, and lofies occafioned by 
this expedition, do not only very far ex- 
ceed any intereft which the ſubjects of this 
nation can be ſuppoſed to have. in the gal- 
leons, but have likewiſe been much more 
conſiderable, than any detriment which has 
accrued to Spain, by delaying the return of 
the galleons. ; 

4. That, by taking this expedition ſolely 
upon ourſelves, we drew the whole reſent- 
ment of the court of Spain upon this nation, 
and gave the French an opportunity of heal- 
ing the breaches: which had been made be- 
tween thoſe two courts, of acquiring a 
greater ſhare than ever they had in a moſt 
beneficial branch of trade, and of acting 
the part of mediators, rather than that of 
parties in the diſpute. 

5. We cannot help being of opinion, that 
this burden was the more unreaſonable, 
fince it does not appear that this expedition 
has had the effect of obliging the Spaniardt 
clearly to adjuſt the points in diſpute be- 
tween us, or effectually to ſecure to our 
merchants a juſt ſadisfaction for the great 
loſſes which they have ſuſtained, by the 
ſeizures and captures made by the Spaniards. 

. April 23. It being repreſented in the 
Houſe of Commons, that the civil liff re- 
venues fell ſhort of producing the annual 
ſum of 80, oool. it was moved, that the 
ſum of 115,000/. be granted to his Majeſty,

doo, ooo. for which they were given: how. 
ever it was carried in the affirmative, by

It was reſolved to lay a duty of five ſhit:

waters, 

May 10. The Lords taking into conſi- 
deration the granting the King 11 5, oool. 
to make good what his annual revenue fell 
ſhort of 800,000. it was refolved in the 
affirmative.

Becauſe it has appeared, by the accounts 
laid before this Houſe, that the real pro- 
duce of the civil liſt revenues is conſidera- 
bly more than fufficjent to anſwer the ſum 
of doo, oool. nor is it pretended there is any 
ſuch deficiency, but only ſo much in ar- 
rear; ſo that we conceive this to be a new 
grant to his Majeſty, and a new burden on 
the people; and this at a time when the 
public debts are increafed, the taxes heavy, 
our foreign trade interrupted, manufactures 
decaying, the poor multiplied, and many other 
national calamities ſurrounding us: theſe 
conſiderations in themſelves are very mo- 
ving, but muſt appear much ſtronger, when 
it is conſidered, his Majeſty is poſſeſſed of a 
much greater revenue than king William, 
queen Anne, or even his late Majeſty en- 
joyed; and yet his preſent Majeſty, when 
prince of Wales, received out of the civil 
liſt revenues, during the reign of the late 
King, 100,000. per annum, beſides the in- 
tire revenues of the principality of Valet, and 
the duchy of Carntvall: whereas it does not 
appear to us, that the like ſum of 100, oool. 
- year, or even the revenues of the princi- 

pality of Vales, bave yet been fettled on his 
royal highneſs prince Frederic. 

We cannot but be extremely apprehenſive 
of the many HF conſequences that may fol- 
low, from a grant of money to the crown ſo 

ill- grounded, and ſo unreaſonable, as we con- 
ceive this to be. The advantage in favour of 
his Majeſty, eſtabliſned by the civil lift act, 
is very great, fi nee, if the produce of the 
revendes granted and appropriated to the 
uſe of the civil liſt, does not anſwer to the 
yearly ſum of 800,000). the deficiehcy is to 
be made good to his Majeſty by the public; 
whereas'no proviſion is made, by which, if 
the produce of thoſe revenues exceeds the 
ſum of $00,000/; the ſurplus ſhall accrue to 
the benefit” of the public. By this prece- 
dent, not only real deficiencies are to be 
made good, but ſupplies are to be given for

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got only for arrears ftanding out, but 

— . which ſhall come in before 
the ſupplies can be granted. The revenues 
appropriated to the uſes of his Majeſty's 
civil liſt are ſubject in their own nature to 
vary j and even when there is no deficiency 
in the produce, there may be arrears in the 
receipt, which arrears may be eaſily in- 
creaſed, by the management of deſigning 
miniſters, by private directions to receivers, 
and by artful methods of ſtating the ac- 
counts, And now this precedent is made, 
we may have frequent accounts of arrears, 
and a grievous and even intolerable load, 
may be brought upon the nation in a ſhort 
time,

all loans or aſſiſtance of money to foreign 
powers, We made Holland the market of 
Europe, the mart of money to the nations 
on the continent; the Dutch would not 
refuſe to furniſh the Emperor whenever he 
aſked it, and it was imprudent to deny the 
ſubjects of Britain the advantage that might 
be made of ſuch a loan. 

To which the courtiers replied, that this 
bill was promoted with no other view than 
its being abſolutely neceſſary for the peace of 
Europe; for there was a ſubſcription tranſ- 
acting for the ſervice of the Emperor at this 
time, and no leſs than 30, oool. raiſed for 
his uſe, who could not march his armies, 
or cloath his troops, without theſe ſupplies 
of money; and it was not juſt or reaſonable 
he ſhould have ſuch aſſiſtance from us, 
againſt whom he was meditating a war, 
and projecting a diſturbance. 

That it was no objection to the bill, 
that other princes and ſtates were intended 
as well as the Emperor; but to have named 
him diſtint from all others, would have 
amounted to a declaration of war: beſides, 
his Majeſty would readily grant an allow- 
ance of loans to the king of Portugal, or 
any other prince in alliance with us.

there: it was obſervable alſo, that this uſe 
was to be diſcretionary and arbitrary; there 
was nothing in the bill to reſtrain or limit 


the uſe of this declaration; and if the

We ſhould do well to confider, if ſuch z- 
power ſhouldever be allowed, how far it may | 
extend; it is to comprehend all rewards and 


gratuities whatever, received directly or 
indirectly by any member of the Commons : 
there is nothing in the power of the crown 
to grant but may be taken in under theſe 
general words, There are great offices in 
the kingdom which do not at preſent 
diſqualify thoſe that hold them from fitting 
in the Houſe of Commons: but if they 
were conſidered as rewards or gratuities 
given dy the crown, they would be affected 
by this bill; and thoſe who hold them 
made ſubje& to ſuch difcretionary judg- 
ment as ſhould, in. conſequence of this 
bill, be exerciſed in the Houſe of Com- 
Mons, * . 
If the relation of any member ſhould be 
advanced to an office, it might be conſtrued 
as a reward indirectly at leaſt to the mem- 
ber, and he made anſwerable to the Houſe 
under the ſuſpicion of bribery : the Houſe

To this it was replied, that the Roman 
Rate was ruined by bribery : that their em- 
perors governed as arbitrarily and tyran- 
nically with the approbation of the ſenate, 
whoſe conſent they obtained by bribery 
and corruption, as if there had been no 
ſenate at all. 

That though this bill ſhould paſs into a 
law, the crown would ſtill have power 
enough to reward thoſe who deſerved of 
their country, unleſs it was ſuppoſed, that 


every man was to have a reward who voted 
"as the miniſters of the crown directed him: 


that the crown had it ill in their power 
to give ſuch rewards as was thought proper, 
by granting a penſion for life to any perſon. 
who had done a fignal fervice to his coun- 
try, without ſubjecting him to any of the 


forfeitures or diſabilities in the bill; and 


thoſe who had done ſuch fignal ſervice 


aught to be provided for for life, and not 


to be left dependent on the caprice of a

There was no claufe in the bilf that could 
give occaſion} to the Houſe of Commons to 
aſſume a new of extraordinary power; it 
was indeed provided by this bill, that every 
member, refuſing to take the ſaid oath, 
ſhould by his refuſal forfeit his ſeat in 
parliament: this bill ſubjected the mem- 
ber to a forfeiture, it is true; but gave no 
new power to the Houſe, except that of 
adminiſtering the oath : if he had ſuch a 
enfion, he was by former laws declared 
incapable of having a ſeat in parliament: 
ſo that all that was new in this bill, was 
only a new method of diſcovering, whether 
a man was capable of being a member by 
the laws of the realm already made or not.

the French and Dutch could not well ſub- 
fiſt = their colonies, and take ſugar, _— 
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They therefore 
pray, that a law may be made to prohibit 
the importation of ſugar, rum, and mo- 
loſſes, of the growth of foreign plantations, 
into any of his Majeſty's dominions; and 
that no horſes, lumber, or proviſions, may 
be exported from any of the Britiſh colonies 
in America to any of the foreign colonies 
there; and that they might be at liberty to 
carry their ſugars, and other produce of the 
iſland, to any country of Europe directly, 
without landing them firſt in England.

enjoyed under his government, that they 
ſhould with chearfulneſs grant the ſupplics 
for the defence and ſupport of his govern- 
ment, and the ſecurity and protection of 
his people.

were blown down. 
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| A fire broke out at the Queen's-head 
punch-houſe, at St. Katherine's near the 
Tower, about three in the morning, which 
in a few hours, the wind being high, con- 
ſumed near forty houſes. About an hour 
be fore noon, the wind increaſed to a ſtorm, 
at W. and W. S. W. ſo violent as has not 
been known ſince that memorable one No- 
vember 27, 1703; in compariſon of which 
it was of longer continuance, but ſome 
think not quite ſo violent. In London it 
threw down ſeveral houſes and ſtacks of 
chimneys, ſhattered windows, and almoſt 
covered every ſtreet with tiles; in the coun- 
try, churches were ſtripped, many barns and 
ſome houſes blown down, and trees with- 
out number torn up by the roots, and laid 
croſs the roads. But the grenteſt damage 
was done ta the ſhipping; wrecks were to 
be ſeen every where along the coaſts; ſeve- 
ral ſhips of the royal navy, at Portſmouth, 
and Plymouth, were driven aſhore, or loſt 
maſts, and rigging; ſeveral boats were cat 
away on the Thames, but larger veſlels 
eſcaped better there than in other harbours. 
Thirty-ſix large trees were laid flat in St. 
Fames's-park—360 in the pariſh of Stockton, 
Wiltfhire—100 in the duke of Queenſbury's 
paddock, at Ameſbury 80 in St. Pier"s-valk 
in Monmeuthſbire—2000l. damage done tothe 
fine grotto, park, and park wall, of Mr. Sca- 
Wen, at Carſhalton, Surrey. The rivers being 
high from the great rains before, and during 
the ſtorm, the waters were forced over their 
banks and overflowed the low lands; ſheep 
and other cattle were loſt in ſome places; 
in others the people took to their upper 
raoms to ſecure themſelves from the inun- 
dations that were on every fide. But we 
have not room to enumerate more particu- 
lars of the damage done before fix o'clock 
in the evening, about which time it abat- 
ed; nor indeed is it neceſſary; for the ef- 
fects of it were perceived in much the ſame 
manner, at the ſame time, in every cor- 
ner of the kingdom, and conſequently by 
all its inhabitants, But we muſt not omit 
the good, occaſioned by this dreadful tem- 
peſt, to the harbour of Viſbicb, which is 
deepened by the freſhes to above fifteen foot 
water, ſo that ſhips come up to the town, 
. which ſaving lighterage, has been of great 
ſervice to the trade of that part. The 
price of tiling and workmen were raiſed 
double in many places on this occaſion.

That he had made uſe of the power 
the late Parliament had entruſted him with, 
with great moderation, and had concluded 
a treaty with Denmark of great importance, 
which would be attended with ſome ex- 
pence; but he did not doubt he ſhould find 
in the Houſe of Commons the ſame zeal, 
duty, and affection, he had experienced in 
the whole courſe of his reign; and that 
they would raiſe the neceſſary ſupplies with 
chearfulneſs, unanimity, and diſpatch. 

That the ſenſe of the nation was beſt 
known in the choice of their repreſenta- 
tives; and he was perſuaded their he- 
| haviour would demonſtrate to the world 
the nnſhaken fidelity and attachment of 
his good ſubjects to his perſon and govern- 
ment. 

That if their expences were in ſome 
degree increaſed, to prevent greater, he 
hoped his good ſubjects would not repine 
at the neceſſary means of procuring the 
bleſſings of peace, or of putting themſelves 
in a condition to act that part which it 
might be neceſſary for them to take. 

A motion was made in the Houſe of 
Lords to return his Majeſty thanks for his 
ſpeech, and to acknowledge his Majeſty's 
care of his people, in preventing their be- 
ing unneceſſarily engaged in war, and con- 
certing meaſures with the States General 
for reſtoring the public tranquility : that 
it was to be aſcribed only to his Majeſty's 
uncommon vigilance for the welfare of his 


{ dreſs, viz. that all the intermediate para-

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people, and the repoſe of Chriftend;m, that 
the ſalutary work he was engaged in was ſo 
far advanced: that they truſted 'in the 
good harmony which ſubſiſted between him

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Brbemians travelling into France without 
leave, To which the Emperor anſwered, 
that he agreed with pleaſure to their wiſe 
and prudent propoſitions, and would publiſh 
an edit agcordingly ; and forbid alſo the 
importation of all ſorts of French toys into 
the empire; and all other goods and mer- 
chandizes proper for luxury, which only 
ſerved to drgin the German nation of money,

1. France ſhall reſtore to the Empire all 
the places which ſhe has taken from it 
during the war, 

2. The Emperor ſhall have the Mantuan, 
Parma, Placentia, and the Milaneſe, re- 
ſerving Vigevaneſco and Novaro, and their 
dependencies, Which ſhall be given to the 
king of Sardinia, with the liberty of build- 
ing fortreſſes in what part of thoſe countries 
he ſhall at any time think proper, 

3- Theduchy of 9 after the death 

of the preſent Grand Duke, ſhall be given 
to the duke of Lorrain, at which time Lor- 
rain ſhall be put into the hands of his moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty, and remain annexed to 
his monarchy. 
4. King Staniſlaus ſhall be acknowledged 
by all the powers of Europe, king of Poland, 
and ſhall enjoy all the honours and preroga- 
tives of a crowned head ; after which he 
ſhall reſign voluntarily the poſſeſſion of the 
kingdom of Poland in favour of king Au- 
eee, who ſhall reſtore to him all the 
eſtates in Poland, which either belonged to 
him or to his Queen, 

5. King Staniſlaus ſhall have, by way of 
equivalent for Poland, the immediate poſ- 
ſeſſion of the duchy of Barr. 

6. Don . Carlos ſhall be acknowledged 
king of Naples and Sicily, and ſhall have 
the ſtate del Prefidii, with the iſland of Elbe; 
as for Legborn, it ſhall be declared a free 


rt, 

7. France ſhall guaranty the Pragmatick 
ſanction. 

8. The kings of Spain and Sardinia to 
be invited to accede to this treaty; and 
England, Holland, Portugal and Venice to 

guaranty it. . 

There are beſides ſome ſecret articles, 

which, as the miniſters who have commu- 
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nicated the preliminaries both at the Britiſh 
court and at the Hague are ſaid to have aſ- 
ſured, relate ſolely to the method to be taken 
to remove all impediments to the execution 
of this treaty, and no way concern the 
maritime powers in any point whatſoever.

That Spain and Sardinia had not yet 
agreed to the preliminaries: but there was 
little reaſon to doubt of their concurrence, 
upon giving them a reaſonable ſecurity for 
the peaceable poſſeſſion of the countries al- 
lotted to them, | 

In theſe circumſtances his firſt care had 
been to eaſe the burdens of his people, and 
therefore he had ordered a conſiderable re- 
duction of his forces by ſea and land: and 
if the influence of Great Britain had had 
any ſhare in compoſing the preſent troubles, 


or preventing new ones, he was ſure they 


would be of opinion, that it would be ne- 
ceflary to continue ſome extraordinary ex- 
pence till there was a more perfect recon- 
ciliation among the powers of Europe. 

He hoped this pleafing proſpect of peace 
would produce good harmony at home: 
that thoſe who wiſhed the peace and proſ- 
perity of their country, could never have a

night there was a ſplendid maſquerade, and 
tables covered with the choiceſt ſweat- 
meats. His Majeſty and moſt of the royal 
family were preſent; the King was dreſſed 
in a blue Turliſi habit, the veſt white, with 
a turband buttoned up with diamonds of 
immenſe value, and went away between 
one and two, when the nobility and gentry 
unmaſked: the prince of Wales was maſked, 
and dreſſed in the habit of a Venetian mer- 
chant; the duke was firſt in a Poliſß dreſs, 
but changed his habit to that of an Imperial 
huſſar, with a fine Turkik ſeymiter by his

fide, preſented him by the earl of Cow? 
Furd; the princeſs Amelia was in a rich 
green velvet habit, repreſenting a ſultana 
and a turband with a large diamond butto; 
on it of an immenſe value, and adorhed 
with creſcents, . Sc. the princeſs Caroline 
was in that of a ſhepherdeſs, but exceed. 
ing rich: the dutcheſs of Marlborough and 
the ducheſs of Portland were in the old 
Engliſh dreſſes worn in queen Elizabeth's 
days, richly adorned with jewels; the lady 
viſcounteſs Weymouth was in a Spani 
dreſs; the Spaniſh ambaſladreſs TP 
ducheſs of Wharton were dreſſed alike in 
two pilgrim's habits, and talked very much 
with the King. MoR of the company had 
fine gold and filver favours, the noblemen 
on their heads, like cockades, and the la- 
dies at their breaſts. At one o'clock the 
great gallery was thrown open, where was 
a fine cold ſupper in an ambigu, conſiſting 
of 150 diſhes. | 

Feb. 19. The royal aſſent was given to 
the act for continuing the duties on malt, 
cyder, &c. 

Feb. 20. A petition was preſented to the 
Houſe, defiring they would take into their 
conſideration the miſchiefs that attend the 
exceſſive drinking of geneva, and other 
ſpirituous liquors : whereupon the Houſe te- 
ſolved, that the low price of ſpirituous 
liquors was the principal inducement to the 
exceſſive and pernicious uſe thereof: and 
that, in order to prevent theſe abuſes, a 
duty be laid on all ſuch liquors ſold by re- 
tale, of twenty ſhillings a gallon; and fifty 
pounds per ann. ſhould be paid for a licence 
to retale it. 5 

To which it was objected, that the lay- 
ing ſo high a duty on all ſpirituous liquors 
amounted to a prohibition : however, after 
ſome debate, it was agreed to. 

Mar. 2. The Quakers petitioned the 
Houſe of Commons, that they might not 
be ſued in any court for tythes. And a 
bill was ordered to be brought in accord- 
ingly: againſt which all the clergy in Eng- 
land almoſt petitioned ; and counſel were 
heard both for and again the bill; which 
was paſſed in the Houſe of Commons by a 
great majority.

themſelves in danger of being killed, a ball 
having grazed on the ſide of the window up 
ſtairs, where they ſtood. |

Czarina made her public entry at Peterſburg, 
was intirely conſumed; ſeveral perſons un- 
fortunately loſt their lives in this fire, of 
which number, were 123 ſoldiers of the re- 
giment of guards, employed to beat down 


the houſes and to give the neceflary aſ- 
ſſtance. The ſoldiers of ſeveral other re- 
giments that were ſent thither from the 
country to help to quench the fire were alſo 
wounded. The damage ſuſtained by it muſt! 


be very great, eſpecially to the merchants 


and ſhopkeepers, the merchandize burnt in 
their «warehouſes and ſhops, conſiſting of 
woollen and linen claths, velvets, and a 
gteat quantity af ſpices. As the fire 
droke out in three different places at the 
ſame time, twas not doubted, but incen- 
diaries were ſet at work, and ſome were 
taken up on ſuſpicion.

Dec. 14. This morning between one and 
two o'clock, a moſt dreadful fire broke out 
in the kitchen of Mr. Baſtet's dwelling. 
houſe in Black-friars, printer to his Majeſty, 
which in a ſhort time conſumed the ſame, 
and the King's printing-bouſe acjoining, 
The fire-was fo ſudden and violent, that the 
family ſaved themſelves with the utmoſt 
difficulty, The printing-houſe was very 
large, and the fineſt of the kind in the 
world; the printing-materials alone amount- 
ed to ſeveral thouſand pounds, beſides a vaſt 
number of bibles, common prayer books, 
acts of parliament, &c. which were en- 
tirely conſumed. It is ſaid the loſs in the 
whole amounted to near 20, oool. 

Dec. 17. Queen Caroline was buried pri- 
vately in Henry the VIIth's chapel, About 
twelve o'clock her Majeſty's cerpſe was re» 
moved from St. Fames's palace in a new 
hearſe made for that purpoſe, and covered 
with purple velvet, drawn by eight of her 
Majeſty's coach horſes, covered with velvet, 
They went out at Buckingham-gate, through 
James-ſtreet, Tothill-ftreet, the Broad Sanc- 
tuary, Union-ftreet, and into Palace-yard; 
the kettle-drums and trumpets belonging 
to the guards attended, and ſeveral of the 
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edaches and fix horſes belonging to the 


royal family, and eſcorted by a party of the 
horſe guards, with twelve yeomen, and 
twelve flambeaux, carried by her own foot- 
men. ; 

The funeral of her late Majeſty was 


performed between the hours of fix and 


nine o'clock at night, from the prince's 


chamber to king Henry the VIIth's chapel, 
with great ſolemnity, peace, and order; 
her Majeſty's pall was ſupported by fix 
dukes, four being knights of the garter, 
and two of them knights of the bath, wiz, 
the duke of Richmond, the duke ef Mon- 
e, the duke of Argyle, the duke o 1 
8 of St. ions, and the duke of 
Mancheſter. The ſcaffolding on which the 
proceſſion paſſed was lined on each fide with 
the foot guards, bearing wax torches in 
their hands; the foot were ſupported by the 
horſe guards, who were poſted on both fides 
of the ſcaffold in the ftreet, the horſe 
grenadiers were poſted at all the avenues 
leading to the Abbey, | 
Their graces the dukes of Dorſet and 
Grafton, were the ſupporters to her royal 
highneſs the princeſs Amelia. 
There were ten biſhops walked in their 
robes in the proceſſion, 
At fix o'clock. at night, when the 'pro- 
ceſſion began, the tower guns began to fire, 
and continued firing every minute till her 


Majeſty was interred; at the ſame time 


St. Paul's bell began tolling, and ended at 
the ſame time.

continued ſo till it was dark. The ground 
thus rent contained about an acre of paſture 
land, and cattle then feeding thereon; and 
was on a level with the main land, and

yards: the ſolid ground thus ſunk was 


computed at 261,360 tons. The ſides of 
the cliff neareſt the ſpaw ſtgod as before, 
but rent and broken in many places, and 
forced forwards, to the ſeaz the ground, 
when ſunk, lay upon a level, (and the 
cattle the next morning feeding on it) the 
main land being as a wall on the weſt, and 
ſome part of the fide of the clittas a wall 
on the eaſt, and the whole was ſuch a con- 
fuſed proſpect as is ſcarce to be expreſſed: 
the rent of the top of the cliff as aforeſaid 
front the main land, was 224 yards. The 
rent continued from each end down the fide 
of the clit} to the ſands, was meaſured on 
the ſands from one end to the other 268 
yards, wiz. 143 ſouth of the wharf and 
ſpaw-wells, and 100 to the north of the 
ſpaw. As the ground ſunk, the earth or 
ſand, which the people uſed to walk on 
under the cliff, aroſe upwards out of its 
natural poſition for above 100 yards in 
length, on each fide of the wharf, north 
and ſouth, and was fix and in ſome places 
ſeven yards above iis former level; but as 
ſoon as it began to rife, the water at the 
ſpaw-well ceaſed running, and was gone. 
The ground thus riſen was twenty-ſix yards 


broad; the ſtone key or wharf, which was 


computed at 2463 tons, roſe entire and 
whole, twelve feet higher than its former 
poſition (but rent a little in the front) and 


was forced forward towards the ſea twenty 


yards.

are ſo far from giving up their unjuſt pre- 
tenſions. to viſit and ſearch our ſhips in the 
American ſeas, that this pretenſion of theirs 
is referred to the future regulation and de- 
eiſion of plenipotentiaries; whereby the 
petitionets apprehended, it was in ſome 
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degree admitted, that ſuch a precarieul 
ſituation muſt inevitably expoſe the trade 
in the American ſeas to continual interrup- 
tions: and alarms, as well as to ſeveral 
loſſes : and to theſe unhappy cauſes they 
apprehended, the preſent low ſtate of the 
Britiſh colonies might, in a- great meaſure, 
be aſcribed. And having thus repreſented 
the fatal conſequences of leaving the freedom 
of navigation any longer in ſuſpenſe, they, 
humbly hoped, this honourable Houſe 
would take it into mature deliberation, and 
do therein as to their great wiſdom ſhall 
ſeem meet.

ſtones: boiling ſtrong punch, put into a 
bowl, preſents us with ice in eight mi-

up to my chamber it began to freeze : warm 
urine from a man's body freezes in fix mi- 


nutes: ſpittle directly, as it falls to the 


ground. But what is yet more remarkable, 
a gentleman of my acquaintance having a 
bottle of water from a pump that was not 
frozen, going directly to pour ſome into a 
glaſs, it was immediately ice: but what 
is more ſurprizing, part of the ftream from 
the bottle to the glaſs froze, and ſtood up 
in the tumbler like an ificle;z the like 
certainly was never known in theſe cli- 
mates, Three perſons were found frozen 
dead in one houſe yeſterday morning, and 
ſome others are fince dead.” 

As intenſe a froſt as perhaps was ever 
known in theſe parts, began on Chriftmas- 
day, and continued through this month. 
A few days after it began, the wind was 
very high, which did confiderable damage. 
The Thames was froze over, ſo that multi- 
tudes of people walked acroſs it above 
bridge, and a great many booths were erect- 
ed upon it. The damage below bridge to 
the ſhipping was very great, Several ſhips 
loaded with corn, and others with coals, 
were ſunk by the icez many lay on anchors, 
waich made holes in them; ſome on their 
ſides, foul of others; ſeveral ' lighters and 
boats under the ice; and on the whole, 
whoever looked on the river Thames, might 
behold a ſcene of greater damage than had 
been known there in the memory of man; 
there ſcarce ever having been more ſhips in 
the river at one time, than now: water 
and coals exceſſive dear; though coals were 
25. a buſhel at London, water was a greater 
expence than coals.

The following tranſlation of the Arch. 
biſhop's Latin ſpeech on this occaſion, may 
be agreeable to ſome of our readers. 

« At the marriages or eſpouſals of pri- 
vate perſons, there is ſcarce any thing more 
regarded, or uſual, than for thoſe who have 
the favour of being preſent, to form conjec. 
tures of the future happineſs of the bride. 
groom and bride, from a due conſideration 
of their tempers, manners, and paſt courſe 
of life; and upon ſuch conjectures they nut 
only congratulate with their kindred and 
friends, but they publiſh them to others 
abroad. 

« Which cuſtom, if ever there was a rea- 
ſon for it any where, we are ſurely both 
admoniſhed and perſuaded to follow at this 
time and in this place, not only by the 
eminent virtues of the magnanimous youth 
whereof we have heard by fame, but by 
that modeſty ſo conſpicuous in the beha- 
viour of the royal virgin, by her remark- 
able probity, and by that ſweet temper of 
hers which captivates our love and admi- 
ration, and in which very few equal her, 

What happineſs therefore may we not 
expect from theſe virtues of the mind? As 
to the advantages of her perſon, though 
theſe alſo are excellent, and attract the eyes 
of all, we ſay nothing. Matters of greater 
importance call for our attention; ſuch as re- 
gard the protection of the true religion, the 
defence of public liberty, and the benefit 
and ſafety, not only of this kingdom, or 
of the dominion of Heſſe, but even of all 
Europe; for every one of which the wiſeſt, 
and (we may venture to foretel) the hap- 
pieſt proviſion is made by theſe eſpouſals, 


that could poſſibly be obtained by human 


wiſdom. 

« With all you therefore who have the 
pleaſure of being here preſent, and the reſt 
of our fellow ſubjects who ſorely regret 
their abſence from this ſolemn aſſembly, 
we truly and heartily congratulate on the 
proſperous beginning of ſuch a weighty af- 
fair, in confidence that by the bleſſing of 
God it will not fail of as happy an iſſue. 

«© But to you, O King ! of monarchs the 
beſt and greateſt, of our country the father, 
glory and pillar, with the moſt grateful 
hearts we render thee thanks, that, without 
thinking it a diminution, or foreign to that 
high dignity, to which the diſpoſer of all 
things has, in his great goodneſs to us, ad- 
vanced your Majeſty, you are always watch- 
ing diligently for our ſafety, and that even 
in your private family (if it may be allowed 
to call any thing private which —_— 
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fach and ſo great a King) you don't ſuffer 
any thing to be done or undertaken but what 
may alſo tend to the good of the public, 
Therefore to God, the creator of heaven 
and earth, we moſt ardently- pray, that he 
will very long preſerve you, Sir, in ſafety 


for our ſakes; that he may be ever propi- 


tious to all your royal family, and crown 
all your wiſhes, eſpecially thoſe of this day, 
with ſucceſs. 

« And laſtly, to the end that in this ſ 
grand a choir of illuſtrious perſons of both 
ſexes, every one may offer their joint ſup- 
plications in our mother tongue, Let us 
pray,” Tc.

The deceaſed czarina, Anne Ivanawnay 
was the daughter of [van or John Alexo- 
witz, elder brother of the czar Petey I, 
called Peter the Great, and for a time aſ- 
ſociate with him on the Imperial throne; 
but he died in May 1696, whereas Peter 


the Great reigned till the 8th of February, 


1725. She was born the 28th of May, 
1693, and married the 13th of February, 
1710, to Frederic William, duke of Cour- 
land, nephew to the late king of Pruſſia, 
who died in January, 1711, in the igth 
year of his age, as he was Teturning with 
his then lovely Princeſs from Peterſburgh to 
his own country. She was proclaimed 
Empreſs on the 29th of January, 1730s 
upon the death of Peter II. her coufin, and 
grandſon to Perer the Great, when he was 
on the point of being married to the princefs. 
Katharine Dolghorucki, niece to the velt- 
marſhal of that name. The friends of 
princeſs Elizabeth, daughter to Peter I. 
thought it very had that ſhe ſhould be ſet 
aſide, to make room for another princeſs, 
who was not ſo near the throne; but as 
the ſucceſſion of that empire varies from 
the rules obſerved elſwhere, the event was 
not ſo unexpected. 

The late Empreſs having converſed much 
with foreigners, and underſtanding their 
languages, ſhe protected the ſtrangers that 
were invited to Ruſſia by Peter I. favdured 
the arts and ſciences that then began to 
flouriſh there; and, in ſhort, - governed ac- 
cording to the maxims obſerved and recom- 
mended by that truly great monarch.

At fix, a 
ſtack of chimnies belonging to the reverend 
Mr. Dormer, who kept a boarding-ſchool at 
Kenſington, fell down upon the houſe, and 
by their great weight made their way quite 
into the cellar: Mr. Dermer was in the 
room next under the garret, and a fon of 
Sir: Richard Mill, bart. with him; Mrs. 
Dormgr, was in the room under them, and 
another ſon of Sir Richard's with her, 
being juſt come down from his brother, and 
they were all covered with the ruins; Mr. 
Dormer and his wife were both killed, but 
the two young gentlemen were taken out 
alive, very much bruiſed, The reſt of the 
boarders were happily at another part of 

the houſe, About eight, one of the ſpires 
of Weſtminſter-abbey was blown down: as 
was alſo great part of Hyde-park wall, be- 
tween Ken ſingtun and Hyde-park corner, 
About ten, part of the hoùſe of Mr. Prince, 
of Hollis- ¶reet, Cawendiſp-ſquare, was blown 
down, and the maſter and ſervants eſcaped 
with the utmoſt hazard of their lives. At 
the coach, and horſes ale-houſe in Brook- 
free, Greſvencr-ſquare,' a ſtack of chire nies

fell into a room where ſeven men were drink. 
ing, and killed one Thomas Gaull on the 
ſpot, and bruiſe@ ſome of the reſt, At the 
Royal-Exchange a brick chimney was in a 
very ſurprizing manner parted, and turned 
almoſt round, where it hung by an iron 
hold-faſt till Sunday inthe afternoon, when 
ſome workmen were employed to take it 
down, In the Blue-coat hoſpital two tacks 
of chimnies fell on the roof of one of the 
wards, broke through, and alarmed them 
very much, but did no other damage, A 
great many other chimnies were blown 
down, the tiling ſtript off the houſes in moſt 
places; and in ſhort a greater deſolation 
has not been known for many years, But 
the damage on the water was much more 
conſiderable: for we had moſt melancholy 
accounts from Lynn, Yarmouth, and ſeveral 
other places, that many ſhips and veſſels 
were loſt, and others very much damaged; 
that ſome were without maſts, ſome with- 
out anchors, and ſome without men, and 
ſeveral dead bodies were drove aſhore, A 
paſſage-boat going from Sheerneſs to-Cha- 
tham was loſt, and ſeventeen or eighteen 
people drowned. Captain Fobn Peddie, who 
lately made a brave defence againſt cg 
privateer, unfortunately loſt his ſhip, the 
Prince of Orange, in the Margate Road ; of 
which, among the reſt, he gave the follow- 
ing particulars: „At ten we drove aſhore 
on a ledge of rocks called the Naylins, where 
we lay till twelve, Sunday noon, when mer- 
chant Brooks got two boats carted from to 
windward of the wreck. 'The ſhip had not 
been half an hcur on ſhore, before the ſtern, 
cabbin, and round-houſe, broke in pieces. 
We then got to the fore-caſtle, and by morn- 
ing all was gone abaft the windlaſs. Thus 
twenty-three of us continued, the ſea 
making a freſh paſſage over us fourteen 
houts. Five periſhed with cold before we got 
off, and I could not have ſurvived an hour 
longer. I loſt the uſe. of my limbs, and 
wrote this in bed, where by having hot 
cloths applied to me, I am much recover- 
ed. I have not ſaved any thing. The 
height of the gale was at north, and the 
people here ſay, they never knew fo vio- 
ent a gale,” Amidit the damages ſuſtained 
by the violence of this ſtorm, it was a con- 
ſolation to hear, that the fleet under Sir 
Chaloner Ogle in great meaſure eſcaped its 
fury; and that very little of it was felt to 
the weſtward, our letters from Plymouth, 
Dartmouth, Falmouth, &c. making no men- 
tion of any loſſes ſuſtained there by 19!» 
dreadful ſtorm.

upon the exerciſe of the government, with- 
out any ſeeming oppoſition or diſcontent, 
except Wiat was ſhewn by the father and 
mother, who could not diſſemble entirely 
their diſpleaſure at the affront that had been 
put upon them by the laſt will of the late 
Czarina, which the Duke, it ſeems, had 
the abſolute modelling of. 'The populace, 
as uſual, uſhered in this new government 
with great joy and acclamation; and the 
Regent with ſeveral popular regulations and 
ſpeeches; but ſee the fickleneſs of human 
grandeur, eſpecially that which is built in 
injuſtice, and the ſole favour of princes ; 
The duke of Brunſwick, conſort to the 
princeſs Anne, and father of the young Em- 
peror, having thrown up all his employ- 
ments, and the Regent having arreſted fix 
Ruſfian lords, who, he thought, were con- 
ſpiring with the Duke againſt him, it oc- 


caſioned ſeveral ſecret conferences to be held 


at the princeſs Anne's on the .ſeventh and 
eighth, between the Duke, the princeſs Anne, 
count Munich, count Ofterman, and ſome 
others of their moſt particular confidents, 
at which _ was re ſolved, to arreft the Re- 
zent, in the name of the young Emperor, 
and diveſt him of £ —— : For this 
purpoſe, an order. was figned by all preſent, 
in the name of the young Emperor, and on 
the gth, between three and four in the 


ſynod, the miniſtry, and the generals of 


morning, count Munich, accompanied 

his Adjutant-general, and general [ſchg» 
e, went with a ſtrong detachment of the 
guards, to the ſummer palace where the 
duke Regent refided. They immediately 
ſecured the guard, threatening to kill who» 
ever ſhould dare to reſiſt. Then count Mu- 
nich cauſed, in the name of the Emperor, 
the apartment of the Regent, who was in 
bed, to be opened, having firſt ſecured all 
the avenues about the palace, The noiſe 
having awakened the Regent, he teaped out 
of bed in his tſhirt, and got hold of his 
ſword, At this inftant count Munich en- 
tered, and aid, “ arreſt your Highneſs on 
the part of the Emperor, and here is my 
order,” I he Duke defended himſelf as long 
as he could with his ſword and after being 
diſarmed, he ſtill ſtruggled with ſo much 
force, that his ſhirt was torn all to pieces, 
and it was yet with ſome trouble before the 
guards could make themſelves abſolute ma- 
{ters of him. His Ducheſs, on her part, did 
not make leſs reſiſtance, who, with a ſabre 
ſhe had gut hold of, deſperately wounded one 
of the guards, before they could wrench it 
from her. Count Guſtavus Biron, the Re- 
gent's brother, taking his ſword in one 
hand, and a piſtol in the other} endeavour- 
ed to eſcape through the garden, but he-was 
intercepted, taken and diſarmed, by the 
guards poſted to ſecure that avenue. After 
the Regent and his Ducheſs were dreſſed, 
they were conducted, with their family, to 
the winter palace, where the Emperor and 
Imperial family were, and from thence they 
were carried in four covered waggons to the 
fortreſs of Schluſſelbourg. Immediately af- 
terwards a general diſcharge'of the artillery 
was made, the princeſs Anne, mother of 
the Emperor, was declared Regent of the 
empire, and a ſolemn Te Deum was ſung, 
upon the happy delivery of the Emperor and 


royal family from a man whoſe ambition - 


had made it almoſt abſolutely neceſſary for 
for him to deſtroy them ; for after he had 
got himſelf declared ſole Regent by the 
will of the late Czarina, he had certainly 
but two ways to take, one of which was 

to recommend - himſelf to the father and 
mother of the infant Emperor, by refigning 
his regency to them; and the other was 

to cut them both off as ſoon as poſſible : 
the former, his ambition, it ſeems, pre- 
vented him to take; and in the latter, he 
was probably prevented by this ſudden, 
well-concerted, and providential revolution. 
Next day a declaration, figned by the whole 
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the army, was printed and publiſhed in the 
Emperor's name, which ſet forth the crimes 
of the Regent, and the reaſons for diveſting 
bim ot the regency ; and the populace re- 
Joiced as much at his downfal, as they did 
at his elevation. The duke of Brunſwick 
was afterwards declared generaliſſimo of the 
forces, and lieutenant-colonel of the horſe- 
guards, count Munich prime minifter, count 
Ofterman high admiral, the knees Tſchertaſ- 
key grand chancellor, the count Gallowkin 
vice chancellor and miniſter of the cabinet, 
and the prince of Hefſe-Hombourg lieute - 
nant-colonel of the Iſmailouſti guards, in the

Nov. 14. At Irwin, ſixty miles from

all they had done: therefore they ought 
to be extremely cautious of ſaying any thing 
that might imply a tacit approbation of any 
thing they had done, or adviſed to be done. 

When no meaſures had been purſued. but 
ſuch as ſeemingly. appeared to be right, a 
little complaiſance in their addreſs might 
admit of ſome excuſe z but when the mea- 
ſures purfued, and referred to in his NMa- 
jeſty's ſpeech, were ſuch as ſeemingly ap- 
peared to be wrong, the leaſt complaiſance, 
with regard to ſuch meaſures, would be cri- 
minal in the higheſt degree. ; 

The methods taken for proſecuting the 
war, or rather the ſurpriſing neglect we 
had been guilty of, had been condemned by 
all ourenenies. In his Majeſty's ſpeeck they 
tel! us, they have proſecuted the war in 
the proper places, and in the moſt vigorous 
and effects manner: Could they ſay ſo 
in their addreſs? Would any man in the na- 
tion, beſides the creatures of the miniſtry, ſay 
fo? They had proſecuted the war no-where, 
except a little privateering could be called 
proſecuting the war; and even in that way 
we had neglected our own trade ſo much, 
that the enemy had greatly the advantage 
of us. As for what admiral Perron had 
done in the Veſt- Indies, he was perſuaded it 
was not owing to the orders or inſtructions 
he had from our miniſters; but becauſe 
they durſt not give him any orders or inftruc- 
tions for preventing it; and becauſe they 
knew, he had a ſincere regard for the honour 
and intereſt of his country, and, of conſe- 
quence, would to the utmoſt of his power 
proſecute the war in the moſt proper place, 
and in the moſt vigorous and effectual man- 
ner; therefore they ſent him. thither with 
a force from which nothing could be. ex- 
peted, and with which no man but him- 
ſelf would have attempted any thing of con- 
ſequence. 

For the ſame reaſon they found pretences 
to defay ſending him proper ſupplies, for 
above a year and a half after they might and 
ought to have been ſent; and he doubted 
they would not have been ſent yet, if it 
had not been for the expreſs orders given, 
as he ſuppoſed, by his Majeſty, after his 
zeturn from his German dominions. 

The weſterly wind, he knew, afforded 
ſome excuſe : but if the neceſſary prepara- 
tions bad been made with any foreſight or 
diſpatch, the fleet might have failed be- 
fore the weſterly winds ſet in; and even 
ater "thoſe winds had ſet in, there were 


| 
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ſeveral opportunities of the fleet's getting, 
out of the channel, if they had been provided 
with neceſſaries, and received orders to fail. 

There ſeemed to be a defign formed to 
prevent admiral Yernox's being able to pro- 
ſecute the war in the VMeſt-Indies, till the 
Spaniards had provided for their defence. 
But this was not the only wrong meaſure z 
he thought he could demonſtrate, that no 
one right ſtep had been taken, either in the 
commencement or the proſecution of the 
war; and concluded with a motion for an 
addreſs of thanks, to his Majeſty, to con- 
gratulate his return to his regal dominionsz 
and to aſſure him, they would ſtand by him 
with their lives and fortunes in the proſe- 
cution of this juſt and neceſſary war; and to 
allure him, they would exert themſelves in 
their high capacity, as the hereditary grext 
council of the crown, to which all other 
councils were ſubordinate and accountable, 
in ſuch a manner as might beſt tend to the 
promoting the true intereſt of his Majeſty 
and their country, in: this critical juncture. 

After a long debate, and the previous 
queſtion put, upon the duke of Argyle's mo- 
tion, it was rejected, 66 againſt 38. 

A motion being made, to addreſs his Ma- 
jeſty, as uſual, on every paragraph in his 
ſpeech, and approving the meaſures of the 
miniſtry, it was carried without a diviſion, 

And an addreſs of the like-tenor was pre- 
ſented by the Houſe of Commons. 

Charles-toxwun in South Carolina was al- 
moſt burnt down; the fire began about two 
o'clock in the afternoon, in a ſadler's houſe, 
in Broad: ſtreet, and in four hours, by 2 
ſtrong N. W. wind, all the houſes on the 
ſouth- ſide of that ſtreet, alſo all the houſes. 
in every ſtreet from the river to Church 
fireet, ineluding both fides of it, in a line 
ſouth to Granwille's baſtion, were in a flame, 
and burnt all the wharfs and ſtore-houſes 
on them, in that part of. the town, which 
was the chief for trade; in ſtiort, except 
the north-fide of Broad. ſtreet, and north- 
end of the bay, the whole trading part of 
the town was entirely deſtroyed, not one 
houſe left ſtanding, wood, ſtone, or brick, 
all in ruins; the number great and ſmall at 
leaſt 300, and included moſt of the beſt 
houſes in town. Great quantities of all 
kinds of goods were deſtroyed, in particular 
all the rum, wine, and other goods in the 
cellars,” all the rice on the keys and ſtqre- 
houſes, ſeven or eight thouſand deer-ſkins,. 
above 200 tons of Bragiletto wood, in gene- 
ral all fort of goods on the wharfs, and 2 
great part of what was in gy — 
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ſtore-houſes, &c. Many of the confuſed 
inhabitants moved their beſt effects to the 
Curtain-line, which was alſo conſumed by 
the ſheds and ſtore-houſes taking fire. At 
the ſame time many .wretches took the op- 
portunity to carry off in boats, petiaugers, 
Sc. large quantities of goods. The Mer- 
maid ot Briſtol had put her cargo, of goo 
barrels of rice, on ſhore, to ſtop a leak, 
which with all her ſails was burnt, Many 
of the gun carriages and wooden platforms 
on the Curtein-line, and in Granwille's ba- 
ſtion were alſo burnt. In ſhort, from one 
of the moſt flouriſhing towns in America, 
Cbarles-totun was at once, in five hours time, 
reduced to aſhes, The loſs of the houſes 
may be valued at near 100, oool. fterling, 
and of goods twice as much, if not more. 
Dec. 1. A motion was made in the

May 18. This day, when the action at 
Carthagena was known as a certainty, there 
were 10 the publie demonſtrations of joy; 
the guns at the Tower and from the ſfi p- 
ping in the river were fired; the bells 
through the cities of London and Weſtmin- 
feer, and the ſuburbs, were rung, and at 
night were bonfires and illuminations. And 
theſe rejoicings were continued on the next 
day, and ſpread themſelves through Greae-

agreeable news was received, 

We were informed, that what greatly 
contributed to the taking of Baccachica caf- 
tle, the ſtrongeſt fort about Caf bagena, with 
ſo inconſiderable a loſs, was, the conduct 
and addreſs made uſe of in raiſing a battery 
of twenty twenty-four pounders againſt it. 
The Swedes ſeeming bent on a war with 
Ruſſia, a reſolution was paſſed unanimouſly 
In the diet of that kingdom, to reinforce 


| their array in Finland with 7000 men; 


which reinforcement failed from Carelſcroon 
and Robbeſchlagen on the 25th paſt, O. S. 
under the convoy of four men of war. On 
the other fide, the Moſcovites were pre- 
paring for their defence, by augmenting 
their troops, repairing the fortified places, 
and filling the magazines in all the con- 


quered provinces; and probably would be 


more than a match for the Sewedes; but 
they ſeeming to be in danger of an attack 
at the ſame time from the Turks; for the 
Fartars had already begun to make fome 


_ Inroads upon their ſouthern. territories ;- in 


which caſe they ſtood in need of ſome 


aſſiſtance, and they alloy met with it,

from their old friend Kouli-Kan; whofe 
ambaſſador lately arrived at Conſtantinople, 
and behaved in à moſt haughty provoking 
MANNCcre , ; ; 
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Letters from ſeveral parts of Cern 
informed us, a treaty of alliance was on the 
pornt of being concluded between the em. 
peror of Ruſſia, the king of Poland, the 
queen of Hungary, and his Britannick Ma. 
jeſty, for ſupporting the intereſts of the 
houſe of Aujiriaz and letters from Ja! 
ſaid, that the old alliance was upon the 
point of being renewed between the united 
courts of France, Spain, and Sardinia, who 
very politically were not for ſupporting the 
intereſts of the houſe of Auſtria. This 
article was fully comfirmed by ſome other 
advices from France and Spain, which ſaid, 
that his moſt Chriſtian majeſty had iſſued 
orders for angmenting his grenadiers with 
fifteen, and the reſt of his foot with ten 
men a company; and that they talked at 
Paris of a ſecond augmentation to be ſpeedily 
ordered, of five men more to every com- 
pany, which would be an augmentation of 
upwards of 45,000 men, to the infantry 
alone. And thofe from Spain ſaid, that 
the tranſports had ſet ſail from Barce!ma 
for Majorca, in order to embark the troops 
and artillery in that ifland; and that ſome 
of their troops, deſigned to march through 
France, were already arrived upon the fron- 
tiers between the two kingdoms.

There were thir- 
ty-five Peers preſent, befides ten proxies, 
and eight figned liſts. The election unani- 
mouſly fell on the following noblemen, 
viz. the marquis of Lothian, earls of Craww- 
ford, Loudon, Broadalbin, Hyndford, Hop- 
ton, Morton, Sutherland, Finlater, Dunmore, 
Portmore, Ila, Lauderdale, Murray, Hume, 
and lord Somerville, The four laſt in the 


room of the dukes of Atbal and Buccleugh, 


eazl of Bute and lord Cathcart. 

June 14. The ſtates of Hungary refuſed 
to receive the duke of Bawaria's proteſt 
againſt the coronation of the Queen, which 
was performed at Preſbourg, with great ſo- 
lemnity, in the metropolitan church of St. 
Martin, by the count Eſterbaſ, primate 
of the kingdom, and archbiſhop of Gran, 
Her Majeſty was afterwards conducted in 
her coach, with the crown on her head, 
and the ſceptre in her hand, preceded by 
all the grandees, prelates, &c. in their pro- 
per habits on horſeback, to the Franciſcan's 
church without the city; where her Ma- 
jeſty with the primate, palatine, biſhops 


aud barons aſcended a ſcaffold, erected in the 
open field, and holding up her right hand | 


in public view, took an oath to maintain 
the liberties and privileges of the kingdom. 
Thence the proceſſion moved to a certain 
riſing ground near the Danube, where, ac- 
cording to ancient, cuſtom, ſhe mounted a 
horſe richly capariſoned, and flouriſhed a 
naked ſword towards the four quarters of 
the world ; thereby ſignifying that ſhe would 
defend the kingdom againſt its enemies on 
every fide. When her Majeſty demanded 
the conſent of the ſtates of Hungary to the 
aſſoelation of the Grand Duke with her in 
the regency of that kingdom, ſeveral of the 
grandees declared, at the firſt mention of 
it, that the Queen's wiſdom was ſo conſpi- 
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cuous, that ſhe needed no partner in the 
adminiſtration. But upon the propoſal of 
it a ſecond time, they conſented to it for 
ten years.

The cuſtom of the ſheriffs of London de- 
livering horſe-ſhoes and nails to the Exche- 
quer, uſually makes its droll appearance in 
the public papers; the reaſon of it is ſo little 
known, that it is generally looked on as a 
fooliſh cuſtom of antiquity : in former times, 
when money was very ſcarce, and we had no 
larger coin than a penny; the reſerved rents 
on grants of lands or tenements, eſpecially 
ſmall ones, were uſually paid in ſomething 
that had a reference to the nature of the 
thing granted, or the occupation of the 
grantee, It is unneceſſary to produce in- 


ſtances of this kind, as they would give 


no information to our learned readers, 
or make the point clearer to the un- 
learned. 

The two following extracts from records 
in the Exchequer, which I ſhall give in 
the original words, and a tranſlation of 
them, will ſoon clear up the point :

War being declared between Sweden and 
Moſcouy, and the velt-marſhal count Lacy 
being appointed general in chief of the Moſ- 
covite forces in Finlater, this old expe- 
rienced general finding that a large body of 
Swediſh troops was poſted at Willmanſtrond, 
the firſt fortreſs on the Swediſp frontier, he 
marched, on the 23d of laſt month, with a 
ſuperior body of os troops, and having 
that evening carefully reconnoitred the ene- 
my's fituation, he attacked them next day, 
when after a very ſharp battle, which laſted 
feveral hours, and a vigorous reſiſtance from 
the enemy, who fought like deſperadoes, 
they were intirely defeated, with the loſs of 
ſeveral thoufand men killed in the field of 
battle. At the fame time the Ruſſians at. 
tacked and took the fortreſs. General 
Wrangel, who commanded the Swedes, was 
taken priſoner, together with ſeveral colonels 
and other officers, beſides above 2000 private 
men. The Ruſſians alſo took the Swedes 


artillery, baggage, and every thing — 
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had in their camp, as well as in the for- 
tels. The Swediſh colours and ſtandards 
taken at the battle and in the fortreſs, 
were brought in triumph to Peterſburgh. 

The Swedes took ſeveral Britiſi mer- 
chant ſhips in the Rſſian trade. 

Sept. 8. Their excellencies the lords 
juſtices in council were pleaſed to order, 
that the Parliament, which ſtood prorogued 
to the 10th inſtant, ſhould be further pro- 
rogued to Oct. 27. i 

About eleven this morning, the wind 
due ſouth, we had a prodigious ſtorm, 
which might be called a hurricane, conſi- 
derable damage being done on the river 
Thames, and many trees torn up by the 
roots. We had accounts alſo from ſeveral 
places, as Newcaſtle, &c. of great damage 
being done to the ſhipping. At Canter- 
bury, by the fall of chimneys, and untiling 
of houfes, ſeveral parts of that city looked 
as if it had been bombarded. Near Chi- 
cheſter, very large trees were torn up by the 
roots, and the roads and fields around were 
ſtrowed with the boughs of others, and the 
fruit remaining ungathered was almoſt en- 
tirely blown off. Alſo from Lynn and ſe- 
veral other places we had accounts of this 
hurricane, To this we ſhall add an extract 
of a private letter from St. Ives in Hun- 


 tingdonſhire, ſent by a gentleman who was 


on the road thither the day that this hurri- 
cane happened. As we were going be- 
tween Stevenage and Baldock, the wind roſe 
very ſuddenly, and blew very hard for a few 
minutes : but we ſaw no effeCts of the tem- 
peſt till we came to Biggl:feoade, where it 
threw down ſeveral houſes, malt-houſes, 
barns and trees. At Huntingdon we heard 
that ſeveral windmills were overthrown, 
and in one of them the miller was killed. 


* 


But I never ſaw ſuch deſolation in my life, 


2s here at St. Ives ; abundance of houſes 
ſtript, ſome thrown down, and the fine 
ſpire of the ſteeple fell and' demoliſhed 
great part of the roof of the church ; the 
ſheets of lead were rolled up, and carried 
with ſuch force, as to beat down part of a 
houſe at a conſiderable diſtance : but what 
1s moſt remarkable, a little boy, who ran 
into the church-porch, and ſtayed till it 
was full of ſtones, endeavouring to get out 
at a window in the fide of it, was taken 
up by the wind and carried a great way, by 
which means his life was preſerved. The 
ſteeple of a church about a mile from hence 
was alſo thrown down. At Biggleſwade 
the ſtorm laſted not above twenty minutes.

An account of the Pragmatic Sanction. 


The late Emperor's father ＋ on fore- 
ſecing the fatal conſequences that would 
attend the failure of a male-iſſue, in his 
family, by diſturbing the peace of the Em- 
pire, as well as of all Europe, formed a de- 
ſign to ſettle the ſucceſſion in the female 
line, as the only way to prevent the revolu- 
tions that might attend it; accordingly, 
about forty years ago, he communicated 
this ſcheme to his two ſons Joſepb and 
Charles, afterwards Emperors, who approv- 
ed it; he then delivered it to his miniſters 
-who carried it through the ſeveral diets of 
the Empire, where it received all the vali- 
dity which they could give it. Upon his 
death his eldeſt ſon Joſeph ſucceeded ; who 
dying without male iſſue, the late Empe- 
ror Charles ſucceeded him; who likewiſe 
Having no male heirs, ſome doubts aroſe 


with regard to the rights which the arch- 


ducheſs his daughter could claim by virtue 
of this ſettlement, which was called the 
Pragmatic Sanction. The late Emperor, 
ſeven years after his acceflion, had it drawn 
up a new, in favour of his poſterity, whe- 
ther male or female, and it was agreed to 
in a council held by him for that purpoſe, 
ſix months after; in the year 1720 it was 
approved of by the hereditary dominions, 
and ſworn to by the ſtates and magiſtrates, 
Great-Britain's refuſing to guarantee the 
Pragmatic Sanction, Cc. which the late 
Emperor reſented, produced in 1725 the fa- 
mous treaty of Vienna betwixt Spain and 
Him, by the 12th article of which Spain 
guaranteed it, In 1726, Meſcowy virtually 
Buaranteed it; and ſome months after, by 
& conclufion of the general Diet of the Em- 
Pire, it was declared a public law. In 
1731, by the 2d article of the 2d treaty of 
Vienna, Great-Britain guaranteed it; and 
In 1732, the Dutch became ſpecial guaran- 
tees of it; as did Denmark the ſame year, 
The French, after many traverſes and dif- 
Hculties, agreed to guarantee it by the de-

Jienna in 1738, whereby the duke of Lor- 
rain, upon ceſſion of the duchies of Lor- 
rain and Bar, in favour of the king Sta-

The princes who oppoled the Pragmatic 
Sanction were the electors of Saxon „ Ba- 
varia and Palatine, and the biſhop of Fre. 
ſengen and Ratiſbon; but the preſent ele&or 
of Saxony was brought over and acquieſced 
in the diſpoſition, on condition that the 
Emperor ſhould put ſome crown upon his 
head, which had been effected, by procuring 
him to be elected king of Poland.

mentioned, where they had the pleaſure to 
find themſelves poſſeſſed of the fineſt harbour 
in the W:t-Indies, capable of containing 
any number of ſhipping, and ſecure againſt 
hurricanes 3 to which the Admiral imme- 
diately gave the name of Cumberland, in 
honour of his Royal Highneſs the Duke.

leſs actions capable of ſullying the glory ofthe 
empire, and the neceſſity there was of ob- 
viating ſuch horrid diſorders by a ſpeedy 
and happy change. Whereupon the whole 
aſſembly unanimouſly declared, that this 
change could not be brought about, but by 
conforming to the laſt will of Peter the 
Great, according to which the princeſ 
Elizabeth was the ſole heireſs to the throne, 
The ſtates then intreated her to accept the 
crown, and to comply. with the defire of 
the troops and the whole nation. Upon 
this the chief officers of the regiments of 
guards came in, and throwing themſelvey 
at her feet, joined their ſupplications to 
thoſe of the ſtates. The princeſs Eliza- 
beth, touched with ſo much zeal, accepted 
the crown, and was ſaluted by the ſtates in 
quality of empreſs and autocratrix of all thg 
Ruſſias. 

The grand ducheſs and her party, who 
were all thut up in the royal palace, or in 
their own houſes, were never fully informed 
of the reaſon of theſe commotions in the 
city, till the ſecret was diſcovered by a tris 
ple volley of ſmall arms from the regiments 
of guards, and the repeated acclamations

riety of incidents of the higheſt conſequence 


and expeCtation, and during the courſe of 


the war, in which we are engaged againft 
the crown of Spain: a war, in itſelf juſt 
and neceſſary, entered into by the repeated 
advice of both Houſes of Parliament; and 
particularly recommended to me to be car- 
ried on in America, which has been my 
particular care, I can therefore make no 
doubt, but that you are met together fully 
ſenſible of our preſent fituation, and pre- 
pared to give me ſuch advice, as ſhall be 
moſt conducive to the honour and true in- 
tereſt of my crown and kingdoms. 

« You cannot but have obſerved, with 
an attention ſuitable to the occaſion, the 
impending dangers that threaten Europe, 
and more immediately ſuch parts of the 
continent, as ſhall withſtand or reſiſt the 
formidable powers, which are confederated 
for the ſubverſion or reduction of the Houſe 
of Auſtria, The apprehenſion of theſe 
things was communicated to the laſt Par- 
liament; when both Houſes expreſſed 
their great concern for the troubles which 
were then broke out in the Auftrian domi- 
nions, and came to the ſtrongeſt reſolutions 
in favour of the queen of Hungary; for the 
maintenance of the Pragmatic ſanction, 
and for the preſervation of the balance of 
power, and the peace and liberties of Eu- 


repe

rope. And had other powers, that were 
under the like engagements with me, an- 
fwered the juſt expectations they had ſo ſo- 


lemnly given, the ſupport of the common 


Cauſe had been attended with leſs diffi- 
culty. 

4% J have, purſuant to the advice of 
my Parliament, ever fince the death of the 
late Emperor, exerted myſelf in the ſup- 
port of the houſe of Auſtria. I have en- 
deavoured, by the moſt proper and early 
applications, to induce other powers, that 
were equally engaged with me, and united 
by common intereſt, to concert ſuch mea- 
ſures as ſo important and critical a junc- 
ture required; and where an accommoda- 
tion ſeemed to me to be neceſſary, I labour- 
ed to reconcile thoſe princes, whoſe union 
would have been the moſt effectual means 
to prevent the miſchiefs that have hap- 
pened, and the beſt ſecurity far the intereſt 
and ſafety of the whole. 

&«& Although my endeavours have not hi- 
therto had the deſired effect, I cannot but 
Kill hope, that a juſt ſenſe of the common 
and approaching danger will produce a more 
favourable turn in the councils of other 
nations. In this ſituation, it is incumbent 
upon us to put ourſelves in a condition to 
improve all opportunities that ſhall offer, 
for maintaining the liberties of Europe; and 
to affift and ſupport our friends and allies, 
at ſuch times, and in ſuch manner, as the 
exigency and circumſtances of affairs ſhall 
require; and to defeat any attempts that 
ſhall be made againſt me and my domi- 
nions, or againſt thoſe whom we are moſt 
nearly concerned for, and, in honour and 
intereſt, engaged to ſupport and defend. 

« Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, 

c] have ordered eſtimates to be laid be- 
fore you for the ſervice of the enſuing year; 
and I muſt defire you to grant me ſuch ſup- 
plies, as the circumſtances of affairs re- 

uirez which, you may depend upon it, 
Wall be duly applied to the purpoſes for 
which they ſhall be given. 

© My Lords and Gentlemen, 

« TL Rave, during the courſe of my reign, 
Had ſo much experience of the duty and af- 
fection of my Parliaments to my perſon and 
government, and of their zeal for the good 
of their country, and the ſupport of the 
common cauſe, that I do, with the greateſt 
reaſon, rely upon the continuance of them, 
in the preſent conjuncture. There never 
was a time in which your unanimity, vi- 
gour, and diſpatch were neceſſary for ſo 
many great ends, as thoſe which are now 
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before you. I will do my part. Tet it ap- 
pear, by your proceedings and reſolutions 
that your have that juſt and bearty concern 
for them, which their importance requires.“ 

Fhe next day the Houſe of Lords pre- 
ſentented their addreſs, and received a moſt 
gracious anſwer ; and ſoon after the Houſe 
of Commons and Houſes of Convocation 
preſented theirs, 

Dec. 11. At forty-five minutes after 
twelve, (the ſun ſhining) appeared at Buſhy, 
a ball of fire, forty-five degrees high in the 
clouds, which run about the ſeeming dif. 
tance of four yards, and then diſappeared," 
It grew larger as it ran, and ended in ap- 
pearance, as bid as a man's hand. The 
ſame phznomenon was ſcen at Reading, and 
ſeveral other places, Its courſe was nearly

Commodore Leſtock, with five of his Ma- 
jeſty's ſhips, ſailed from St. Helen't, to rein- 
force admiral Haddock in the Mediterranean. 

Dec. 18. About noon a large ball of fire 
was ſeen to paſs over Canterbury, which 
was followed by a ſtorm that broke almoſt 
all the windows in the town, and the next 
morning three ſuns appeared in the ſky, at- 
tended with a rainbow inverted, Which 
laſted from nine to twelve, to the great 
aſtoniſhment of the inhabitants. 

Dec. 22. This day was held a court of 
chivalry at the college of heralds, when 
Jobn Kettell, eſq. was created Windſor he- 
rald, Steven Martin Leake, late Norroy, 
was created Clarencieux, and Jobn Cheal, 
eſq. of Suſſex, Norroy. The ceremonial 
part, wiz. the giving the oath of office on 
the goſpels and drawn ſword of James V. 
of Scotland, taken at Floddenfield ; the in- 
veſting with the coat, putting on the col- 
lars, pouring the wine on the forehead, and 
giving the names, were performed by the 
right honourable the earl of Effingbam, de- 
puty earl marſhal, and Jobn Anſtis, junior, 
Garter king at arms, who read the warrants 
and patents, / 

At night there was a numerous meeting 
of merchants and principal traders at the 
Crown tavern behind the Royal-exchange, 
when the petition for relief from the great 
hardſhips ſuſtained by the captures of ſhips 
by Spaniſh privateers, was laid before them, 
agreed to and figned, and it was reſolved to 
be preſented to Parliament the firſt oppor- 
tunity after the holidays. 

The ſame night arrived an exprefs, with 
an account, that her royal highneſs the 
princeſs of Heſſe was ſafely delivered of 2 
prince, on the 25th inſtant, N. S.

The affairs of the, queen of Hungary, 
who had returned to Vienna, continued ina 
melancholy fituation, The grard duke of 
Tuſcany, her huſband, was advanced with 
his army within eight leagues of Prague, 
but retired when he heard of its reduction. 
The eneray there took 2780 priſoners, with 
112 pieces of cannon, beſides a great quan- 
tity of ammunition and proviſions, which 
made the ſpeedy conqueſt of it more re- 
markable. 3 | 

The elector of Bavaria made his public 
entry into that city the gth inſtant, N. S. 
and was that evening proclaimed king of 
Bobemia, and appointed the 16th for his 
coronation. Mean while both armies pre- 
pared to enter into winter quarters. 

Notwithſtanding all that had been ſaid, 
relating to an accommodation between their 
Hungarian and Pruſſian Majeſties, there 
appeared very little probability of it; the 
10,000 Prufſians who entered Bohemia, 
having joined the Vrench, Bavarians, and 
Saxon forces. 

In Hanover the warlike preparations were 
carried on with the utmoſt diligence; the 
French having not only taken up their 
quarters in Oſnaburgh, which was expreſsly 
contrary to the late treaty of neutrality, 
but even threatened to approach to the 


+ frontiers of the electorate. 


1741-2, Fan. 2. About one in the morn- 
ing, the powder mill at Malden three miles 
ſtom XKingſtion in Surrey, was blown up 
with the magazine, containing forty bar- 
rels of gunpowder.

We your petitioners, with the utmoſt 
concern, have found ourſelves under the 
neceſſity of repreſenting to this Houſe, that 
the navigation and commerce of theſe king- 
doms have been continually expoſed to the 
growing inſolence of the Spaniſb privateers, 
from the commencement of this juſt and 
neceſſary war; that during its whole pro- 
greſs and continuance, notwithſtanding the 
repeated applications of the ſuffering mer- 
chants, for protection and redreſs, their 
loſſes and misfortunes have conſiderably in- 
creaſed of late, to the impoveriſhing of 
many of his Majeſty's ſubjects, the great 
detriment of trade in.general, the diminu- 
tion of his Majeſty's revenue, and the diſ- 
honour of the nation; that upwards of 
300 ſhips and veſſels have been already 
taken, the greateſt part of them in or near 
the Britiſh channel and ſoundings, and car- 
ried into St. Sebaſtian, and other adjacent 
ports; by which, numbers of his Majeſty's 
moſt uſeful ſubjects have been reduced to 
want and impriſonment, &c. &c. 

Petitions of the ſame nature were like- 
wiſe preſented from Bideford, Southampton, 
Liverpoc!, Lancaſter, &c. 

Jan. 26. The ſheriffs of London went 
up to Parliament with the petition of the 
Lord Mayor, aldermen, and Commons of 
the ſaid city, to the following effect: 

« At a time when a feeble enemy holds 
our naval power in deriſion, and. the con- 
duct and diſtrirution of our ſhips of war, 
are the ſubje& of univerſal cenſure, to re- 
main unconcerned and filent, would ill be- 
come the repreſentative body of this great 
metropolis, which ſo ſenfibly ſhares in 
every public misfortune : your petitioners 
therefore beg leave humbly to repreſent, 
that it is with the utmoſt grief we have ſeen 
the navigation and commerce of theſe king- 
doms ſo conſtantly interrupted, on our own 
£oaſts, and almoſt in fight of our late power- 
ful naval armaments, by the privateers of 


Spain, to the ruin of our trade, the en- |

riching of the enemy, and tlie diſgrate of 
the Britiſh name; that the loſſes hereby 
ſuſtained, the manner in which applications 
for redreſs have been often evaded, and 
other numerous inſtances of negligence and 
diſregard of the commercial intereſt of theſs 
kingdoms, whilſt a neighbouring nation is 
every day converting theſe errors to their 
own advantage, have given us the myſt 
dreadful apprehenſions, leſt our trade, the 
foundation of our wealth and power, and 
which has formerly enabled us to maintain 
the liberties of Europe, ſhould be transfer- 
red into the hands of our potent and dan- 
gerous rival; that we cannot but obſerve 
with concern, that thoſe ſhips of wa, 
which we might reaſonably have expected 
would have been employed in protecting our 
trade, have not contributed either thereto, 
or to the intereſt or honour of this nation; 
and that we have ſeen a powerful and well. 
provided fleet remaining inactive in our 
own ports, or more ingloriouſly putting to 
to ſea, without the appearance of any en- 
terprize in view, or even the poſſibility of 
meeting an enemy worthy of its attention, 
whilſt our trading veſſels have been daily 
expoſed in the Britiſþ channel and ſound- 
ings, to the privateers of a place ſo incon- 
fiderable as St. Sebaſtian, Notwithſtand- 
ing theſe various ſubjects of complaint, 
your petitioners do not hereby intend to 
ſignity the leaſt defire of a peace with Spain, 
until his Majeſty ſhall, by a vigorous pro- 
ſecution of the war, have obtained from the 
enemy an ample acknowledgment of his 
people's juſt rights, and the poſſeſſion of 
ſuch a pledge, as may effectually ſecure the 
freedom of navigation to our lateſt poſle- 
rity.“ ä

The other five, who were ſtanding round 
the ſcaffold below, had then their ſentences 
read to them, that of the veldt marſhal 
Munich to be quartered, and the other four 
beheaded; but at the ſame time the change 
into baniſhment was declared to each. 
Theſe laſt had all long beards; but the 
veldt marſhal was clean ſhaved, well dreſſed, 
and with as ere, intrepid, and uncon- 
cerned a countenance, as when he was 
Jeading the victorious armies of * 
againſt the Turks, but a little more than 
three years before, As another inſtance of 
the ſudden and great changes in the fortunes 
of men in this empire, Abraham Petrovitz 
Arab:ff, a negroe, was lately recalled from 
the baniſhment he had been in ever ſince 
Peter II. 's time, and her Ruſſian majeſty 
not only made him a major general, and 
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commandant at Rævel, but gave him a pre.

There 
were twelve mourning coaches with fix 
horſes each, beſide ſeveral coaches with fix, 
belonging to the prime nobility of the 
kingdom, The pall was ſuppotted by the 
dukes of Cleveland, Norfolk, Portland, and 
Richmond 3 the lady Phipps, daughter to 
the right honourable the lord Harvey, and 
brand daughter to her Grace, was chief 
mourner. |

A fire happened at Crediton 
in Devonſhire, which"conſumed about 1000 
houſes, and deſtroyed ſeveral people, The 
loſs was computed at 50,000/, of which, 
near half was inſured. 

Aug. 18. A general court of the Bank 
of England agreed to circulate Exchequer 
bills to the amount of 500,000/, at three 
per cent. 

A very unuſual ſtorm of hail, with 
thunder and lightning, did much damage 
in the north weſt part of the kingdom, 
The hail-ſtones were as big as hen's eggs, 


and broke the church and other windows 


in Tewkeſbury to the value of rocol. ſtruck 
off the ears of the corn, and killed ſeveral 
pigeons, The ftorm was felt almoſt with 
the ſame violence as far as Cheſter, ſo that 
in ſome places little of the wheat could be 


reaped, and they were obliged to turn their, 


hogs out, to eat up the reſt, 
Aug. 20. The confederate army was 
near Worms and Reichbauſen in the camp 
which the French lately had, and was to 
advance to Spire and Frankendale, which 
the elector Palatine's troops had quitted, to 
make room for them. The king of Great 
Britain's quarters were in the biſhop's pa- 
lace at Worms, near 100 miles from prince 
Charles's army, which was at the ſame time 
near Mullen, four leagues above Briſca, not 
far from Switzerland, and the Dutch troops 
were then got as far as Frankfort, within 
eicht leagues of Worms. 
The Emperor, though diſpoſſeſſed of his 
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hereditary dominions, and obliged to take 
ſanctuary in a neutral town for the ſecurity 
of his perſon, remained ſteady in his al- 
liance with France, and was confirmed in his 
adherence, by the remittance of one hundred 
ſixty thouſand florins; a ſum which might 
ſupport for ſome time the ſplendor of his 
court, and exempt him from the neceſſity 
of living by plunder, but could not enable 
him to re-enter his own country, or make 
any conſiderable effort to aſſiſt his ally. 

1 he Spaniards flill attempted to force a 
paſſage into Piedmont, and were ſtill re- 
pulſed wherever they endeavoured it; bav- 
ing lately been mortified with a defeat, 


which in attacking one of the paſſes, they 


received from the peaſants of the country, 
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The plague which ceaſed at Meſſina, as 


it appears, only becauſe there remained no 
more to be deſtroyed, ſtill continued in 
Calabria, and threatened the adjacent pro- 
vinces. The dread of this horrible invader 
produced a kind of truce in this country : 
ſo is the balance of nature ſupported; a 
peſtilence puts a ſtop to the devaſtations of 
a War. * 

Aug. 24. After the highland regiment 
left Scotland, the gentlemen of Argyleſpire 
were obliged, at their own expence, to 
raiſe a company of thirty men to protect 
their cattle, Sc. from the inroads of the 
neighbouring clans, 

The French and Spaniſh fleets blocked 
up in Toulon, the former conſiſting of 
eighteen ſhips, and the latter of ſixteen, 
well equipped, though not fully manned. 

The fortifications on the coaſts of both 
France and England, were put in order, to 
prevent hoſtilities, 


Sept. 1. Jobn Elliot and Francis Hole,

taken up as vagrants, and puniſhed accord- 
ingly. 

It having been a cuſtom for many years 
for thoſe who kept booths tor interludes at 
Southwark fair, to make a colle ion tor the 
debtors in the Marſhalſea pr:ſon ; but the 
fair this year being for three days only, 
they could not afford it; which the debtors 
reſenting, gut together a large quantity of 
ſtones and flung over the priſon- wall upon 
the bowling-green, whereby a child was 
killed in a woman's arms, and ſeveral 
people wounded and bruiſed. 

Sept. 19. At a court martial held at Portſ- 
mouth, admiral Steuart, preſident, a captain 
of one of his Majeſty's ithips of war being 
acquitted of cowardiſe, was found guilty uf 
neglect of his duty in the late expedition to 
La Guira in the Weſt-Indies, and diſmiſſed 
from his command, 

This month ſeveral ſhips of the Jamaica 
fleet ſuffered in a hurricane at ſea, 

Sept. 21. The lords juſtices ordered all 
the filk which was on board the Mermaid 
from Meffina, (notwuhſtanding their per- 
forming quarantine) to be burnt, and the 
merchants to be paid the value by the puh- 
lic. 

The new exchange at Briſtol, was opened 
in a very grand and pompous manner. The 
morning being uſhered in with ringing of 
bells, and firing of canon from Branden Hill, 
about eleven o'clock the mayor, aldermen, 
and common-council, met at the Guildhall 
in their ſcarlet robes, from whence, being 
attended by the maſter, wardens, aſſiſtants, 
and ſociety of merchants, Sc. they pro- 
ceeded in the following manner. 1. French 
horns. 2. Colſon's hoſpital boys, prec.eded 
by their maſter. 3. * Elizabeth's hoſ- 
pital boys preceded by their maſter. 4. The 
raging companies in their formalities, 
5. The city muſic. 6. The corporation 
officers, 7. The mayor, aldermen, and 
common- council, accompanied by the bo- 
nourable Edward Southewell, eſq. 8. The 
maſter, wardens, aſſiſtants, and ſociety of 
merchants. In this manner they proceeded 
from the Guildhall up Broad-ftreet, down 
Higb-ſtreet, along the back, into King- 
ſtreet, Rueen's-ſquare, Prince's-ftreet, along 
the key, and up dall frec to the Exchange, 
where being entered, counſellor Stephens, 
ſteward of the ſheriff's court, made a 
ſpeech upon the occaſion, addreſſing himſelt 
to the maſter and ſociety of merchants, and 
to the other trading companies. 

From the Exchange the company pro- 

| | ceeded 
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ceeded to the council-houſe, where they 
were regaled with wise, Sc. and from 
thence to the merchants-hall to an elegant 
dinner, provided by Sir Abraham Elton, 
mayor, for the entertainment of the corpo- 
ration and merchants, The other trading 
companies retiring to the like repaſt, at 
their own halls, were likewiſe preſented 
with wine at the mayor's expence. And to 
complete the general joy, the inferior 
workmen, concerned in building the Ex- 
change, had twenty-five guineas given 
them, to treat themſelves in their own way.

ns from Rome to Cifterna, the eldeſt ſet 


out accordingly in his poſt chaiſe with his | 
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uſual ſervants, at ten hours in the morning, 
leaving behind him his youngeſt brother, on 
pretence of his delicate conſtitution, who 
was to follow. The keys of the gate of 
Rome, called St. Jobn, were by a previous 
order left there tor this purpoſe the night 
before, At his arrival at the gate, it was 
opened for him, and ſhut again, A ſmall 
diſtance from the gate, he ordered his chaiſe 
to be ſtopped, telling his governor, who 
was with him in the chaiſe, that he would 
go on horſe-back, and by way of Albano, 
in order to arrive the ſooner at Ciſterna; to 
which end, three of his own ſaddle horſes 
and a groom were ready, as he himſelf had 
ordered the day before, with the moſt rigo- 
rous injunctions of ſecrecy, that it ſhould 
not be known to his father or brother, leſt 
he might be prevented going poſt, The 
governor, who was acquainted with all this, 
ſeemingly oppoſed the defign, and ſpoke 
aloud, ſometimes in Engliſh, and ſometimes | 
in Italian, entreating him in the ſtrongeſt 
manner not to expoſe himſelf to the danger 


of catching cold, and the accidents of riding 


poſt ſo far in ſuch bad roads and bad weather, 
with which his father would be highly 
offended. But the governor at laſt yielded 
to his entreaties, and the young man being 
on horſeback, attended by one perſon and a 
groom only, went full gallop towards A 


. bano; the governor apparently afflicted, be- 


tore he got into the chaiſe again, fell on 
purpoſe into a ditch to divert his poſtillion 
and people from obſerving which way the 
Pretender's ſon went. About half a mile 
out of the gate, the Pretender's ſon quitted 
the great road, turning by a croſs way that 
leads to Fraſcati; where being out of fight 
of his own people, and being too early for 
any paſſengers, he changed his wig and hat, 
and every thing that could diſcover him, and 
put on another wig and a courier's cap. The 
French groom likewiſe changed his cloaths. 
The other perſon who was with them went 
en by Fraſcati to Albano, with the cloaths 
the young man and the ſervant had quitted, 
and according to his inſtructions went from 
thence to Ciſterna the ſame evening, to ac- 
quaint the younger brother with the reaſon 
of the elder's not coming, pretending that 
he had fallen from his horſe and hurt him- 
ſelf a little, which obliged him to ſtay at 
Albano, entreating him in the ſtrongeſt 
manner, not to mention the accident to 
alarm their father, He aſked for two of 
the young man's ſhirts, with which he re- 
turned immediately to Albano. The Pre- 
tender's eldeſt ſon, after having chan get 
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cloaths, returned by the way of Fraſcati, 
towards Nome, and going round the walls, 
proceeded to Caprarola cardinal Acguayiva's 


houſe, with his own horſes, ſtopping only 


an hour at Monte Roſſo to refreſh them. 
He arrived there at nineteen hours, his 
ſervant perſonating an officer in the Spaniſb 
ſervices; and he a Spaniſb courier from Ci- 
vita Cafte/lang. Cardinal Acguaviva had 
cauſed two poſt horſes to be ready for him, 
with which he proceeded poſt with the 
greateſt diſpatch, notwithſtanding the great 
ſnows'that fell that day, and the extreme 
difficulties he met with in the night paſſing 
the mountain of Radicofani. He was pro- 
vided with a badge of a Spaniſb courier, 
and paſſports, which cardinal Acquaviva 
had obtained from the foreign miniſters at 
Rome in the name of marquis Spinelli, a re- 
lation of his, which paſiports were to be 


made uſe of in Tuſcany, and to facilitate 


his being readily furniſhed with horſes on 
the croſs roads. Travelling in this manner 
night and day, he arrived in the afternoon 
of the 11th at Maſſa, whence he wrote the 
firſt jetter to his father. After a ſhort reſt 
at Maſſa, he continued his journey towards 
Genoa, where he arrived the 1;th in the 
morning, addreſſing - himſelf to the Spaniſh 
poſt- maſter there, to whom he had been 
previouſly-recommended by cardinal Acgua- 
Viva, as an officer and a courier with diſ- 
patches of the laſt conſequence. There he 
went to bed for the firſt time, and took 


half a day's reſt, From Genoa he was to 


proceed poſt to Finale, where an embarka- 
tion was ready to convey him to Antibes: 
To conceal his departure, the duke Geatani 


continually wrote letters from Ciſterna to his 


acquaintance in Rome, to inform them, that 


both the Pretender's ſons were in good 


health, and diverted themſelves extremely 
well, having plenty of game, large quan- 
tities of which were ſevcral times ſent to 


Rome to divers people. Theſe accounts alſo ' 


ſaid, he was joined at Cenoa by an Engliſh» 
man and that from thence he went to Sa- 
vona, where he was obliged to ſtay three 


days on account of the bad weather: from 


thence he embarked for Antibes, where he 
arrived in good health. E

His Majeſty ſhips took three or four 
French prizes, and the Spanjards ſeveral 
Engliſh. . ' : 

A pardon was offered in the Gazette for 
all ſoldiers that had deſerted, provided they 
entered into his Majeſty ſervice. 

His Majeſty was pleaſed to nominate Dr, 
Thomas Cheyney, dean of Lincoln, in the 
room of Dr. Edward Willes, biſhop of Bath 
and Wells, | 

Francis Walavin, M. A. a prebendary of 
Canterbury, in the room of Dr, Samuel Liſle, 

biſhop of St. Aſaph. | 
Addreſſes were preſented from Edinburgh, 
Cornwall, Northampton, &. 

April 1. Six' regiments of foot were or- 
dered to be raiſed with all expedition, to re- 
place thoſe in Englazd, which were to be 
fent abroad. 

April 2. Sailed for the Mediterranean 
the fleet under the command of Sir Charles 
Hardy, conſiſting of one man of war of 
one hundred'guns, three of ninety, four of 
eighty, one of ſeventy, one of ſixty, one 
of fifty, a bomb ketch, a great number of 
ſtore-ſhips, &c. but afterwards put back. 

April 3. His Majeſty went to the Houſe 
of Peers with the uſual ſtate, and made the 
following moſt gracious” ſpeech from the 
thrones : | :

ought to have convinced our enemies, how 
ill- grounded any hopes of ſucceſs were, with 
which they might have vainly- flattered 
themſelyes in ſuch an attempt, To me it 
is the trueſt ſatis faction, and muſt be the 
greateſt ſecurity to my government, that, juſt 
at the time of entering into this war, I have 


had ſuch ſolenan. aſſurances and pledges of 


the fidelity and good affections of my people. 
Whatever colours may be endeavoured 
to be put on theſe injurious proceedings of 


ſhe court of France, I can appeal to the 
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whole world for the rectitude and equity of 


my conduct, always ſteadily directed to the 
defence of the antient allies of my crown, 


conformably to treaties, to the preſervation 


of the balance and liberties. of. Europe, and 
the maintenance of the commerce. and eſ- 
ſential intereſts af my kingdoms, purſuant 
to the advice of my Parliament, without 
invading the rights of any other power. 

« Under theſe circumſtances, I have de- 
clared war, on my part, againſt the French 
king, and have made the proper requiſitions 
to my allies, particularly the States Gene- 
ral of the United Provinces, (whoſe firm 
friendſhip I have ſo lately experienced) to 
join with me, and perform their engage- 
ments on this important occaſion. 

Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, 

c I take this; opportunity-to thank you 
for the readineſs and diſpatch with which 
you have already. granted me ſuch large 
ſupplies, and that on terms ſo advantageous 
to the public, although we were then ac- 
tually menaced with an invaſion, It would 
give me the utmoſt concern to ſee our ex- 
pences increaſed by this new event; but if 
you ſhall find any thing further neceſſary, 
for the ſupport of the honour of my crown, 
and your own ſecurity, in the preſent con- 
juncture, I depend on your wonted zeal to 
provide for it, bite. 

&« My Lords and Gentlemen, 

& In ſo juſt a cauſe, I rely on the Divine 
Protection, and on your vigorous and ef- 
fectual ſupport and aſſiſtance. Let the ene- 
mies of our peace, who have long aſpired 
at the univerſal monarchy of Europe, and 


| envied the liberty and flouriſhing condition 


of my kingdoms in particular, ſee, that 
Great Britain, in conjunction with her al- 
lies, is able to withſtand and defeat their 
deſtructive projects. I will do my part. I 
have no intereſt at heart but yours; and in 
that common intereſt let us all unite.”

« High and. mighty Lords, our good 
friends, allies, and confederates. The 
French king having received into his king- 
doms the ſon of the Pretender, and having 
in time of full peace, made immenſe pre- 
paration by land and ſea, with a view to in- 
troduce him, by fore of arms, into ours, in 
order to. deprive us, and our family after 
us, of our crown, and our faithful ſubjects 
of their laws, their liberty, and their reli- 
gion, your republic determined to loſe 
no time in ſhewing, by a conduct directly 
contrary to that of the ſaid. King, how 
much ſhe deteſted ſo enormous a violation of 


the ſacred ties, by which princes and ſtates 


are united. Our miniſter plenipotentiary 


at the Hague has already declared to you, by 


our order, how thankfully we received the 
; ſaccour 
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upon that occaſion. We would no longer 
defer repeating thoſe acknowledgements to 
you, under our own hand ; and as France 
has, fince that period, carried her ill de- 
ſigus to the greateſt length, by openly de- 
claring war againſt us, upon frivolous and 
unjuſt pretences, under colour of which, 
the attempts to juſtify her own conduct, 
and to blacken ours, alledging accuſations 
without proof, and facts without founda- 
tion, we find ourſelves, with great regret, 
obliged to demand the entire execution of 
the treaties between us, on your part, by 
xequiring you, in purſuance of that of the 
year 1678, to come to an open rupture with 
France, offering to concert immediately 
with you all ſuch meaſures as may be ne- 
ceſſary, as well for carrying on the war 


- againſt the common enemy, as for provid- 


ing for our mutual ſafety, in the moſt 


effectual manner. You are not ignorant, 


high and mighty Lords, with how much 
zeal and good faith, we have oppoſed the 
efforts made by that crown, towards over- 
turning that order of ſucceſſion eſtabliſhed 
by the late Emperor, which ſhe had obliged 
herſelf to guarantee, in the ſame manner, 


that we, and that your commonwealth had 


obliged ourſelves thereto ; and towards the 
deſtruction of a family, which ſhe had en- 
gaged by the moſt ſolemn treaties to ſup- 

rt: you approved the conduct which we 

1d therein: you went ſtil! farther; you 
concurred with us in it, and you do ſtill 
concur with us. From thence proceeds the 
unjuſt war, which that King has already 
declared againſt us, and which he gives 
you notice to be intended at the ſame time 
againſt your ſtate, by the armies wherewith 
he now overſpreads your frontiers, and 
threatens your barrier. In order to ſecure 
that rampart of your dominions, we 
thought ourſelves obliged to exceed what 
we were ſtrictly engaged to by the treaty 
of 1715, by keeping a very conſiderable

upon, and oblige you to declare war, in 


join the whole forces of your tepublic, 
by fea and land, to ours, in order to check 
the unjuſt and dangerous amhition of an 
enemy, ho has been in the courſe of for- 
mer wars, more than once obliged, by the 
union of thoſe forces, to reſtore peace to 
Europe; and who will not fail by the ſame 
means, and with the aſſiſtance of Al- 
mighty God, to be again obliged to it. 
Such a number of eſſential motives as we 
have alledged, give us cauſe to rely upon a 
favourable reſolution an the part of yeur re- 
public: and accordingly, in that juſt hope 
and expectation, we conclude this letter, 
praying God to keep you, high and mighty 
Lords, our good friends, allies, and confe- 

derates, in his holy and worthy protection.

ties, and how much they tended to over- 
'turn your Majeſty's government, and the

On the 18th Menim, whoſe garriſon con- 
ſiſted but of 1600 men, was inveſted by 


40, ooo French; the fiege was carried on

They had ſeized moſt of the ſmall poſts on

May 3. The allied army conſiſting of

June 4. At noon there began a moſt vio- 
lent ſtorm of lightning, thunder, hail, and 
rain at Gloceſter, which laſted the whole 
afternoon, and did much damage, In the 
north Highlands, in Scotland, was a ſtorm 
of thunder, lightning, and rain, which 
cauſed a great inundation, and carried away 
ſome houſes, and two fine bridges built by 
general Wade. | 

The twenty Dutch men of war were 
ordered to join the Engliſb fleet at Port- 
mouth.

At Higham Park, in Northamptonſhireg 
was diſcovered a great number of very large 
ſheets of lead ſpread ſmooth on each other, 
under which was concealed a large quantity 
of plate, &c. ſuppoſed to have been buried 
there in the time of Oliver Cromevell. 

The king of France ſtill preſſed forward 
from one ſiege to another, without the leaft 
fear of interruption from the allies, who were 
encamped near Oudenarde in a poſt fo advan- 
tageous, they imagined themſelves ſecure 


from danger; though their enemies were 


more than double their number : but were 
obliged to ſuffer the mortification of ſeeing 
that country recovered in a few days by the 
French; which it require years in the laſt 
war to take from them. | 

The governor of Menin, having obtained 


an honourable capitulation, on June 5, 


marched with all the honours of war, drums 
beating, and colours flying, with their 
equipages, and all guns ſtamped with the 
Dutch arms, fixty carriages drawn by four 
horſes each. The Proteſtant and other in- 
habitants remained in poſſeſſion of all their 
rights. | 

June 9. Ambleteuſe, a ſmall town, two 
leagues to the eaſt of Boulogne, was de- 
ſtroyed by one of his Majeſty's fifty gun 
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Several gentlemen, merchants, &c. in 
Dublin, ſubſcrived to fit out privateers, to 
cruise on the French and Spaniards. 

June 11. A fire broke out at Sir William 
Calvert's grainery, in Thames ftreet, which 
conſumed the ſame with above fifty bags of 
Hops, and 4600 quarters of malt, and da- 
maged near 1000 more, with part of a 
houſe. The prince of Wales was preſent 
encouraging the firemen, among whom he 
ordered 100 guineas to be diſtributed, and 
a handſome preſent to Sir William's own 
ſervants. 

June 12, A machine invented by the late 
Mr. King, for cutting off the piles of the 


centres to the arches of * bridge 


cloſe to the bottom of the river, being tried 
in preſence of ſeveral perſons of quality, eut 
off a pile in four minutes, and met with 
general approbation. 

The French ſeized and fortified the paſs 
of Belem, which commanded the canal be- 
tween Ghent and Bruges, which enabled 
them to hinder the junction of the troops 
ſent from England with the army; they 
landed at Oflend, and continued part of that 
garriſon. 

June 13. The grand jury for the county 
of Middleſex, having found a bill againſt colo- 
nel Cecil for miſprifion of treaſon, he was 
ordered to continue on his recognizance till 
the firſt day of next term. 

The French inveſted Ypres, and opened 
the trenches before it on the 7th inſtant. 
A horn work was taken on the gth, at the 
third attack, with ſword in hand. They 
then carried on their attacks on three fides, 
firing from 120 cannon and 40 mortars. 
On the 12th at night, they took the co- 
vered way; upon which the lower town 
was abandoned by the troops. On the 
24th the place ſurrendered on honourable 
terms. In the ſeveral attacks, the French 
Loſt between three and four thouſand men, 
and the garriſon had but three hundred 
Killed or wounded. 

June 14. By his Majeſty's royal pro- 
clamation, the ſhares which flag-officers 
were to receive out of prices, were ſettled in 
the following manner : Firſt, a flag-officer 
commanding in chief, upon ſervice, have 
one-eigbth part of all prizes taken by ſhips 
under his command. Secondly, a flag- 
officer ſent to command at Jamaica, or elſe- 
where, was to have no right to any ſhare 
of prizes taken by ſhips employed there, 
before he arrives within the limits of his 
command, Thirdly, when an inferior 
flag- officer, or private ſhip, ſent out to 


a 
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or elſewhere, the ſaid ſuperior flag- officer 
was to have no right to any ſhare in prizes 
taken by them, before their acrival within 
the limits of his command, Fourthly, 2 
chief flag-officer returning home from 

amaica, or elſewhere, was to have no ſhare 
in prizes taken by the ſhips left at Jamaica, 
or elſewhere, after he has got out of the 
limits of his command. Fifthly, a flag. 
officer ſent to command in the out ports 
of this kingdom, was to have no ſhare in 
prizes taken by ſhips that ſailed from that 
port, by order from the Admiralty, Sixth. 
ly, when more flag-officers than one ſerve 
together, the eighth part of all prizes taken 
by any ſhips of the fleet or ſquadron, was 
to be divided in the following proportion, 
viz. If there be but two flag-officers, the 
chief to haye two third parts, and the other 
to have the remaining third part ; but if 
the number of flag-officers be more than 
two, the chief to have only one half, and 
the other half to be divided equally among 
the other flag-officers. Seventhly, that 
commodores, with captains under them, 
were to be eſteemed as flag-officers, with 
reſpect to their right to an eighth part of 
prizes, whether commanding in chief, or 
ſerving under command.

the city damaged; a ftorm of rain was ſo 


great at the ſame time, that the ſtreets and 
cellars were filled with water, the ſteeple 
of Libertun church was ruined, and in the 
eaſt end of the church a ſmooth round hole 
made, as if done with the greateſt art, A 
man and a horſe were killed near Strath- 
migloe. The hailftones meaſured five inches 
round, and entirely threſhed the ſtanding 
corn. 

Aug. 16. The French and Spaniſh pri- 
ſoners, ſecured in one of the priſons near 
Plymouth, having quarrelled and fought, 
the Spaniards wanting weapons to do more 
execution than their fiſts, got the nails 
out of the floor, and ſharpened them to 


lacerate the French, at the next aſſault; 


but this being diſcovered, they were ſe- 
parated. The number of both nations in 
and near Plymouth was reckoned to 'be 
2,000; and of the French ſeamen only 2 — 
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the ſeveral ports of his Majeſty's dominions 
above 8,000, T 

Aug. 22, At a court of admiralty at 
Dottors-commons were condemned as a 
legal capture, the Aguapulca ſhip and her 


treaſure, amounting to 1,600,000/. 
Aug. 28. Purſuant to a prudent reſo- 


lution of the Lord Mayor and court of alder- 


men, in forbidding plays and interludes at 
Hartholemew fair in Smithfield, nv booths 
were erected this year for that purpoſe, and 
the fair terminated in a more peaceable 
manner than it had done in the memory of 
man. The care of the juſtices alſo pre- 
vented interludes, and tippling booths, and 
the uſual diſorders at the fair for Welfb 
cattle near Iſlington.

The people in 
Pert-Royal were terribly afraid of a deluge 
the town being two or three feet overflowed 
from the harbour, and the ſea threatening 
deſtruction, wv hich the wall moſt happily 
prevented; they met with great damages in 
their houſes, Sc. In the country, ſeveral 
plantations, houſes, works, Sc. were de- 
ftroyed 3 many people, both white and 
black, drowned ; and cattle, ſheep, poultry, 
and proviſions in great quantities of all 
kinds, deſtroyed by the fury of the tempeſt 
and rapidity of the overflowing rivers. Of 
his Majeſty's ſhips, the Prince of Orange, 
Bonetta, and Thunder bomb were wrecked, 
but the people ſaved ; the Montague aground, 
bulged, loſt her maſts, people ſaved ; the 
St. Alban's and Experiment aſhore, the peo- 
ple ſaved, and both got off; the Greenwich 
ſunk, and captain Allen, lieutenant Bat- 
terſevorth, and ſeventy men drowned ; the 
Lark hulk ſunk, and about twenty white 


men and ninety negroes drowned ; the 


greater part of the merchant ſhips got off, 
and moſt of their cargoes ſaved. Sir Cha- 
loner Ogle with ſeveral men of war were 
abroad on a cruize. | 

Oct. 23. The republic of Genoa ſud- 
denly put a ſtop to her armament, and ſeem- 


ed inclined to obſerve a ſtrict neutrality, 


The fleet at Mabon, the 24th of Septen- 
ber, under the command of admiral Rowley, 


conſiſted of forty-one ſhips of war, viz. four 


of ninety guns, eight of eighty, eleven of 
ſeventy, four of ſixty, ſeven of fifty, four 
of forty, three of twenty, befides fireſhips, 
bombs, loops, Sc. all in good order. 
The combined army having ſuffered ma- 
ny hardſhips, during the latter part of the 
campaign, from winds and rain, which 
were ſo violent for three days, that great 
numbers fickened and were ſent to the hoſ- 
pitals ; and as the continuance in the field, 


muſt have been attended with greater miſ- 


chiefs, it was concluded they ſhould go into 
winter quarters: accordingly the Englijb 
horſe guards and regiments of horſe pro- 
ceeded to Bruſſels, and the foot and dra- 
goons to Ghent and Bruges ; the Dutch, 


. Auſtrians, and Hanoverians went like wiſe t0 


their reſpective quarters. 
The ſuccours granted to the queen of 


Hungary by the king of Poland, as _ 
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of Sareny, conſiſted of 6168 horſe and 
18,027 foot in all 24, 190 effective men. 
The capitulation for the ſurrender of 
Prague to the French was ſigned the 16th, 
only fix days after the trenches were opened. 
The King left a garriſon of 6 men 
in Prague, and ordered them to lie in the 
freets before the burghers houſes, who 
were forbid on pain of death to ſtir out at 
night; bis Majeſty left there likewiſe a 
large train of artillery, while he marched 
ſouthward up the Moldazo to Tabor, from 
whence he ſent out detachments under lieu- 
tenant-general de Naſſau, who after ſome 
ſeirmiſnes took the important towns of 
Budveis and Teyn, and the ftrong caſtle of 
Frauenbourg, whoſe garrfons made condi- 
tions to retire, By the conqueſt of theſe 
places, he was maſter of all Bohemia on the 
eaſt of the river Moldaww, a 
November. The deputy- governor of An- 
puilla, aſſiſted by two privateers from St. 
Kitt's, drove the French out of their half 
of the iſland of St. Martin's, and took poſ- 
ſeſſion of it, ſettled and provided for the 


defence thereof. The French inhabitants 


of St. Bartholomewo's ſurrendered that iſland, 
and declared themſelves to be thencefor- 
ward his Britannic majeſty's ſubjects. 

The miniſters at the diet, from the elec- 


tors of Mentz, Triers, Cologne, Saxony, Ha- 


rover, and five other princes, preſented a 
memorial againſt the French troops taking 
quarters in the firſt-named electorates. 
Sweden made a reduction in their troops 
of thirty men in a company. | 
Mr. Titley obtained from Denmark,, that 
booo men ſhould march into Holftein, to 
be ready to aſſiſt in the defence of Hanover. 
Nev, 9. Proclamations were ifſued for 


a general faſt throughout * and Scot- 


land, on the gth of January following. 

Alſo one for appointing the diſtribution 
of the bounty, for taking or deſtroying 
ſhips of war, or privateers of the enemy. 

Another was likewiſe iſſued, whereby a 


teward of 1001. was ordered for apprehend- 


ing and convicting a ſtreet- robber, between 
08, 1, and May next. | 

Nov. 12. Capt. Knight, in the St, Al- 
bar's, affiſted by another man of war, hav- 
ing been at Porto Bello to demand an Eng- 
liſh ſhip that was ſeized trading there, 
which the Governor retuſe to deliver up, 
they bombarded the town, drove the Go- 
vernor and his garriſon out, beat down his 
houſe and all the public buildings. 

The French, after a fiege of thirty days, 
curied on by an army of 70,c00 men, in 


the ſight of their King, at laſt, with the 


loſs of 18,000, obliged the garriſon of Fri-' 
Bourg to capitulate.

The queen of 
Hungary, though attacked and invaded by 
powers from whom ſhe had the leaſt reaſon 
to expect ſuch a conduct, has ſhewn the 
greateſt conftancy and reſolution; and the 
king of Poland, purſuant to his engage- 
ments with her, hath ſent a very conſi- 
derable force to her aſſiſtance. The king 
of Sardinia, with a magnanimity and firm» 
neſs ſuperior to the greateſt difficulties, has, 
with the aſſiſtance of my fleet, reſiſted the 
combined forces of France and Spain ſent 
againſt him; and at laſt happily defeated 
an enterprize formed for his deſtruction, 
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and for the reduction of Italy, as well as moſt 
of the ports in the Mediterranean, under 
the power of the houſe of Bourbon. Though 
our ſucceſs has not been anſwerahle to our 


wiſhes, yet the vaſt expectations and de- 


figns of our enemies, built upon new in- 
trigues and alliances, and an additional 
ſtrength, have not hitherto taken place, 
and will, J hope, by the bleſſing of God, 


and the mutual united vigour of Great Bri- 


tain and her allies, be diſappointed, In 
cunjunction with them, and with their ef- 
fectual aſſiſtance, and your ſupport, I am 
determined to carry on the war in ſuch a 
manner, as may be moſt conducive to that 
im t end, which is my ſole aim, a 
ſafe and honourable peace; it being my 
firm reſolution, never to abandon my al- 


| lies, and to procure the utmoſt ſecurity to

allies, particularly my good friends the 
States-general of the United Provinces, to

« Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons,

be pleaſed to appoint a proper perſon or per- 
ſons, to collect all the evidence neceſſary 
for the trials of the ſaid ſeveral command- 
ers and officers, and to. proſecute them ef- 
fectually; in order to bring thoſe to con- 
dign puniſhment, through whoſe miſcon- 
duct it ſhall be found, that ſuch diſcredit 


has been brought upon his Majeſty's a, 
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the honour of the nation ſacrificed, and 
ſuch an opportunity loſt of doing the moſt 
important ſervice to the common cauſe, 
They received the following anſwer. 

« Gentlemen, 

« ] will give proper orders for the ſpeedy 
and effectual holding of courts martial, ac- 
cording to your deſire. I am ſenſible how 
much depends upon preſerving an exact diſ-

were ordered in every ſtation about the 


metropolis.

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By letters of the zoth inſt. from Ber- 
wick, the rebels had not then moved from 
Edinburgh. The officers, &c. they had 
taken priſoners in the late action near 
Trament, were on the 28th and 29th ſent to 
Perth ; the wounded remained in the in- 
firmary at Edinburgh. The rebels took 


poſſeſſion of all the avenues on the 29th at 


night, leading to the caſtle, in order to 
block it up. 02. 1. About eleven o'clock 
in the forenoon, they began to dig a trench 
eroſs the ſtreet of Edinburgb, a little below 
the reſer voir on the caſtle- bill ; about three 
in the afternoon, the garriſon in the caſtle 
fired on them with ſmall arms, killed three 
of the rebels, and wounded the officer who 
commanded the party; upon which they 
diſcontinued to work at the trench. About 
four o'clock, ſome great guns were fired 
from the caſtle, which did little or no da- 
mage to the town ; immediately on the 
firing from the caſtle, the Pretender's ſon 
left the abbey, and retired to the camp at 
Dudding fton, where the main body of the 
rebels were on the 4th. The city of Glaſ- 
goto received a ſecond letter from the Pre- 
tender's ſon, for 15, ooo“. accompanied 
with threats of military execution, but got 
it leſſened to 5500/. which ſum they were 
obliged to pay immediately. Upon the 
gth, the garriſon of the caſtle of Edin- 
burgb, under favour of a great fire of their 
. cannon from the half-moon, made a trench 
croſs the caſtle-hill, half way between the 
gate and the houſes, fourteen feet broad 
and fixteen deep, and from the parapet, 
made by the earth dug out of the trench on 


| the fide next the caſtle, with the fire of 
200 men of the garriſon, cleared the bloc- 


kade. Upon the 5th, by the help of the 
town's people, they obtained twenty black 
cattle, a quantity of bread and ale, and 
water from the refervoir. About five that 
evening, a conſiderable detachment of the 
rebels marched up to the caſtle-hill, to at- 
tack. the party of the garrifon in the trench, 
who retreated into the caſtle upon their ap- 
proach without lofing a man ; the rebels in 
creeping up the ſouth fide of the hill, had 
twenty of their men killed by the cannon 
from the caſtle, About nine the ſame 
night, between four and 5000 of them 
marched into the town from their camp, 
and remained in it all night, but none of 
them durſt appear within the reach of the 
cannon. They were employing all the 
farriers about the town to ſhoe their horſes, 
and give out that they intended to march 


upon the $th towards Berwick, with gooo | 


men. On the rith, Glenbucket and lord 
Ogilvy joined them with a reinforcement of 
700 men. They would not ſuffer any pro- 
viſions to be carried out to the Fox man of 
war, lying in the road of Leith, and the 
captain of that ſhip had taken care to pre. 
vent any veſſel crofling the Firth. They 
had ordered the landlords of all the houſes 
of Edinburgh to pay in half a crown in the 
pound of all their rents as upon the 7th, 
Great numbers of the rebels having been 
poſted in the houſes near the caſtle, gene. 
ral Gueft had been obliged not only to fire 
upon them, hut likewiſe to march out 
and burn them to the ground : that there. 
upon another order for reſtoring the com- 
munication was, upon the 5th, paſted up 
at the ſeveral gates of the town, and ever 
fince the garriſon had been plentifully ſup- 
plied with every thing they wanted. Five 
hundred men from Aberdeenſhire had joined 
the rebels; they marched into Dalkeith 
upon the gth and Toth, under the com- 
mand of lord Pitfligze—100 horſes had been 
demanded of the duke of Bucclzugh's cham- 
berlain : the town of Leith had received 
notice to provide a large number of horſes 
and carts, which were to be ready againſt

. T2th ; that they had ſeized ſeveral horſes 


in Edinburgh, and the adjacent country, and 
kad loft ſeveral men by deſertion; great 
numbers of the inhabitants had retired, A 
Scotch ſhip arrived at Montrofe, and brought 
money and arms, and ſome officers, for the 
uſe of the rebels who continued upon the 
13th in and about Fdinburgh, without any 
appearance of an immediate march from 
thence, though they continued iſſuing or- 
ders for the country horſes to come in to 
them upon the 15th, upon pain of military 
execution. Theſe orders extended not only 
to the Lothians, but even to Hamilton, of 
which place 100 horſes had been demanded. 
The rebels had formed a ſcheme for getting 


into their hands a ſhip in Leith road, on 
board of which were ſome new pieces of 


cannon, about twenty-five barrels of pow- 
der, and ſome firelocks; four maſters of 
ſhips had undertaken to go off to her with 
eighteen hands, cut her cable, and let her 
drive : but the night before this was to 
have been executed, captain Beaver, of 
his Majeſty's ſhip the Fox, got intelligence 
of the plot, and immediately put twenty 
of his hands on board her, and moored her 
under his own ſtern.

For provi- 
ſion, they had live cattle, and kept a drove 
along with them; oatmeal they took where 
they could find it, and carried it in a bag 
at their ſides, and eat it morning and even- 
ing with water. They marched at a great 
rate, and expreſſed a deſire of getting into 
Their officers lodged in vil- 
lages, but the men always encamped at 
night. About day- break they began to 
move, or ſooner if the moon ſhone, and 
and puſhed on as hard as poſſible, 

Nov. 12. A fire happened at Rycaut,

Upon the firſt approach 
of the rebels, the garriſon gave out that 
themſelves were 3000 ſtrong; upon which 
the rebels durſt not attempt the city imme - 
diately, but went forward towards * 
ton; from whence they returned on the 
ich. The garriſon kept continually firing

upon them, till they were obliged, on the 
14th, by the manager in the town, to 


deſiſt, and come off from the walls, and 


continued fo all that aight; during which 
time the terms of capitulation were ſettled. 
Next morning they obſerved that the rebels 


had entrenched themſelves before the town; 


upon which the garriſon renewed their fire 
with great ſpirit and*bravery, but ſoon re- 
ceived orders again to deſiſt, for he capi- 
tulation was agreed upon, The duke of 
Perth, with his diviſion, were the firſt of 
the rebels that entered Carliſle, the Pre- 
tender being then fix miles from the city. 
They made the garriſon ſwear never to ap- 
pear in arms any more againſt them; and 
Perth ſhaking the men by the hands, told 
them they were brave fellows, and offered 
them great ſums to enliſt with him, The 
rebels took above 200 good horſes, and all 
the arms from the militia, beſides 1000 
ſtand lodged in the caſtle. They alſo found 
a rich booty in the caſtle; the people of 
the country round about having brought 
thither, for ſafety, the moſt valuable of 
their effects. The marquis of Tullibardin 
was killed by the firſt fire from the walls 
on the 1oth. The town capitulated on the 
14th, in the evening; and on the 15th, 
at ten o'clock in the morning, it was given 
up. About one in the afternoon the rebels 
entered the city, and the next morning the 
caſtle was ſurrendered to them. Several of

About 2co of the rebels came to a paſs 
three miles from Marcheſter, leading to 
Nnots ford, and made a ſort of bridge ove” 
the river, by filling it with trees that they 
had felled, and advanced to Altringham :

Eight hundred Jriſh and Scotch, with 
lord John Drummond, in fix tranſports, 
from Dunkirk, landed at Montroſe, Stone- 
hive, and Peter bead: the rebels in and near 
Perth, by this reinforement, were 3000 
ſtrong; and having advice that they in- 
tended to force a paſſage near Sterling, 
lieutenant general Handaſyd had ordered a 
conſiderable force to march thither. Ad- 
miral Byng, with ſome of his Majeſty's 
ſhips, arrived, and cruized off the har- 
bour. 

Dec. 1. His Majeſty granted a com-

& Whereas by an act of Parliament made 
in the twenty-ſeventh year of queen Eliza- 
beth, it is enacted, that it ſhall not be 
lawful for any Jeſuit or Popiſh prieſt, born 
within this realm, or any other our do- 
minions, to come into, or be, or remain in 
any part thereof, under the penalty of being 
guilcy of high treaſon, in caſe he ſhall not, 
within three days after he ſhall come into' 


this realm, ſubmit himſelf to ſome biſhop 


of this realm, or to ſome juſtice of the 
peace, and take the oaths; and every per- 
ſon, who ſhall wittingly and willingly re- 
ceive or maintain ſuch Jeſuit or Popiſh 
prieſt, ſhall be gnilty of felony without 
benefit of clergy; and by the ſame act it is 
further enacted, that if any ſubje& ſhall 
know that any ſuch prieſt is within the

land arrived at Macclesfield with two regi- 
ments of dragoons, having marched from 


Litchfield in two days, through terrible 


roads: the thouſand foot were within an 
hour's march of that place, and the duke 
of Richmond was expected there that eve - 
ning with the remainder of the cavalry, 
Upon hearing of the arrival of the-Duke's 
advanced guard with the quarter-maſters, 
the rebels quitted Mancheſter with the ut- 
moſt hurry and confuſion, and went to- 
wards Wigan.

The empreſs of Ruſſa not only declared 
to the French mini ber abhorrence of 
2 preſent rebellion in Scotland, which 

e knew to be fomented by his maſter, 
but alſo her readineſs upon the firſt requiſi- 
tion to ſend to the aſſiſtance of Grear-Bri- 
tain, the troops ſtipulated by treaty. Orders 
had been ſent to general Kerb, who com - 
manded in chief the Ru ſſian autiliares to the 
king of Poland, that he ſhould immediately 
advance againſt the Pruſſian dominions, as 
ſoon as news came that the king of Pruſſia 
had committed hoffilities againft Saxony 3 
but their march was ſuſpended'by advice of 
a peace concluded between the contending 
powers. : x 

The general contents of this peace were, 
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1. The king of Pruffia acknowledges the 
Emperor. 

2. The eleQor Palatine, who is com- 
priſed in this treaty, does the ſame. 

3- His Imperial majeſty confirms, in fa- 
vour of the king of Pruſſia, certain privi- 
leges, de non evocando, conceded to his Pruſ- 
ian majeſty by the late emperor Charles VII. 
with regard to certain provinces and eſtates 
in the king of Pruſſia's poſſeſſion, not ap- 
pertaining to the electorate of Brandenburgb. 

In the treaty with Saxony it is ſtipulated, 

1. That all the contributions that the 
electorate was to furniſh to his Pruſſian ma- 
jeſty to the 22d of December, incluſive, 
ſhould be retained to his proper uſe, and 
that a million of German crowns ſhould be 
paid at the next fair at Leipfick, with in- 
tereſt at 5/. per cent, to be counted from 
the day of ſigning, to the time of his quit- 
ting the capital, x 

2. That the ſubjects of his Pruſſian ma- 
jeſty, who are intereſted in the Steur of 


Saxony, ſhall be exactly paid. 


3. That the king of Poland, as elector 
of Saxony, ſhall not innovate any thing to 
the prejudice of the Proteſtant religion in 
that electorate. 

4. It is alſo ſtipulated, that the ſoldiers 
which have inliſted fince the Pruſſians en- 
tered the electorate, ſhall remain in that 
ſervice, :

The whole amount of three 
nights acting the Beggar's Opera, propoſed 
by Mrs. Cibber, who acted Polly gratis, 
making 600. was paid by Mr, Rich into 
the chamber of London, for the encourage- 
ment of the ſoldiers. Every comedian 
played gratis, and the tallow- chandlers gave 
the candles. 

Dec. 21. Letters received from the duke 
of Cumberland, by a meſſenger who left his 
Royal Highneſs on Thurſday morning laſt, 
brought an account, that he came up with 
the rebels on Wedneſday night with his ca- 


Lowther-ball, which the rebels abandoned 
on our approach, and threw themſelves in- 
to a village called Clifton, within three 
miles of Penrith, which village his Royal

It was ſo dark, and the country ſo covered, 
that it was impoſſible to purſue them that 
night, and the troops being fatigued with 
the forced marches they had made through 
very bad roads, they halted at Penrich on 
Thurſday. 

Dec. 20. Marſhal Wade arrived at New- 
caſtle, and gave orders for the immediate 
march of 1000 foot and 50 horſe, to join 
his royal highneſs the duke of Cumberland 
in the neighbourhood of Carliſle. | 

Dec. 21. The rebels, in number about 
3000, came to Annan, about eleven o'clock 
at night, and ſtaid till ten the next morn- 
ing, except about four or 500, who pro- 
ceeded forward to Dumfries over night. 
Amongſt thoſe who ſtaid were the young 
Pretender, the perſons tiling themſelves 
duke of Perth, and the French ambaſſador, 
as alſo Lochiel, Clanronnald, Glengarrie, and 
Keppech. Lord Elcho went this night with 
the 400 to Dumfries, as did the reſt the 
next day. 

Another body of the rebels, of about 
2000, marched next night from the E to 

Ecclefecban, and ſtaid there all night, The 
Mac Pherſons were of this party, and lord 
Ogilvy was with them. 

Dec. 23. The rebels remained at Dum- 
Fries till ſeven o'clock this morning, at 
which time they. began to march, and had 
all left the town before eight. They de- 
manded 2000. contribution at Dumfries, 
tool, whereof was immediately paid, and

with them two | gentlemen as priſoners, 
They alſo inſiſted on 1000 pair of ſhoes, 
paid nothing for quarters, and did a prodi- 
gious deal of miſchief every where.

The rebels who went to Mofar, | 


and were computed about 2000 in number, 
had orders not to march from that place till 
this day, The young Pretender, duke of 
Perth, lord Elcho, lord Pifligo, Lochiel and 
Keppoch, went by Dumfries; lord Tullibar- 
dine, lord George Murray, lords Ogilvy and 
Nairn went by Moffat. g 
Dec. 23. The main body of the rebels 
was in Penrith upon Wedneſday the 18th, 
when their rear-guard, which conſiſted 
of about 1000 of their beſt men, was dri- 
ven out of the village of Clifton, by about 
300 diſmounted dragoons, twelve of whom 
were killed and twenty-four wounded. As 
ſoon as the news arrived at Penrith, orders 
were given by the rebels for a march forth- 
with, and about eight that evening they ſet 
out from thence, and continued marching 
towards Carliſle, where they arrived at nine 
o'clock the next morning. The ſame morn- 
ing St. George's dragoons went into Pen- 
rith, where they continued all that night, 
and on Friday the 2oth, His royal high- 
neſs the Duke halted there with the reſt of 
the army on Friday. At four o'clock on Sa- 
turday morning they marched in three co- 
lumns towards Carlifle, his Royal Highneſs 
with the infantry making the centre along 
the poſt road, and the horſe and dragoons in 
two columns, one on his right by Armath- 
wate, and the other on the left by Hutton- 
hall ; they joined on Carlton- moor, and took 
their quarters in the villages round Carliſle, 
which place the rebels left on Friday, hav« 
ing ſtaid there but one night to change the 
garriſon. Whilſt the Highlanders were in 
Penrith, they were guilty of great exceſſes; 
they broke open ſeveral houſes and ſhops, 
took away great quantities of the goods, 
and threw into the ſtreets, and ſpoiled or 
deſtroyed what they could not carry off. 
| Two regiments of foot and two of dra- 
goons arrived at Edinburgh from Stirling. 
Lord Lovat, whoſe ſon was with the re- 
bels, was made a priſoner, by a party of 
the earl of Loudon, who went to Aberdeen,

The daring attempt, which 
the rebels have fince made upon this part of 
my kingdom, has been happily diſappuint- 
ed; and, as their precipitate flight, before 
a ſmall number of my troops, muſt greatly 
diſpirit their followers ; ſo, that inviolable 
duty, and loyalty, which have been fo 
univerſally and fteadily, ſhewn by my 
faithful ſubjects, and ſhall never be forgot- 
ten by me, muſt convince them how vain 
and ill-grounded their hopes were of any 
addition of flrength from ſuch an enter- 
prize. I have not only ſent a conſiderable 
body of our national forces into Scotland, 
and ordered the Heſſian troops, in my pay, 
to be landed there; but have alſo made 
ſuch a diſpoſition of the reſt of my forces 
by land, as well as by fea, that, I hope, 
by the bleſſing of God, this rebellion will, 
in a ſhort time, be extinguiſhed ; and our 
enemies, who have ſo long menaced us 
with an invaſion, be deterred by the ſea-

ſonable preparations made for our defence. 

« The election of the Emperor, which 
I very zealouſly promoted, was an event 
of great importance, not only to the ſup- 
port of the Houſe of Auſtria, but to the 
liberties of Eurcpe in general. I did alſo, 
during the courſe of the laſt year, exert 
my earneſt endeavours to bring ahout an 
accommodation between the Empreſs, the 
king of Poland, and the king of Pruſſia ; 
and laid a proper toundation for it, by the 
convention, made between me, and the 
king of Pruſſia. This great work being 
at length perfected, under my mediation, 
by the treaty lately concluded at Dreſ- 
dn, the interior tranquility of Germany, 
zmongſt the princes of the empire, is now 
reſtored; my next care has been, and ſhall 
continue to be, applied to improve this ac- 
commodation to the beſt advantage, by pro- 
curing an immediate ſuccour to be ſent to 
Lay; and ſuch a ſtrength for the defence, 
and ſecurity of the United Provinces, as 
may preſerve that republic, the ancient, 
2nd natural ally of this kingdom, and one 
min ſupport of the Proteſtant cauſe, from 
th deſtruction, with which it is threaten- 
ed; as well as to attain a ſafe, and ho- 
nourable peace. 'The States General have 
made the moſt preſſing inſtances to me, to 
aſſt them in this difficult conjuncture. 
The imminent dangers, to which they are, 
at preſent, expoſed, which do ſo nearly af- 
ſect the ſafety of Great Britain, as well as 
the very being of Holland, call for our 
moſt ſerious attention : for the intereſts of 
the two nations are ſo united, that what- 


ſoever brings ruin upon the one, muſt, in - 


conſequence, be attended with the moſt 
fatal miſchiefs to the other. Theſe rea- 
ſons have induced me to aſſure the States, 
that I will, to the utmoſt of my power, 
according to the circumſtances of my own 
dominions, co-operate with them, towards 
oppoſing the further progreſs of our ene- 
mies in the Netherlands; and procuring a 
proper ſupport for the Republic, againſt the 
ambitious, and deſtructi ve deſigns of France. 
In order to this neceſſary end, meaſures are 
now actually concerting between me, and 
the States, for furniſhing this aſſiſtance, on 
my part, as early, and effectual as poſſi- 
ble; and for their making ſuch an aug- 
mentation of their preſent forces, as their 
own immediate preſervation, and the ne- 
ceſſity of affairs abſolutely require. 

© The great advantages, which we have 
received from aur naval ſtrength, in pro- 
tefting the commerce of my ſubjects, and 
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intercepting, and diſtreſſing that of our 
enemies, have been happily experienced by 
the former, and ſeverely felt by the latter. 
I am therefore determined to be particular- 
ly attentive to this important ſervice ; and 
to have ſuch a fleet at ſea, early in the 
ſpring, as 1nay be ſufficient to defend our- 
ſelves, and effectually to annoy our ene- 
mies.“ | 
Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, 

« Tt is with much regret, that I find 
myſelf obliged to aſk any further aids of 
my people. I am ſo ſenſible of the bur- 
thens they endure, that nothing could give 
me ſo ſincere a pleaſure, as to lighten them: 
but the conſiderations, I have laid before 
you, are ſo negeſſary to our own preſerva- 
tion, that, I doubt not, you will grant me

ground upon our left, we could not itretch 
+ fo far as they, ſo that their left was pretty 
near oppoſite to our center. The dragoons 
were poſted upon the left, and our foot was 
formed in two lines, part upon plain ground, 
and the reſt upon a declivity : when all was 
formed, and our firſt line within one hun- 
dred yards of the rebels, orders were given 
For the lines to advance, and a body of dra- 
goons to attack them ſword in hand. They 
accordingly marched forwards, but upon the 
rebels giving them a fire, they gave ground, 
and great part of the foot of both lines did 
the ſame, after making an irregular fire, 
except the two regiments of Barrel! and 
Ligonier, under the commrnd of brigadier 
Cbelmondeley, which rallied immediately ; 
and being afterwards attacked by the rebels, 
fairly drove them back, and put them to 
flight. Whilſt this was tranſacting, a body 
of the foot, by the care of major general 
Huſte, formed at ſome diſtance in the rear 
of theſe two regements, which the rebels 
ſeeing, durſt not advance; and about the 
ſame time brigadier. Mordaunt rallied the 
ſcattered battalions into their ſeveral corps, 
in which he was greatly aſſiſted by the offi- 
cers, and pretty near formed them. 

For ſome time before the army moved 
forwards, there was a violent ſtorm of rain 
and wind, to which we may in ſome mea- 
ſure impute our misfortune, for it hindred 
the men from ſeeing before them and con- 
ſequently the rebels had the advantage of us 
greatly in that particular. Beſides, as it 
rained alſo before that, many of the fire- 
Jocks were ſo wet, that it was believed not 
above one in five that were attempted to be 
fired, went off. Our loſs was very ſmall, 


the greateſt being that of the officers, ſe- 


veral of whom, being left by their men, 
were loſt, And we had reaſon to believe 
that of the rebels to be very conſiderable, 
by the report of ſome who were upon the 
field. It was a misfortune that we could 
not get up our artillery to us; for as it had 
rained heavily in the night, and on the 
17th in the morning, and having a ſteep 
hill to aſcend, and the horſes but bad, they 
could not get forward; and when we re- 
turned to our camp, we found the captain 
of the train had abandoned it, and the dri- 
vers had run off with the horſes, which ob- 
liged ns to leave ſome pieces of cannon be- 
hind us. The grenadiers of Barrel['s regi- 
ment drew down one to the camp, and 


—— 
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horſes were found at Falkirk to bring away 
tkree of them. 

The rebels by all accounts loſt many more 
men than the King's forces, and could not 
improve the advantages they had at the be- 
ginning of the action, but were driven back 
by, and fled before, a handful of our army, 
and we remained maſters of the field; 
though, by the inelemency of the weather, 
and want of proviſions, night coming on, 
our army was obliged to march to Lin- 
litbgow, and thereby abandun what con- 
non and tents they could not find horſes 
to carry off, 

The 22d day a number of people, conſiſting 
chiefly of ſailors, went about ten o'clock in 
the morning to- the Popiſh maſs-houſe in 
Sunderland, where they found ſeveral people 
at prayers, and a couple to be married, 
who, with Mr. Hankins, their prieſt, all 
fled out; upon which, the ſailors imme- 
diately pulled down the altar and crucifix, 
together with all the ſeats, the prieſt's robes,

places, and continued his march this morn- 
ing to Falkirk, the rebels always flying be- 


fore him. This morning the rebels renew- 


ed their firing againſt Sterling caſtle ; but 
general Blakeney continuing to make a good 
defence, they raiſed the ſiege, and blew up 
their magazines of powder, and, ſpiked 
their cannon, and the whole army of the 
rebels fled with precipitation, and eroſſed 
the Fourth at the ford of Frew; and his 
Royal Highneſs ſent on the dragoons and 
Argylſbire men to take poſſeſſion of Sterling, 
and remained with the foot at Falkirk. 

Feb. 2. His Royal Highneſs arrived at 
Sterling at one o'clock in the afternoon, 
without meeting the leaſt obſtacle or reſiſt- 
ance, as brigadier Mordaunt had alſo done 
tbe night before, but too late to purſue the 
rebels. Their precipitate flight is not to be 
deſcribed :; they were all to be at Perth the 


2d; where, as their own men declared, 


they would not ſtay for bis Royal Highneſs 
to come up to them. When. the rebels 
heard that his Royel Highneſs was got to 
Linlithgow, they held a council, and drew 
out their men, declaring that they would 
meet him; but as ſoon as the baggage and 
the cannon they lately took were moved off, 
they told the country people that they were 


going 
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going to meet a reinforcement; but that, 
as they could not carry away all their plun- 
der, they would give it to them, and that 
it was in St. Ninian's church, where they 
had made a magazine of powder and ball; 
and when the country people came to fetch 
it away, the rebels attempted to ſet fire to 
the magazine, but fortunately the firft train 
miſſed, ſo that ſeveral eſcaped; but the 
fecond was ſo ſoon fired, that many poor 
people were blown up, and buried in the 
ruins. 

Fe. 3. Was held a general court of the 
bank of England, when the refolution of 
ſeveral late courts for lending the govern- 
ment one million on the land and malt- 
taxes, was unanimouſly agreed to. 

A cartel ſhip arrived at Plymouth from 
St. Malo's, with 200 Engliſh priſoners;

Monday the 3d, there went for Dunkeld, 
ſeven pieces of braſs cannon, four covered 
waggons, and fourteen carts with ammu- 
nition, eſcorted by lord Lewis Gordon's 
men: the ſame day the main body of horſe 
and foot croſſed the river Tay in a ſtrag- 
gling manner, and took their route for the 
Conper of Angus, viz. thoſe called the life- 
guards, Pitſligo' s, lord Ogilvy's, and Sir 
James Kinloch's; and ſeveral of the above 
gentlemen went with them. On Tueſday

Perth was evacuated on Tueſday the 4th» 


between eleven and twelve in the fore-

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geon; about an hour after marched through 
the town a ſmall party from Crief, and 
croſſed the ſaid river.

General Gueſt, who commanded in the 
the caſtle of Edinburgh, when beſieged by 
the rebels, and defended it in a gallant 
manner, came to his lodgings in Brook-ftreet, 
in a horſe-litter, being 86 years of age, and 
very infirm. 'This venerable gentleman was 
offered 200, oool. by the Pretender, to have 
ſurrendered the caſtle, there being computed 
about a million and half of riches in it. 
He ſoon after waited on the King, who re- 
ceived him very graciouſly, and talked 
much to him.

June 3. The court of ſeſſion ſat again at 
Edinburgh to the great ſatisfaction of the 
whole nation, as there was a delay of juſtice 
for ten months, on occafion of the rebellion, 
The next day fourteen colours taken from 
the rebels at the battle of Culloden, were 
brought in proceſſion under a detachment of 
colonel Lee's regiment ; the Pretender's own 
ſtandard carried by the common hangman, 
and each of the others by chimney-ſweepers, 
from the caſtle to the croſs, where a large 
fire was lighted for the purpoſe. The Pre- 
tender's ſon's own colours were burnt firſt, 
with three flouriſhes of the trumpets amidſt 
loud huzzas; and then the reſt of the co- 
lours ſeparately 3 the heralds proclaiming 
the names of the traitors to whom they be- 
longed; and the ceremony concluded with 
burning lord Lovat's camp colours. 

June 6. Major Grant deputy governor of 
fort George at Inverneſs, was tried by a court 
martial tor abandoning the ſame to the re- 
bels, and adjudged to be diſmiſſed his Ma- 
jeſty's ſervice, and rendered incapable of 
ever bolding any military office or employ- 
ment under his Majeſty. 

His Majeſty was pleaſed to give 500 gui- 
neas to capt. Cook of the Ambuſcade priva- 
teer, for taking a Spaniſh ſhip laden with 
warlike ftores, from Ferro to Scotland for 
the uſe of the rebels. Alſo 500 guineas and 
a gold medal worth 200/. to capt. Phillips, 
who cut the Solebay out of St. Martin's har- 
bour on the coaſt of France. 


June 7. The judges iflued a precept to 


the high ſheriff of Surrey, to ſummon a jur 
for the trial of the rebels, at the court-houſe 
on St. Margeret's Hill, 

June 11. Was obſerved as the anniverſary 
of the King's inauguration, beginning the 
twentieth year of his reign. | 

June 17. Lord Lovat, with his two aid 
de camps, and about ſixty of his clan, were 
brought in priſoners z he was ſeventy-eight 
years of age, he could neither walk nor 
ride, and was brought in a horſe-litter, or 
rather a cage. When this Lord was taken 
he was endeavouring to get on board a ſhip 
for France; he had with him 6oool. in 
gold and filver, and he told the officer with 
much aſſurance, he had beſt uſe him well, 
for if he did not, he ſhould anſwer for it 
before a ſet of gentlemen, the very fight of 
whom would make him tremble. In the 
year 1692 he had the title of captain Fraſer 
in lord Tullibardine's regiment z but reſigned, 
to proſecute his claim to be chief of the 


armed clan ſeized him and his company, and 
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Fraſers; and in order to it laid a ſeheme to 
get the heireſs of Lovat, who in 1694 being 
about to marry lord Salton's ſon, he by his 
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erecting a gibbet, induced father and ſon 
to relinquiſh the contract. But not being 
able to come at the young lady, in 1695 he 
ſeized lady dowager Lovat, in her houſe, 
cauſed a perſon to marry them againſt her 
conſent, and cutting her ſtays open with 
his dirk, his Highland lads tore off her 
cloaths, put her to bed, and were witneſſes 
to the conſummation. Soon after he was, 
though abſent, tried and condemned for a 
rape on this lady, and for treaſon in oppo- 
ſing the laws with an armed force, and out- 
lawed. But though this latter king Wil- 
liam was prevailed on to pardon, he thought 
proper to fly to France for the former; were 
ingratiating himſelf with king James, and 
turning papiſt, he got a commiſſion, and 
in 1702, ſome money from the French king 
to raiſe a party in Scotland: but not having 
credit enough to do it, having had a meet- 
ing with a miniſter of ſtate in London, on his 
return to France, he was put in the Baſtile ; 
there he lay ſeveral years, and to get out 
took prieft's orders; he ated afterwards as 
a jeſuit prieſt at St, Omers, till about 21715, 
when coming over and taking a contrary 
part, he aſſiſted in ſeizing Inverneſs from the 
rebels, and at laſt got the title Lovat, a High- 
land company, and many great favours con- 
ferred on him. 

June 18. The prince of Heſſe with the 
Heſſian troops, and three En 1 regiments, 
landed at Villiamſtadt in He nd, in order 
to join the allied army. ; 

June 21. Several ſhips with rebel pri- 
ſoners on board came up the river, and the 
marquis of Tullibardine, Mr. Murray, and 
another perſon, were committed to the To- 
wer, two of the chiefs to Newgate, the offi- 
cers to the Marſhalſea, and about 600 com- 
mon men to the New Gaol, Southwark. 
About 200 were left at Tilbury fort. | 

June 23. Eighteen rebel priſoners were 
brought to town in a waggon from Cheſter, 
under a guard of dragoons, Jabn Betts one 
of the rebels made his eſcape out of New 
Priſon in his irons, | | 

Eight of the judges went in proceſſion 
from Serjeants Inn, Fleet-ftreet, to the town 
hall on St. Margaret's Hill, Seythwark, and 
opened the ſpecial commiſſion for. the trial 
of the rebel priſoners, The Jury, af- 
ter hearing the charge, withdrew, and in 
an hour and half returned into court, having

"Hail, rain and flame. Several ſheep were 
killed, and one man and two horſes were 
ſtruck dead near Boughton-green fair. The 
man had his fingers and his toe nails, and 
the ſkin of his legs ſtript off, whence iſſued 
a ſulphureous ſcent.

Ordered, that 
an addreſs be preſented to his Majeſty, to 
deſire that he will be pleaſed to appoint a 
lord high ſteward, to continue during the 
trials of the earls of Kilmarnock, Cromartie 


and lord Balmerino, and that a place may be 


prepared in Weſtminſter-hall for the ſaid 
trials; that the ſaid lords have notice to 
prepare for their trials upon. the 28th of 


July; that the Lord Chancellor do ſend 


circular letters (giving twenty days notice ) 
to all peers in town and country to attend in 
their robes, and that none be excuſed their 
attendance, unleſs prevented by ſickneſs 
or other bodily infirmities.

An alteration in affairs was expected in 
that country from the acceſſion of the new 
King, for as his Majeſty had no reaſon to 
be fond of his ſtepmother's projects, he 
would not be willing to expend more blood 
and treaſure, though France offered 20,000 
men, in the cauſe of his half-brother Don 


Philip ; eſpecially as through her influence 


he led a life for many years ſcarce ſcpport- 
able to one of his high dignity; being not 
only ſhut out from court and his father's 


\ councils, but even deprived of the ſociety he 


affected. He was not however the leſs a 
politician, having employed his leiſure ſo 
as to know perfectly every part of his do- 
minions, and found means to defeat a pro- 
je of the French faction about three years 
ago, to give up the whole iſland of Hiſpa- 
niola to France, in conſideration of the 
charge that crown had been at in ſending a 
fleet for defence of the Spaniſh Weſt- Indies. 
Being of a pacific diſpoſition, this prince 
had been frequently heard to ſay, that if he 
were maſter, he would conclude a, peace 
with England, without troubling himſelf 
with France. As ſoon as the late King was 
dead, the queen dowager was directed to 
retire to St. IIdefonſo, and at the ſame time 
an embargo was laid on all ſhips, either 


to prevent the exportation of the treaſure, 


which the old queen had been ſo long amaſ- 


fing for the ſervice of her family, or any 


further recruits for the armies of Dona

captain of the guard in the firſt; the earl of 
Cromartie, attended by captain Marſpall, 
in the ſecond, and lord Balmerino, attended 
by Mr. Fowler, gentleman gaoler, who had 
the axe covered by him, in the third, under 
a ſtrong guard of foot ſoldiers to Weſtmin- 
fter-hall, where the lord high ſte ward and 
the peers having taken their ſeats, procla- 
mation was made for the lieutenant of the 
Tower of London to return the precept to 


ſoners: which done, the gentleman goaler 
of the Tower brought his priſoners to the 
bar; and the proclamation was made for 
the King's evidence to come forth. The 
King's counſel, by his grace's direction, 
opened the indictment, then his grace mo- 


forwards for the better hearing of the evi- 
| - dence, (which being done, Villiam earl of 
Kilmarnock was brought to the bar) and his 
bill of indictment for high treaſon read, to 
which his lordſhip pleaded guilty, and de- 
fired to be recommended to his Majeſty for 

» Then George earl of Cromartie was 
brought to the bar, &c. who alſo pleaded 
guilty, and prayed for mercy. After which 
Artbur lord Balmerino was brought to the 
bar, Cc. who pleaded not guilty, alledging 
that he was not at Carliſſe at the time ſpe- 
cified in the indictment, whereupon fix 
witneſſes for the crown were called in 
and examined, whoſe evidence was di- 
Kinctly repeated by the reading clerk, 
proving that his lordſhip entered Carliſle, 
(though not the ſame day) ſword in hand, 
at the head of aregiment called by his name 
 Elpbinſton's horſe. To this he made an 
exception, which was over-ruled. The 
tord high ſteward then afked him, if he had 
any witneſs, or any thing ſurther to offer in 
his defence. To which he replied he was 
ſorry he had given their lordſhips ſo much 
trouble, and had nothing more to ſay.

Written notice was given them to bring 
what they might have to offer in arreſt of 


judgment. There were 136 peers pre- 
ſent. 
July 30. The lord high ſteward went 


to Weſtminſter-hall attended as before: and 
the priſoners being brought again before 
their peers, the earl of Kilmarnock made a 
very elegant and pathetic ſpeech, which 
was much admired, to move their lordſhips 
to intercede for him with his Majeſty ; 
the earl of Cromartie ſpoke alſo to the ſame 
effect: but lord Balmerono pleaded in arreſt 
of judgment, that his indictment was found 
in the county of Surrey, and, this being a 
point of law, deſired that he might be al- 
lowed counſel to argue it, upon which the 
lords adjourned to their chamber, to con- 
fider of, and ſoon after returned; ordered 
his plea to be drgued on Friday following, 
and appointed Meſſrs. Wilbraham and For- 
reſter for his counſel, 

About eleven o'clock, were, purſuant to 
their ſentences, conveyed on three hurdles 
from the New-goal, Southwark, to Ken- 
nington gallows, attending by a ſtrong party 
of ſoldiers, Francis Townley, George Fletcher, 
Thomas Chadwick, James Dawſon, Thomas 
Deacon, Jobn Barwich, Andrew Blcod, 
Thomas Siddall, and Thomas David Morgan, 
(the eight other condemned rebels being 
reſpited for three weeks.) A pile of faggots 
and a block were placed near the gallows; 
and while the priſoners were removing from 
the ſledges into a cart drawn under the tree 
for that purpoſe, the faggots were ſet on 
fire, and the guards formed a circle round 
the place of execution. When they had 
ſpent near an hour in their devotions, though 
not attended by any clergyman, they ſeve- 
rally delivered papers to the ſheriff, and were 
ſoon after turned off: when they had hung 
about five minutes, Mr. Towwnley was cut 
down, his body, not being quite dead, be - 
ing ſtripped and laid upon the block, the 
hangman with a cleaver ſevered his head 
from his body, which were put into a 

coffin; then taking out the bowels and 
heart, 
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beart, threw them into the fire: he then 
proceeded to the next, cutting them down, 
deheading and diſbowelling them one by one, 
in the ſame manner as the firſt; when the 
heart of the laſt was put into the fire, the 
executioner cried out, © God ſave king 
George, at which the multitude of ſpectators 
gave a great ſhout. The heads and bodies 


were conveyed back in coffins to the priſon | 


from whence they came: they behaved in 
2a manner ſuitable to their unhappy circum- 
ſtances, all of them ſeeming calm and com- 
poſed, though none ſhed tears, Three of 
their heads were to be ſet up, wiz. Mor- 
an's upon Tembple-bar, Townley's at Car- 
liſle, and Siddall's at Mancheſter. . 
uly 31. Accounts from Scotland men- 
tioned, that the youngPretender eſcaped from 
the Ile of Skyin lady Clanronald's clothes.

Cromartie were ſeparately aſked, if they had 
any thing to propoſe why judgment ſhould 
not be paſſed upon them; to which they 
anſwered in the negative. Then his grace 
informed lord Balmerino that, having ſtarted 
an objection, deſired counſel, and had their 
aſſiſtance, he was now to make uſe of it, if 
he thought fit, to argue that point. His 
lordſhip anſwered, he was ſorry for the 
trouble he had givtn his grace and the 
peers ; that he would not have taken that 


; 


Afterwards breaking his ſtaff, 
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ſtep, if he had not been perſuaded there 
was ſome ground for the objection; but 
that his counſel having ſatisfied him there 
was nothing in it that could tend to his 
ſervice, he declined having them heard, 
ſubmitted to the court, and was reſolved to 
rely upon his Majeſty's mercy. 

His grace then made a ſpeech to the pri- 
ſoners, almoſt to the ſame effect as that pro- 


| Nounced by ear] Coroper in 1716. But as this 
rebellion was oppoſed with more unanimity 


and zeal than the laſt, his grace took occa- 
ſion to obſerve to their lordſhips, that the 
beginnings of the rebellion were ſo weale 
and unpromiſing, as to be capable of ſe- 
ducing none but the moſt infected and 
willing minds to join in ſo deſperate an 
enterprize. That it was impoſſible even 
for the party of the rebels to be ſo incon- 
fiderate or vain, as to imagine, that the 
body of this free people, bleſt in the enjoy- 


ment of all their rights, both civil and 


religious, under his Majeſty's protection; 
ſecure in the proſpect of tranſmitting them 
ſafe to their poſterity, under the Proteſtant 
ſucceſſion in his royal houſe, would not riſe 
up, as one man, to oppoſe and cruſh ſo 
flagitious, ſo deſtructive, and ſo unpro- 
voked an attempt. Accordingly the rebels 
ſoon ſaw his Majeſty's faithful ſubjects, 


_ conſcious both of their duty and intereſt, 


contending to outdo one another in demon- 


trations of their zeal and vigour in his 


ſervice, Men of property, of all ranks and 
orders, crowded in with liberal ſubſcriptions, 
of their own motion, beyond- the examples 


of former times, and uncompelled by any 


law; and yet in the moſt legal and war+ 
rantable manner, notwithſtanding what has 
been ignorantly and preſumptuouſly ſug» 
geſted to the contrary,” His lordſhip con- 
cluded thus: * It has been his Majeſty's 
juſtice to bring your lordſhips to a legal 
trial: and it has been his wiſdom to ſhew, 
that, as a ſmall part of his national forces 
was ſufficient to ſubdue the rebel army in 
the field; ſo the ordinary courſe of his laws 


is ſtrong enough to bring even their chiefs 


to juſtice,” ; 
Then, after a ſhort pauſe, his grace pro- 
nounced ſentence as in caſes of high treaſon, 
put an end 

the commiſſion. „ 
Veſterday the judges ſat at the court- 
houſe on St. Margaret's Hill for the trial 
of the Scorch rebel officers; when James 
Nicholſon, lieutenant in the duke of Perib' a 
regiment (who broke the capitulation at

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walls) and Donald Me Donald, a captain in 
Keppoch's regiment, were brought to the 
bar, one after another, and pleaded guilty, 
begging to be recommended to his Majeſty's 
mercy. Next, Alexander M*G ruther the 
elder, a captain in Perib's regiment, pleaded 
not guilty, and that he was forced; but 
after a trial of three hours, not being able 
to prove the force, he was brought in guilty 
of high treaſon. | 

- Auguſt 2. The court met again on St. 
Margaret's Hill for the trial of the rebels; 
when James Stratton, late a ſurgeon in the 
rebel army at Carlifle, was brought on his 
trial; but none of the witneſſes proving 
that he bore arms, and it appearing that he 
was forced into the ſervice, he was ac- 
quitted, andimmediatelydiſcharged. Walter 
Ogilvie, lieutenant in lord Lewis Gordon's 
regiment, pleaded guilty, The counſel for 
the priſoners moved in arreſt of judgment, 
but after ſome ſhort arguments, the motion 
was over-ruled. Then the lord chief juſtice 
Willes made a very pathetic ſpeech, which 
drew tears from many of the auditors, at 
the end of which he pronounced ſentence. 

The heads of Torunley and Fletcher were 
fixed on Temple-bar, thoſe of Chadwick, 
Barwick, Deacon and Syddal, were pre- 
ſerved in ſpirits to be carried to Mancheſter, 
and there ſet up in proper places. Town- 
ley's body was buried at Pancras from an 
undertaker's, and the heads of the others 
with their bodies were buried all together 
under the direction of the keeper of the 
New Goal, who had a warrant for that 
purpoſe. 

The papers and records were removed 
from the trade and plantation office to the 
new treaſury, the office of trade, &c, be- 
ing to be pulled down, to make room for 
continuing the new ſtreet, called Parlia- 
ment ſtreet, to the broad opening near 
Whithall.

Auguſt to. The court went into mourn- 
ing for the late king of Spain, and the late 
dauphineſs of France. 

Auguſt 12. The earl of Sandwich ſet 
out for the Hague, being appointed his Ma- 
jeſty's plenipotentiary to the congreſs to be 
held at Breda, for treating of a general 
peace. It is faid, that on taking leave at 
Leiceſter houſe, his royal highneſs told him, 
that he had a particular friend to recom- 
mend to his care in his preſent embaſſy. 
The earl aſſured him of the fingular reſpect 
he ſhould pay to his royal highneſs's com- 
mands; upon which the prince after pro- 
feſſing a great affection for his friend, was 
pleaſed to make him known by the name of 
_ Breton. .

At fix o'clock a troop of life- 
guards, one of the horſe-grenadiers, and 
looo of the foot-guards. (being fifteen men 
out of each company) marched from the 
82 in St. James s- park through the city 
to Towwer-hill, to attend the execution of 
the earl of Kilmarnock and lord Balmerino, 
and being arrived there, were poſted in lines 
from the Tower to the ſcaffold, and all 
round it. About eight o'clock the ſherifis 
of London, with their under ſheriffs and of- 
- ficers, wiz. ſix ſerjeants at mace, fix yeo- 
men, and the executioner, met at the Mitre 
tavern in Fenchurch-ftreet, where they 
breakfaſted, and went from thence to the 
houſe, lately the tranſport- office, on Tower- 
Hill, near Catherine-court, hired by them 


— 


| for the reception of the ſaid lords before 
they 


The French by the conqueſt of Mons on 


arrived at the Tower in an open landau, 
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they ſhould be conducted to the ſcaffold, 
which was erected about thirty yards from 
the ſaid houſe. At ten o'clock the block 
was fixed on the ſtage, and covered with 
black cloth, and ſeveral ſacks of ſaw-duft 
were brought up to ſtrew on it: ſoon after 
their coffins were brought, covered with 
black cloth, ornamented with gilt nails, 
&c, On the earl of Kilmarnock's was a plate 
with this inſcription, Gulielmus Comes de 
Kilmarnock decollatus 18 Auguſti, 1746, 
Etat. ſue 42, with an earl's coronet over 
it, and fix coronets over the fix handles; 
and on lord Balmerino's was a plate with 
this inſcription, Artburus Dominus de Bal- 
merino decollatus 18 Auguſti, 1746, Stat. 
ue 58, with a baron's coronet over it, 
and fix coronets over the fix handles. At 
a quarter after ten the ſheriffs went in pro- 
ceſſion to the outward gate of the Tower, 
and after knocking at it ſome time, a war- 
der within aſked, „ Who's there?“ the 
officer without replied, © The ſheriffs of 
London and Middleſex.” The warder then 
aſced, What do they want?“ The offi» 
cer anſwered, © The bodies of Villiam earl 
Kilmarnock, and Arthur lord Balmerino ;” 
upon which the warder within ſaid, « I 
will go and inform the lieutenant of the 
Tower; and in about ten minutes the 
lieutenant of the Tower with the earl of 
Kilmarnock, and major bite with lord Bal- 
merino, guarded by ſeveral of the warders, 
came to the gate; the priſoners were there 
delivered to the ſheriffs, who gave proper 
receipts for their bodies to the Lieutenant, 


who, as is uſual, faid, © God bleſs king 
Ceorge: to which the earl of Kilmarnock | 


aſſented with a bow, and lord Balmerino 
ſaid, «© God bleſs king James. On the 
earl of Kilmarnock's meeting lord Balmerino 
at the foot of the firſt ſtairs, he embraced 
him, who greatly (as Mr. Foſter obſerved) 
ſaid to him, “ My Lord, I am heartily ſor- 
ry to have your company in this expedi- 
tion,” Soon after, the proceſſion, moving 
in a flow and ſolemn manner, appeared in 
the following order: 1, The conſtable of 
the Tower-hamlets. 2. The knight mar- 
ſhal's men and tip-ſtaves. 3. The ſheriff's 
officers. 4. The ſheriffs, the priſoners, 
and their Chaplains: Mr. ſheriff Blachford 
walking with the earl of Kilmarnock, and 


Mr. ſheriff Cockayne with lord Balmerino. 


5. The Tower warders. 6. A guard of 
muſqueteers, 7. The two hearſes and a 
mourning coach. When the proceſſion 
had paſſed through the lines into the area 
of the circle formed by the guards, the 
paſſage was cloſed, and the troops of horſe, 
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who were in the rear of the foot on the 
lines, wheeled off, and drew up five deep 
behind the foot, on the ſouth fide of the 
hill facing the ſcaffold. 

The lords were conducted into ſeparate | 
apartments in the houſe, facing the ſteps of - 
the ſcaffold ; their friends being admitted 
to ſee them. The earl of Kilmarnock was 
attenced by the rev, Mr. Foſter, a diſſenting 
miniſter, and the rev. Mr. Hume, a near 
relation of the earl of Hume; and the cha- 
plain of the Tower, and another clergy- 
man of the church of England, accompa- 
nied lord Balmerino, who, on entering the 


door of the houſe, hearing ſeveral of the 


ſpectators aſk eagerly, „ Which is lord 
Balmerino ?”* anſwered ſmiling, „ I am 
lord Balmerino, gentlemen, at your ſervice.” 
The parlour and paſſage of the houſe, the 
rails encloſing the way from thence to the 


ſcaffold, and the rails about it, were all 


hung with black, at the ſheriffs expence. 
Lord Kilmarnock, in the apartments al- 
lotted to him, ſpent about an hour in his 


devotions with Mr. Foſter, who aflifted 


him with prayer and exhortation. 

After which, lord Balmerino, purſuant 
to his requeſt, being admitted to confer 
with the Earl, firſt thanked him for the 
favour, and then aſked, “ If his Lordſhip 
knew of any order figned by the Prince, 
(meaning the Pretenders ſon) to give no 
quarter at the battle of Culloden? and the 
Earl anſwering „ No,“ lord Balmerino ad- 
ded, 4 nor I neither, and therefore it 
ſeems to be an invention to juſtify their 
own murders.” The Earl replied, © He 
did not think this a fair inference, becauſe 
he was informed, after he was priſoner at 
Inverneſs, by ſeveral officers, that ſuch an 
order, ſigned George Murray, was in the 
Duke's cuſtody.” George Murray! ſaid 
lord Balmerino, then they ſhould not charge 


it on the Prince.“ Then he took his 
leave, embracing lord Kilmarnock, with the 


ſame kind of noble and generous compli- 
ments, as he had uſed before, © My dear 


lord Kilmarnock, I am only ſorry I cannot 


pay this reckoning alone; once more fare- 
wel forever!” and returned to his own room. 
The earl then, with the company kneel- 
ing down, joined in a prayer delivered by 
Mr. Fofter 5- after which having ſat a few 
moments, and taken a ſecond refreſhment 
of a bit of bread and a glaſs of wine, he 
expreſſed a deſire that lord Balmerino might 
go firſt to the ſcaffold z but being informed 
that this could not be, as his Lordſhip was 
named firſt in the warrant z he appeared 
ſatisfied, ſaluted his friends, ſaying he 
Ggg 2 ſhould 
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ſhould make no ſpeech on the ſcaffold, but 


defired the minifters to aſſiſt bio 2 
moments, and they accordingly, with other 
friends, proceeded with him to the ſcaffold. 
The multitude who had been long expec- 
ting to ſee him on ſuch an awful occaſion, 
* firſt appearing on the ſcaffold dreſt 
in black, with a countenance and demea- 
nor teſtifying great contrition, ſhewed the 
deepeſt figns of commiſeration and pity 3 
and his Lordſhip at the ſame time, being 
Kruck with fuck a variety of dreadful ob- 
es at once, the myltitudes, the block, 
is coffin, the executioner, the inſtrument 
of death, turned about to Mr. Hume and 
ſaid, « Hume ! this is terrible; without 
changing his voice or eountenance, 

* After putting up a ſhort prayer, con- 
cluding with a petition for his majeſty king 
George, and the royal family, in verifica- 
tion of his declaration in his ſpeech, his 
Lordſhip embraced, and took his laſt leave 
af his friends, The executioner, who be- 


Fort had ſomething adminiſtered to keep 


kim from fainting, was ſo affected with 
his Lordſhip's diftreſs, and the awfulneſs 
of the ſcene, that on aſking him forgive- 
neſs, be burſt into tears; my Lord bid him 
take courage, giving him at the ſame time 


a purſe with five guineas, and telling him 


that he would drop his handkerchief as a 
fignal for the ſtroke. He proceeded, with 
the help of his gentleman, to make ready 
for the block, by taking off his coat, and 
the bag from his hair, which was then 
tucked up under a napkin cap, but this 
being made up ſo wide as not to keep up 
his long hair, the making it leſs occaſion- 
ed a little delay; his neck being laid bare, 
eucking down the collar of his ſhirt and 
waiſtcoat, he kneeled down on a black 
cuſhion at the block, and drew his cap 
over his eyes, in doing which, as well as 
in putting up his hair, his hands were 
obſerved to ſhake; but either to ſupport 
himſelf, or as a more convenient poſture 
for devotion, he hap 
Hands upon the bloc 
tioner obſerving, prayed his Lordſhip to 
let them fall, leſt they ſhould be mangled, 
or break the blow. He was then told that 
the neck of his waiſtcoat was in the way, 
upon which he roſe, and with the help of 
u friend took it off, and the neck being 
made bare to the ſhoulders, he kneeled 
down as before, In the mean time, when 
all things were ready for the execution, and 
the black bays which hung over the rails 
of the ſcaffold having, by direction of the 
colanel of the guard or the ſheriffe, been 


ed to lay both his

The under ſheriff coming into his Lord- 
ſhip's apartment to let him know the ſtage 
was ready, he prevented him by imme- 
diately aſking if the affair was over with 
lord Kilmarnock, and being anſwered, © It 
is,” he enquired how the executioner per- 
formed his office, and upon receiving the 
account, ſaid, „“ It was well done ;" then 
addrefling himſelf to the company, ſaid, 
Gentlemen, I. thall detain you no lon- 
zer,“ and with an eaſy and unaffected 
chearfulneſs he ſaluted his friends, and 
haſtened to the ſcaffold, which he mounted 
with ſo eaſy an air, as aſtoniſhed the ſpec- 
tators; his Lordſhip was dreſſed in his 
2 a blue coat turned up with 
red, trimmed with braſs buttons, (and a 
tie wig) the ſame which he wore at the 
battle of Culloden 3 no circumſtance in his 
] whole deportment ſhewed the leaſt ſign of 
| fear or regret, and he frequently reproved 
his friends for diſcovering either, upon his 
account. He walked ſeveral times round 
the ſcaftold, bowed to the people, went to 
his coffin, read the inſcription, and with a 
nod, ſaid, “ It is right;“ he then exa- 
mined the block, which he called his 
« Pillow of reſt. His Lordſhip putting 
on his ſpectacles, and taking a paper out 
of his pocket, read it with an audible voice, 
which, ſo far from being filled with paſ- 
fionate invective, mentioned his Majeſty 
as a prince of the greateſt magnanimity and 
mercy, at the ſame time that, through er- 
roneous political principles, it denied him

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« right to the allegiance of his people: 
having delivered this paper to the ſheriff, 
he called for the executioner, who ap- 
pearing, and being about to aſk his Lord-

Jof directors ſhould be impowered to ſell ſo 
ſtrength enough to wound him very deep; 
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being convulſed. A ſecond blow imme- 
diately ſucceeding the firſt, rendered him, 
however, quite inſenſible, and a third 
finiſhed the work. 

His head was received in a piece of red 
baize, and with his body put into the cof- 
fin, which, at his particular requeſt, was 
placed on that of the late marquis of Tulli- 
bardine's, in St. Peter's church, in the 
Tower, all three lords lying in one grave. 

During the whole courſe of the ſolemnity, 
although the hill, the ſcaffoldings, aud 
houſes, were crowded full of ſpectators, all 
perſons attended with uncommon decency 
and evenneſs of temper; which evinces 
how much the people entered into the rec 

titude of the execution, though too bu» 
mane to rejoice at the cataſtrophe,

Then the court adjourntd to Sept. 9, and 
went to Tork, where the grand jury found 
bills againſt ſeventy-nine rebels.

Nov. 21. Charles Ratcliffe, eſq. was 


brought under a ſtrong guard in a coach 
from the Tower to the court of King's- 


bench in Weſtminſter-hall, to be arraigned 
on his ſentence in the year 1216, when he 


eſcaped out of Newgate. He pleaded that 


he was a ſubject to the king of Franc, in 
which country he had refided about thirty 
years, and had his commiſſion, and that 
he was not Charles Ratcliffe, meaning that 


he was earl of Derwentwater : then a jury 


was ordered to be impannelled, proving 
him the identical perſon. 

Nev. 22. Mr. Ratcliffe being brought 
up to the bar of the court of King's-bench, 
was again arraigned, but refuſed to hold up 
his hand, or acknowledge any juriſdiction 
but that of the king of France, inſiſting on 
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a.commiſſion he had in his pocket from the 
French king, and appealing to his Sicilian 
majeſty's miniſter, who was preſent in 
court, for the authenticity of that com- 
miflion,z but on hearing his former in- 
dictment and conviction, which were read 
to him in Engliſh, he ſaid he was not tbe 
Charles Rat 7 named, but that 
he was the earl of Derwentwaterz and 
his counſel informed the court, that this 
was the plea he relied on; to which the 
attorney-general replied, with an averment 
of his being the ſame Charles Ratcliffe, and 
thereupon iſſue was joined. Then the 
counſel for the priſoner moved to put off 
his trial, upon his own affidavit (to which 
he had ſubſcribed himſelf The count de Der- 
eventwater) that two of his material wit- 
neſſes, naming them, were abroad, with- 
out whoſe teſtimony be could not ſafely go 
to trial. To which affidavit the counſel for 


the crown objected, as not being entitled as 


in the cauſe before the court, nor the two 
Witneſſes ſworn to be material, in the iſſue 


chen joined between the King and the pri- 


ſoner; and alſo, becauſe the priſoner had 
not fo much as undertaken to ſwear for 
Himſelf, that he. was not the perſon, which, 
as it was a fact entirely in his own know- 
ledge, ought to be required of him, if he 
would entitle himſelf to this favour of the 
court, this being a proceeding very diffe- 


rent from the trial upon a not-guilty, in an 


original proſecution on a charge of high- 


treaſon or other crime, the identity of the 


perſon being the ſingle fact to be enquired 
of, and a caſe in which the crown had a 


right by law to proceed in inſtanter. Upon 


this, the priſoner amended his affidavit as 
to the witneſſes, but refuſed to ſupply it 
ſo far as to ſwear he was not the ſame per- 


ſon. And the court ſaid this was a new 


precedent, there being no inftance of any 
application to put off the trial of a queſtion 
of this ſort before; and that this was like 
an inqueſt of office, in order to inform the 
conſcience of the court, and what the 
public had a right to proceed in inflanter. 
And therefore that the priſoner ought to 
give all reaſonable ſatisfation to induce 
them to grant ſuch a favour as the priſoner 
deſired, for they could not in conſcience 


and juſtice to the public indulge bim, with- 
out a reaſonable ſatisfaftion that his plea 


was true. But the priſoner ill refuſing to 
ſwear to the truth of his plea, the jury 
were called, and after two or three of the 
pannel had been ſworn, Mr. Ratcliffe chal- 


| Lenged the next that was called, as of right, 


without aſſigning any reaſon ; but upon de- 
bate of the queſtion, how far he had right 
to challenge ? the court ſaid it had been de. 
termined before in all the later caſes, and 
particularly in the caſe of one Jordan, that 
the priſoner in ſuch a caſe as this had no 
peremptory challenge: upon which the reſt - 
of the jury were ſworn, and after a clear 
evidence of the identity of the perſon on 
the part of the crown, the priſoner pro- 
ducing none on his part, the jury withdrew 
about ten minutes, and then found their 
verdict, that he was the ſame Charles Rat- 
<liffe who was convicted of treaſon in the 
year 1715. Then the attorney-general 
moved to have execution awarded againſt 
the priſoner on his former judgment ; to 
which the priſoner's counſel objected, ten- 
dering a plea of pardon by act of Parlia- 
ment, in bar of execution : but the court 
ſaid, as he had already pleaded ſuch a plea 
as he choſe to rely on, and as that was 
found againſt him, nothing more remained 
for them to do at preſent, but to award 
execution; and if his counſel had any 
thing to offer in his behalf, they would 
have time to do it before the day of exe- 
cution ; and ordered a rule to be made for 
the proper writs for his execution on the 
Sth of the next month, and remanded the 
priſoner to the Tower, He was about five 
feet ten inches high, upwards of fifty, was 
dreſſed in ſcarlet, faced with black velvet, 
and gold buttons, a gold laced waiſtcoat, bag 
wig, and had a hat with a white feather, 

His deſign in ſtiling himſelf earl of Der- 
-wentwater was, that he might paſs for 
Francis, his younger brother, who went to 
France before 1715, but thought to be dead. 
He would not call the lord chief juftice, 
Lord, becauſe the title of earl was not given 
him, He refuſed to hold up his hand at 
the bar, and being told that as a gentleman 
he qught to comply, and that his own 
counſel would ſatisfy him, that it was only 
a form of the court, he ſaid, © I know ma- 
ny things that I will not adviſe with my 
counſel upon.

At about half an hour after nine his 
lordſhip eat very heartily of minced veal, 
ordering coffee and chocolate for his friends, 
whoſe healths he drank in wine and water. 

About eleven the ſherifts ſent to demand 
his body, upon which he deſired the gen- 
tlemen to retire for a few moments, while 
he aid a prayer, and this being immediate- 
ly complied with, he preſently called for 
them again, ſaying “ I am ready.“ 

At the bottom of the firſt pair of ſtairs 
general Williamſon invited him into his rooms 
to reſt himſelf, which he accepted, and on 
his entrance paid his reſpects to the com- 
pany politely, and talked freely : he de- 
fired of the General, in French, that he might 
take leave of his lady, and thank her for 
her civilities : but the General told his Lord- 
ſhip in the ſame language, that ſhe was too 
much affected with his Lordſhip's misfor- 
tunes to bear the ſhock of feeing him, and 
therefore hoped his Lordſhip would excuſe 
her. He then took his leave, and proceed- 
ed; at the door he bowed to the ſpectators, 
and was conveyed from thence to the out- 
ward gate, in the Governor's coach, where 
he was delivered to the ſheriffs, who con- 
ducted him in another coach to the houſe 
(hired for the two former lords) near the 
' ſcaffold, in which was a room lined with 
black cloth, and hung with ſconces for his 
reception. | N 

His friends were at firſt denied entrance, 
but upon application made by his Lordſhip 
to the ſheriffs for their admittance, it was 

nted, Soon after his Lordſhip addrefling 
_ * himſelf to the ſherifts, thanked them for 
the favour, and taking a paper out of his

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pocket delivered it to one of them, ſaying 


he ſhould make no ſpeech, and that they 
might give the word of command when 
they pleaſed, | | | 

A gentleman preſent beginning to read a 
prayer to his Lordſhip while he was fitting, 
he called one of the warders to help him up, 
that he might kneel : he then prayed fi- 
lently a ſhort time, and was afterwards ſet 
again in his chair; being aſked by one of 
the ſheriffs, if he would refreſh himſelf with 
a glaſs of wine, he declined it, becauſe no 
warm water could be had to mix with it, 
and took a little burnt brandy and bitters 
in its ſtead, | 

He deſired that his cloaths might be de- 
livered to his friends with his corpſe, and 
ſaid that for that reaſon he ſhould give the 
executioner ten guineas, | 

He alſo deſired of the ſheriffs that his 
head might be received in a cloth, and put 
into the coffin, which the ſheriffs after con- 
ferring with ſome gentlemen preſent, pro- 
miſed ſhould be done; and that the holding 
up the head at the corners of the ſcaffold 
ſhould be diſpenſed with, as it had been of 
late years at the execution of lords, as they 
had no written order to the contrary, inthe 
warrant, and without it might be liable to 
cenſure, 

When his Lordſhip was going up the ſteps 
to the ſcaffold aſſiſted by two warders, he 
looked round, and ſeeing ſo great a concourſe 
of people, “God ſave us (ſays he) why 
ſhould there be ſuch a buſtle about taking 
off an old grey head, that cannot go up 


three ſteps without three bodies to ſupport 


it.“ i 
Turning about and obſerving one of his 
friends much dejected, he clapped him on 
the ſhoulder, ſaying, Chear up thy heart, 
man, I am not afraid, why ſhould you?“ 
As ſoon as he came upon the ſcaffold, he 
aſked for the executioner, and preſented him 
with ten guineas in a purſe 3 then defiring 
to ſee the ax, he felt the edge, and ſaid he 
believed it would do. . F 
Soon after he roſe from the chair, which 
was placed for him, and looked at his cof- 
fin, on which was written, Simon Dominus 
Fraſer de Lovat, decollat.

except his two warders, who ſupported his 
Lordſhip while he ſaid a prayer; after 
which he called his ſolicitor and agent in 
Scotland, Mr. William Fraſer, and preſent- 
ing his gold-headed cane, ſaid, “ I deliver 
ou this cane, in token of my ſenſe of your 
Hithful ſervicey and of my committing 
to you all 'the power I have upon earth,” 
and then embraced him, He alſo called 
Mr. James Fraſer, and ſaid, „“ My dear 


James, Tam going to heaven, but you muſt |

world.“ And taking leave of both, he de- 
livered his hat, wig and cloaths to Mr. Wil.

about half a minute, and then, throwing 


his handkerchief on the floor, the execu- 


tioner at one blow ſevered his head from his 
body, which was received in the cloth, and 


together with his body put into the coffin, 


and carried in a hearſe back to the Tower, 
where it remained till four o'clock, and 
was then taken away by an undertaker, 
in order to be ſent to Scotland, and depoſited 
in his own tomb in the church of Kirki//; 
but leave not being given as was expected, it 
was again brought back to the Tower, and 
interred near the bodies of the other lords. 
His Lordſhip profeſſed himſelf a papift, 
and at his requeſt was attended by Mr. 
Baker, belonging to the Sardinian ambaſſa-

of Cumberland, who was advanced between 
the two Nethes and had made a general fo- 
rage quite to the pickets of the Frenchcamp, 
The king of France arrived ſoon after to 
give battle. | 
Count Saxe having been pleaſed to ſay, 
that he thought the duke of Cumberland the 
greateſt general of the age; for that he had 
maintained 100,000 men on a ſpot of ground 
where he ſhould not have thought of feed- 
ing ſo many rabbits; the Duke hearing 
of it, replied, that his men were well 
enough fed to fight the French on any 
ground, |

Tſchernhaus, is of copper, and bigger than 
any of thoſe above-mentioned, Fifth, Ano- 
ther of glaſs by the ſame hand, which burns 
by refraction. Sixth, The mirror of Or- 
leans, made for the late duke Regent, by 
the ſame Tſchernbaus, the focus of which 
is at twelve feet diſtance, and has been 
hitherto eſteemed inimitable.

into the field; and to maintain ſtrong ſqua- 
drons at ſea, for the protection and defence 
of our trade and poſſeſſions, the annoyance 
of our enemies, and for ſupporting and en- 
forcing the operations of my allies in Jraly. 
The invaſion made by France upon t 

territories of the States General of the

„ The fignal ſucceſs which, by the 
pleſſing of God, has already attended my 
fleet, has happily diſappointed ſome very 


_ pernicious projects of our enemies; and 


given a conſiderable blow to their naval 
ſtrength, as well as to their commerce; 
which will be the moſt probable. means of 
reducing them to reaſon, This is the 
great object which I have at heart; the 


ſole view of all my meaſures being to put an 


end to the calamities of war, by a ſafe and 
honourable peace. 
« Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, 
«© I muſt acknowledge in a particular 
manner the zeal and application, with 


which you have raiſed the neceſſary ſupplies 


for the ſervice of the current year; and your 
readineſs in making good the deficiency of 
the civil lift funds, arifing from the una- 
yoidable conſequences of war, is a freſh 
inſtance of that regard and affection, which 
I have always experienced from you, To

to furniſh that ſupport to our ancient and 


natural allies, which has already diſap- 
pointed ſome of the moſt dangerous views 
of ambition, with which our enemies began 
the war. Such extraordinary merit, as it 
will always be gratefully remembered by 
me, muſt endear the memory of this Par- 
lament to poſterity. From ſuch demon- 
ſtrations of the loyalty and affection of my

66 J have ſeen,” ſays he, © what may be 
eſteemed. a ſingularity in hiſtory ; the city 
of Heraclea, of which Pliny ſpeaks in his 
letters, that by an eruption of mount Ve- 
ſuvius, was covered may feet deep under 
cinders, and has been by degrees diſcovered 
at a place called Portici, a country palace 
of the king of the To Sicilies. The city 
is entire, the houſes have been found per- 
ſectly furniſhed, and the furniture well pre- 
ſerved, I have ſeen every thing prepared 
for dinner at the time the eruption hap- 
pened, as bread, meal, wine, Sc. all very 
freſh; utenſils, earthen. veſſels, tools, fiſh- 


ing nets of  filk, not very different from 


thoſe now.in uſe. They have found there 
an entire theatre, with its ſtatues in metal, 
and marble relicks of the fineſt antiquity, 
with paintings in freſco, extremely well 
Nr with this fingularity, that 

have only two colours. This will 
not appear very wonderful to thoſe who are

acquainted with the origin of painting, be-

In reſentment of this 
conduct, ſo neceſſary for the intereſts of 
my own kingdoms and of the ancient allies 
of my crown, France not only declared war 
againſt me, but fomented and ſupported an 
unnatural rebellion within this kingdom. 
In carrying on this juſt and neceſſary war, I 
have found the moſt chearful and vigorous 
ſupport from my Parliament; and though 
the ſucceſs has not been anſwerable to our 
wiſhes, and juſt expectations, in the Low 
Countries; yet it mult be allowed, to the 
honour of this nation, that no part of the 

. misfortunes can be imputed to us. 

The ſignal ſucceſſes, which it has pleaſed 
God to grant us at ſea, have made the 
enemy feel the weight of our naval ſtrength, 
to their great Joſs, and the real and ſolid + 
advantage of this nation, This has ap- 
peared moſt remarkably in the operations of 

my fleet this laſt year; which have tended 
no leſs to the honour of the Britiſh flag, 
than to the reduction of the maritime force 
and commerce of France. The government 
of the United Provinces has, once more, 
reſumed that conſiſtency, Which will give 
great ſtrength to the common cauſe; ce- 
ment more firmly the friendſhip between 
this kingdom and that republic; and bs 
a laſting ſecurity to our inſeparable inte- 
reſts, One great effect of this happy alte- 
ration in Holland has already appeared, in 
the vigorous declaration lately made by the 
States General to the court or France; and 
the orders given by them, for committing 
hoſtilities every where againſt the French 
king and his ſubjects. ; 

i Some overtures for à general pacifica- 
tion have lately been made to me, on the part 
of Francez and though ſome of the terms 
propoſed were ſuch as could not be approved, 
yet as I have had no other aim, but to 
bring about a ſafe and honourable peace, 1 
have ſhewn the utmoſt incli nation to faci- 
litate it, in conjunction with my. allies; 
and a congreſs is actually agreed to be held 
at Aix la Chapelle, whither the ſeveral mi- 
niſters will ſoon repair. I hope all the 
powers concerned will bring with them the 
ſame diſpoſitions to effectuate this great 
work, on juſt and reaſonable conditions,
